Almost Deserted 


A CHANGE OF TOPOGRAPHY 


By a Series of Earthquake Shock: 
Which Have Ruu Great Fissure: 
Deep In the Earth and Created 
Hills In Level Places 


San Luis Obispo, Cal. Aug. 1.—A 
strip of country 15 miles long and four 
miles wide rent with gaping fissures 
and dotted with hills and kvolls that 
sprung up during the vight as if by 
magic, a village in ruins and hundreds 
of people fleeing for their lives, are the 
results of Wednesday night's seisinie 
disturbance in the valley of es Alumos, 
in the northern part of Santa Barbara 
county. During the last four days that 
section of country lias been shaken by | 
a series of earthqua ces tuat is with- 
out precedent in the history or tradi- | 
tion of the Pacific coast, pnd the con- 
tinuance of the Ccisiurbances and the 
increasing severity of the shocks have 
so terrorized the inhabitants that they 
are leaving for other purts as rapidly 
as possible and even now the village of 
Los Alamos is almost eutirely de- 
serted. 

The most severe shock of the entire 
series occurred at 1:30 yesterday morn- 
ing. Hills were shaken and twisted 
to their foundations and the valleys 
trembled and rolied like the surface of 
the ocean. Great fissures were run 
deep in the earth, hills and knolls ap 
peared in level valleys, springs of water 
appeared in places that had been dry 
and the general topography of the val- 
ley was greatly changed in many re- 
spects. The disturbance had no gen- 
eral direction, but was what is kuownas 
a twister. It was preceded by a rum 
bling like that of distant thunder. which 
increased until the earth began to rise 
and twist and the hills began to tremble. 

With the first wacning of the sound 
of the approaching disaster the terror- 
stricken people rushed Into the streets 
and sought places of safety. The terror 
inspired by the rumbling and trembling 
of the earth was increased by the sound 
of falling buildings, which gave some 
fdea of the terrible destruction that 
was being wrought. In the darkness 
of the night it wus impossible to de- 
termine the full extent of damage 
wrought, but with the dawn of day 
the stricken village had the appearance 
of the ruins of a city long deserted. A 
church had been levelled to the ground 
and not one brick building was left 
standing. There was not a building in 
town that had not been damaged more 
or less seriously. Nort a piece of glass 
was left in any window in town. 

A conservative estimate of the loss 
to property in the village is $30,000 and 
this amount wil! probably be greatly in- 
creased by the damage in the sur 
rounding country. The extent of the 
most severe portion of tie disturbance 
is 11 miles long by four miles wide. but 
the shock was felt throughout Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo coun- 
ties. 

The disturbances continned throuch- 
out the day at intervals of two hours, 
but none of the shocks ws severe. 
The people have deserted the village. 
Every conveyance has been taken and 
the passenger and freight trains tuat 
have left here since the severe shock 
of Wednesday night have been louded 
with people fleeing for safety. Since 

the first disturbances on Sunday night 
there have been more than 70 distinct 
shocks, and those who have been keep- 
ing records have now given up, as the 
disturbances have become almost con- 
tinuous. 


Still Another Shock 
Santa Barbara, Cal., Aug. 1.—Another 
pevere earthquake shock was felt at 
Los Alamos at 7:30 last night. It was 
almost as heavy as that of early yes- 
terday morning. A slight shock was 
felt in this city at the same time.

mains the peace of the community will 
hot again be broken. The riot which 
caused the soldiers to be sent here came 
like a Hash and was over almost as 
quickly as it had started and since then 
there hus not been a single case of vio 
lence reported. 

The tens of thousunds of idle men 
and boys in this vicinity who had beeu 
gathering in large numbers and march- 
ing from place to place did not repeat 
their demoustrations yesterday, 
authorities had litle or nothing to do. 
The arrival of the citizen soldiery 
proved to be a great attraction for the 
large army of unemployed, and hun- 
dreds of men and boys came to town to 
see the troops. 

Beyond the presence of a group of 
soldiers here and there on the principal 
street Shenandoah does not show any 
evidence of having passed through a 
trying ordeal. The large number of 
persons who had been attracted to the 
place by the coming of the militia have 
left and the town presents its normal 
appearance. The major portion of the 
population is made up of foreigners 
and, as a rule, they keep close to their 
homes. It is claimed by the citizens 
of the town that the foreign element 
was solely responsible for the trouble.

Contrary to popular belief, Shenan- 
doah is not under martial law. The 
local authorities and the sheriff of the 
county have not relinquished control 
of the town orcounty. The soldiersare 
merely in camp on the outside of the 
town. It was deemed advisable, how- 
ever, by Brigadier General Gobin to 
establish provost guards in certain 
parts of the town. So long as the sit- 
uation remains as it is at present, there 
is no likelihood that the regimental 
companies will be scattered through 
the mining towns of Schuylkill county. 
It is the intention of General Gobin to 
have the troops occupy their time by 
going through drills, target practice 
and general camp routine. 

The mine workers are greatly in- 
censed over the calling out of the 
troops. They assert that this action 
was entirely unwarranted and is an 
unjustifiable expense to the state. The 
strikers are making an effort to have 
the soldiers withdrawn. The first step 
in this direction was taken yesterday 
afternoon, when a telegram was sent 
from here to Governor Stone asking 
him to send a personal representative 
into the town to investigate the condi- 
tions, “and after such investigation we 
believe that you will learn that the 
presence of the troops in this town is 
unnecessary and that the order should 
be revoked.” 

It is said the mine workers’ officials 
intend to circulate among the citizens 
of the town for signatures a peti- 
tion calling upon the governor to with- 
draw the troops.

The four policemen who were shot and 
the strikers who were also hit by bul- 
lets will recover. Most of the wounded 
strikers claim they were merely on- 
lookers. 

The district attorney and the sheriff 
are prosecuting an investigation with 


a view of placing under arrest all those 
who participated in the riot. Several 
of the wounded strikers called at the 
miners’ hospital today to have slight in- 
juries dressed and after the doctors 
got through with them they were ar- 
rested aad taken to the Pottsville fall.

The main staircase is built of yellow 
pine treads, with cypress risers, and 
the rails, newel posts, ete. are all 
turned from quartered oak. All of the 
rear stairs are built of cypress com- 
plete, with round hand rails, as shown 
on the drawings. 

All of the interior trim, etc., is fin- 
ished in the natural wood, with one 
good coat of liquid wood fillers prop- 
erly rubbed down and finished with 
two good coats of brilliant flowing 
varnish. 

The mantels, as shown on the plans, 
are of cabinet quartered oak, with 
large bevel plate mirrors and tile fac- 
ings, with summer pieces in the din-

Brothers Suffocated 

Westminster, Md., Aug. 1—Two 
brothers, Joseph and Samuel! Trite, lost 
their lives yesterday in a well on the 
farm of their father near here, while 
rescuing their brother Edward. He 
had descended into a 60-foot well, dis- 
covered gas and signalled to the 
brothers to hoist him to the surface.

EDITOR'S NOVEL PLAN. 


Carleton F. Hodge Will Print 
the Bible as a Serial Story. 


REASONS FOR HIS UNDERTAKING, 


Assumption (1).) Publisher Who In- 
tends to Run Portion of Scriptures 
Each Week In His Paper Says In- 
terest Will Ke Increased and Peo- 
ple Will Read the Book Who Now 
Never Look Inside of It. 


Carleton F. Hodge, who in a recent 
issue of his paper, the Assumption 
(ill.) Weekly Independent, began the 
publication of the Bible. as a serial 
story, in explaining his determination 
declares people who never look inside 
of their own Bibles will read the 
Scriptures in a newspaper. He claims 


, that when printed in a newspaper the 


Bible will become sufficiently worldly 
to attract readers, 

Mr. Hodge is undertaking a long 
contract. If he prints one column 
from the Bible in his paper each week, 
it will be nearly fifty years before he 
can write, “Concluded in our next.” 

Mr. Hodge argues that his serial 
will prove as entertaining as any fic- 
tion he can tind and besides spreading 
the gospel will materially add to the 
circulation of the Weekly Independent. 
fis scheme has already attracted 
much attention, and he is daily in re- 
ceipt of letters from ministers and 
others, some praising his scheme and 
others censuring him. 

In talking of his reasons for decid- 
ing to print the Bible Mr. Hodge said 
the other day to a reporter of the Chi- 
cago Tribune: 

“Why do I publish the Bible? To 
the majority of persons the publication 
of this oldest ef books would seem su- 
perfiuous, a senseless waste of space, 
considering its already vast circula- 
tion. 

“Let us consider. How many people 
who own Bibles, have always owned 
Bibles and would blush to confess to 
the lack of one ever scan the inside of 
the book? How many of this number, 
were they so inclined, would be able, 
from their utter unfamiliarity with its 
character, to select a passage or sec- 
tion from which to read that would 
prove interesting enough to warrant a 
repetition of the experiment? Would 
they not lay it aside with at least a 
mental observation that it was ‘dry? 

“The Bible, considered from a stand- 
point wholly foreign to moral senti- 
ment, is a liberal education if read 
and studied conscientiously, or with 
perseverance, if you prefer. Then why 
not serve it to them in modest courses 
once a week, time enough between in 
which to digest the contents? And 
why not begin at the beginning? Does 
one thoroughly understand a question, 
a principle, a piece of mechanism, un- 
til he has gone to the bottam of {ft 
and worked up, step by step, every de- 
tail impressed upon his mind until the 
whole is a part of himself? 

“For example, compare the man who 
is considered, to use a common expres- 
sion, ‘well informed’ with the college 
bred man. Not in the light of indi- 
vidual merit and worth, understand 
me, but as to thoroughness and com- 
prehensiveness. One has bits of 
knowledge, gathered from many 
sources, g000 Alu ~-+ ential of its 
kind, but disconnected, jumvied and 
incomplete. The college man, or the 
college education, typifies the system, 
beginning at the beginning. 

“I believe the Bible as a serial in my 
paper will prove as interesting and en- 
tertaining to my readers as any fiction 
I could use. While I do not by that 
statement imply that my readers are 
more in the dark on the Bible than 
other sections or that I am making a 
strenuous effort to bring a colony of 
heathen inte the light, I believe the 
majority of those who believe they 
have read the book will find some- 
thing new and of interest in each in- 
stallment of the story. 

“There are, aside from those who are 
or claim to be Bible students, a large 
class of readers, newspaper and fiction 
readers, who are indifferent to the Bi- 
ble and some who condemn it without 
so much as a trial. To this class the 
Bible, an equal associate of the good, 
bad and indifferent of general news- 
paper matter, will take on another 
complexion, become sufficiently worid- 
ly, as it were, to attract them. 

“We shall see after the first number 
whether or not I have figured correct- 
ly. To be sure, there is no criterion. 
To the best of my knowledge the Inde- 
pendent will be the first newspaper in 
the history of the world to attempt the 
work, and a respectful ‘stand aside’ 
policy on the part of my brothers in 
the profession will be becoming at 
least until the result is discernible.” 


Device to Make War Bloodless. 

Bloodless yet decisive battles are 
rendered possible by the hyposcope, an 
invention of a clergyman, which was 
exhibited at the national rifle meeting 
at Bisley, writes the London corre- 
spondent of the New York World. By 
an arrangement of a mirror in a ver- 
tical tube a marksman completely 
under cover can sight an opponent, 
who is also in cover, and take accu- 
rate aim at him. The inventor made 
some capital shooting under these con- 
ditions. His idea is that armies 
equipped with his device would shoot 
at hyoscopes instead of at the heads, 
the soldier being considered dead when 


his hyposcope is broken. 


Civilizing Young Quails. 

Miss Hattie Williams of Central Vil- 
lage, Conn., has twelve young quails 
which she is training to be domestic, 
says the New York World. She has 
them already so they will come at her 
call and anticipates teaching them 
some tricks. 


PHILIPPINE TOPICS, 


Trip of an Edoucational Party Among 
the Igorrotes. 

Some very interesting reports of a 
half personal nature are coming into 
the war department from the Philip- 
Pines, says the Washington correspond. 
ent of the New York Evening Post. 
One of the district superintendents of 
education writes picturesquely of the 
lgorrotes and their out of door life. He 
had gone to Benguet to help establish 
an agricultural school. The cooler cli- 
mate and clearer atmosphere made 
open air exercises possible there and a 
fire at evening necessary. The piny 
woods, he wriies, suggested home, 
while the mountain scenery was varied 
and beautiful. The people were sim- 
ple, frank ard honest and possessed a 


sense of huimor not to be observed in 
members of the Christicon tribes. Their 
religion seemed to Le very like that of 
the North Americen Inuitn. From a 
schoolboy the writer learned that they 
believed the sua io be the father of 


all, the moon a good big Igorrote and 
the stars good little Isorrotes. Lf the 
Igorrotes are good, the sun siuiies, aud 
if bad hides its face and weeps. They 
have many feasts and dances. In their 
dances the woman represents the dove 
and the man the crow. 

In time the route to Benguet will be 
by railroad to Dagupan and thence hy 
highway a distance of thirty-five miles 
to Bagulo, the capital of Benguet. The 
government is constructing this road, 
but it takes much money, time and en- 
gineering skill. When It is completed, 
Benguet will be the health resort for 
resident Americans. 

This educational party went from 
Manila to San Fernando by boat, then 
by an army ambulance a distance of 
twelve miles to Naguilian, where they 
took ponies. “When I saw my under- 
sized pony,” writes the narrator, “I 
felt as if I ought to carry him rather 
than he me. To see me mounted on the 
little fellow, with stirrups so short that 
my knees were none too far from my 
face, was to suggest vividly the simile 
of the ‘improper fraction.’” 

On the journey the party met many 
of the American teachers, both in their 
schools and in their homes. They 
seemed happy and interested in their 
work. Each teacher thought his town 
the finest, his pupils the brightest and 
his pony the best. Their attitude was 
generally encouraging. At Bangued, 
the capital of Abra province, school 
conditions are not so favorable. The 
teachers are more isolated, and there 
is great difficulty in securing mail and 
supplies from Manila. 


GOSPEL WITH A GUN. 


Cewboy Preacher Going on Stren- 
uous Evangelization Aission. 

The Rev. S. G. Bettes, “the cowboy 
preacher,” who opens his services with 
a demonstration of his ability to use 
the lasso, is building at Parkersburg, 
W. Va., with his own hands a boat 47 
feet long, 18 feet beam and 8 feet 
deep, in which he and ten others ex- 
pect to sail next spring for the head- 
waters of the Rio Negro in South 
America. 

They will follow the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers, cross the gulf of Mexi- 
co and the Caribbean sea and ascend 
the Amazon 1,200 miles and go nearly 
a thousand miles up the Rio Negro, 
says the New York World. Their pur- 
pose to establish a Christian settle- 
ment in a place 600 miles ror SRP 22086 
acres of timber there and will operate 
it to pay the expenses of their work. 
They will take rifles, shotguns and re- 
yolvers as well as Bibles.

to personal sanitation, and the danger 
of disease may be forestalled by tush- 
ing out this sewerage system with an 
excess of water, says G. T. Palmer, 
M. D., in Good Housekeeping. Just 
as truly as the gathering of filth from 
the city in the “sewerage veins” en- 
dangers the lives of the inhabitants, 
80 the poisons generated by the bodily 
metabolism, collected in the excretory 
organs, Will jeopardize the lives of the 
millions of Inhabitants of the body— 
the living cells. Every action of mus- 
ele or of nerve is accompanied by the 
destruction of cells which if not elim- 
{nated will accumulate like clinkers. 

Aside from the mere “choking of the 
flues” we must bear in mind that the 
body is constantly generating poisons 
which if eliminated freely will do no 
harm, but which if retained will be 
productive of disease. Such a poison 
is uric acid, which is charged justly 
with causing rheumatism, gout, con- 
stant headaches, dizziness and a train 
of other symptoms, anid it must be 
seen that if the accumulation of refuse 
is the cause of such congitions the log- 
ical means of cure is its elimination. 
Other “products of metabolism” create 
their own types of disease, and all may 
be prevented by the free use of water. 

A beginning of kidney trouble lies 
in the fact that people, especially wo- 
men, do not drink enough water. They 
pour down tumblers of ice water as an 
accompaniment to a meal, but that is 
worse than no water, the chill prevent- 
ing digestion and indigestion being an 
indirect promoter of kidney disease. A 
tumbler of water sipped in the morn- 
ing immediately on rising and another 
at night are recommended by physi- 
cians, Try to drink as little water as 
possible with meals, but take a glass- 
ful half an hour to an hour before eat- 
ing. This rule persisted in day after 
day, month after month, the complex- 
ion will improve and the general health 
likewise, Water drunk with meals 
should be sipped as well as taken spar- 
ingly. 


A marine 
England, has patented a new system 


engineer. of Rochester, 


for steering twin screw steamships. 
His device, as described by the Scien- 


titie American, consists of a special 
throttle valve attached to each set of 
engines, the valves being connected 
by means of bell cranks and linkwork 
to a tiller. 


When the tiller is resting centrally, 
an equal supply of steam enters each 
engine, but directly the tiller is de 
viated from its central position in el- 
ther direction the throttle valve fitted 
to one set of engines reduces the sup- 
ply of steam, so that the propeller ac- 
partes more slowly, ‘the rotary motion 
of the crew diminishing according to 
the degree to which the tiller is moved 
over. 


A Really Indigestible Thing. 

Of interest to goats, boys and other 
omnivora will be the following item 
contained in a letter to W. J. Thiselton- 
Dyer of Kew from a veterinary sur- 
geon of Australia: “It may interest 
you,” he says, “to know that the hairy 
linings of the fruit of the sweetbrier 
(Rosa rubiginosa) caused the death of 
a number of goats here by forming 
hairy masses which eventually com- 
pletely stopped up the intestines. The 
goats were put on the land with the 
idea that they would eat down the 
briers and ultimately eradicate them, 
but the briers came out best and eradi- 
cated the goats.” 

German Artificial Clay. 

Consul General Richard Guenther 
writes from Frankfurt: Artificial clay, 
according to German papers, is receiy- 
ing increased attention abroad. This 
ceramic novelty, which is used for the 
manufacture of artificial stone, tiles, 
gutters, ete. is composed of sand, 
chalk, cement, liquid glue and petro- 
leum, ‘The substances are mixed in 
certain quantities, and a claylike mass 
results, which can be formed at pleas- 
ure and acquires an excellent degree 
of hardness by being subjected to heat. 


The Language of Letters. 

Two-thirds of all the letters which 
pass through the postoffices of the 
world are written by and sent to people 
who speak English, says Bradstreet’s.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


Censured By Judge Avery 
This Morning. 


In Cases Against City 
Scavenger, 


Was Neglectful of Duty As to 
Rules, Etc. 


Judge Avery rendered his finding 
this morning in the cases against 
Charles L. Prescott, the City Scavenger, 
for violation of the rules of the Board 
ef Health. There were two complaints 
against Prescott, both having been 
sworn ont by W. F. Steadman. The 
first was that he dumped contents of 
cesspools and vaults ip places not 
licensed by the Board of Health, and 
the second that he used teams for the 
transportation of this matter that were 
not properly numbered, lettered and 
covered. 

Judge Avery found Prescott not 
guilty upon both complaints. Ingiving 
his decision Judge Avery said he had 
considered the question carefully and 
found ove or two technical questions 
of law. 

First, whether or not the complaint 
should not be brought by some mem- 
ber of the Board of Health or its agent, 
and whether in the complaint it should 
not appear that complainant was a 
member or agent of ths Board of 
Health. It had been passed upon by 
the Supreme Court that complaints for 
violations of town by-laws, ete., must 
be brought by its agents. The question 
of this technicality not having been 
received he should allow them to hold. 

The next question was whether at the 
time of the complaint there were any 
regulations. Under the City Charter 
the Board of Health is appointed for 
one year, there are vo hold overs. The 
court felt therefor that each Board was 
an individual Board and not under the 
rules and regulations established by a 
prior Board. If so there were no rules 
or regulations at the time the complaint 
was brought. To make regulations ef- 
fective they must be published. If 
there were no regulations adopted there 
was no public notice to this defendant. 
The court felt that the Board of Health 
in Quincy were a new Board in relation 
to rules and regulations not like by-laws 
of a town which hold over. 

Under the statutes the whole intent 
was that violations should be brought 
by the agent of the Board of Health. 

Assuming that the regulations were 
in force, the first regulation was the 
one under which the City Scavenger 
was appointed and is acting. It was 
the duty of the Board of Health to fix 
the manner in which this shal! be done. 
The evidence in this case does not show 
that the defendent has violated any 
conditions of the Board of Health. This 
matter is entirely in the hands of the 
Board of Sealth. It is doubtful if at 
the time there were any regulations, 
and the failure of the Board of Health 
to indicate to the City Scavenger 
how he shouid conduct bis business is 
a neglect of duty on the part of the 
Board of Health. 

Under the second complaint, the 
court found the City Seavenger had a 
permit from the Board of Health. Hay- 
ing a license it must be assumed he 
was conductiug his business to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Health, 
and it was a matter for them to deal 
with. 

Under the third regulation which 
requires teams used to collect swill, 
fat, grease, bones or any decaying 
putrifying animal matter or vegetable 
substance, etc., to be lettered, num- 
bered and covered in a certain way. 
The court felt that applied to all vault 
matter not covered by rule one, if they 
were ia force. 

In rendering his finding, Jadge Avery 
cited several decissions by the Supreme

A TREASURY OBJECTION 


Tariff Revision Which 
Would Reduce Income

MIGHT RESULT IN DEFICIT 


Because Agitation of the Proposition

Washington, Aug. 2.—Senator Cul- 
Jom’s declaration that the tariff re- 


vision idea is making great headway in 
the west bas called forth some uotes of 
from revenue experts in the 
One of them said yesterday: 
in no condition for revision 
just now, if it means a reduction of in- 
come. Today’s statement convinces 
me that the surplus will be very sinall 
indeed, if there is any at all, at the 
close of the fiscal year; it will certainly 
disappear altogether if importers are 
Jed to believe that it will pay to hold up 
their importations to awair lower du- 
ties. Another very bad check of this 
sort, such as occurred in the general 
panic of 1893-94, would leave us $200,- 
000,000 to the bad ina year. We have 
figured all this out by going over the 
statistics of that and other depressed 
periods.” 

This outburst sounds odd in the face 
of the surprisingly large returns from 
customs duties during July, which is 
usually accounted a dull importing sea- 
son. The inconsistency is explained 
at the treasury, however, by the state- 
ment that the increase consisted largely 
of drugs, teas and other goods of that 
sort which were held back to get the 
benefit of the repeal of the war revenue 
taxes. The decrease in internal reve- 
Due receipts was about what had been 
estimated by the officials of the depart- 
ment, 

The increase in expenditures is due 
in a measure to the payment of §$3,- 
250,000 to the different states, under the 
act of congress providing for the pay- 
ment of Civil war claims. With these 
deducted the net deficit for the month 
would be about $4,400,000 in round num- 
bers.

Cardinal Gotti in his priestly calling 
attached himself to the Carmelite 
body. This order of mendicant friars 
is not only very rigid in some of its 
branches, but, it has peculiar attrac- 
tions for those of devotional tendency. 
Thus one branch of the order is famed 
as the barefooted brethren. Long be- 


fore his selection as archbishop of 
Petra Friay Gotti was known as an 
ascetic of ascetics. He lived on the 


coarsest and simpest fare, dispensed 
with shoes, and spent weeks ata time 
in the seclusion of the monastery. His 
Carmelite brethren were the first, 
naturally, to discern the merits of the 
man, and he was gradually promoted 


in the order until he was at the head | 


of hisown priory. He studied, tanght, 
preached and practised for 20 years, 
however, in comparative obscurity. 

The work entrusted to Friar Gotti, 
who had been raised to the episcopacy, 
Was in connection with the distracted 
state of the church in Brazil. The ab- 
dication of Dom Pedro, the radical legis- 
lation with regard to religious liberty 
that ensued and the undisciplined con- 
dition of the native clergy presented a 
serious prablem to the Vatican. Arch- 
bishop Gotti was instructed to proceed 
to the new republic in the capacity of 
internuntius and to restore harmony. 
The suceess attending his efforts re- 
sulted in the creation of the Genoese 
as a cardinal at the consistory held on 
Nov. 29, 1895. 

A cardinal’s household at Rome is an 
elaborate affair. A cardinal has his 
coat-of-arms and his lackeys and his 
secretaries, and even his palace. Such 


Fund and! embers of the sacred college as have 


wealth and who belong to the old Italian 
nobility live in a manner calculated to 
do justice to the ancient splendor of the 
title of prince of the church. But Car- 
dinal Gotti is not one of these. He 
deems himself bound to live, as much 
as possible, in the style of a Carmelite 
monk. 

The Carmelites, who compose the most 
remarkable of the mendicant orders, 
in view of the antiquity of their origin, 
derive their name from Mount Carmel, 
the locality in Syria where dwelt the 
Prophet Elias. The Carmelites them- 
selves have a tradition that their or- 
der held the sacred mount as far back 
as the time of Elias himself. Some 
historians assign their origin to the 
year 1156, the name of their founder 
being given as Berthold, a noted cru- 
sader. 

The Carmelites rose rapidly to im- 
portance in the 12th and subsequent 
centuries. Some branches of the order 
practiced a rigid asceticism, which 
was subsequently modified by papal dis- 
pensation. Cardinal Gotti belongs to 
what is termed the reformed branch of 
the Carmelites. He is the only mem- 
ber of the Carmelite body who sits in 
the sacred college. The order claims 
two popes of the early church—St. Te- 


lesphorus, A. D. 139, and St. Diony- 
sius, A. D., 269. The reigns of these 
pontiffs, however, belong to so re-

NEW YORK FLOODS. 


‘John Evans tells of Them and Also 


of the Big Farms. 
Utica, N. Y., Aug. 1, 1902. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Since I left Quincy July 24, I have 
been so busy that it has been im- 
possible to fulfill my promise to you, 
but at last I will snatch a few minutes 
to give the readers of the Ledger 
a little account of my travels. When 
I came here, the Mohawk river had 
risen so high that the fine fields of 
grain, hay, potatoes and all kinds of 
vegetables along-iis banks for miles 
were covered with water.

In doing up fine lace do not use any 
Btarch, but in the last rinsing water 
dissolve a little fine white sugar. 

Boiled starch is much improved by 
the addition of a little sperm or a little 
salt or a little gum arabic dissolved. 

To take ink out of linen, dip the ink 
spot in pure melted tallow; then wash 
out the tallow, and the ink will come 
with it. 

Always remove colored clothes from 
the line as soon as they have become 
dry, for exposure to the sunshine is 
almost sure to fade them. 

It is all important to retain the heat 
in an iron while using. For this reason 
the ordinary stand is not good. Try 
a clean, white brick and see how much 
longer your iron will stay hot. 

Always have the top of the range 
perfectly clean before putting the irons 
on, and never allow them to get too 
hot. If such a thing does happen, 
cool them by setting up on end on the 
hearth. 

There are ironing gas stoves for the 
laundry in which the burners are long 
instead of circular and the irons slip 
inside of cast-iron frames with the 
handles out. These stoves come in 
different sizes, with from one to five 
burners.

Wopic For the Week Beginning aus. | 
S—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—The call to separation.—II Cor. 

vi, 14-18; I John ii, 15-17. 

It has always been the desire and in- 
tention of God that His chosen page 
in this life should b@ separated fom 
the pevgie of the world. While in the 
world, set it was never His intention | 
that they should be of the world. This| 
éacc is fuliy testified to in the history 
of the chosen people of God. God de- 
veloped the Jews into a distinct and a 
separate people. He led them from the | 
land of Egypt to the land of Canaan, 
which was to be their distivet and sep- | 
arate possession. He there wocromded | 
them with peculiar customs and laws, 
that they should be distinct and sep- | 
arate from the people round about 
them. The laws and the customs of the 
Jews made them as separate and dis- 
tinct from the surrounding nations as 
it was possible for a nation to be. 
Even in the matter of dress God dis- 
tinguished His people from the nations, 
It is His intention that this separation, | 
in a different way, should exist today. | 
The church of Christ is a distinct and | 
separate institution from the world. 
The disciples of Christ are also to be! 
separate and distinct in their lives. | 
This is set forth in the New Testament. 
Paul says in the first reference: “Be | 
ye not unequally yoked together with | 
unbelievers, for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness, 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness, and what concord hath 
Christ with Belial, or what part hath 
he that believeth with an infidel? 
Wherefore come out from among them 
and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing, and I will 
receive you and will be a Father unto | 
you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.” | 
In the second reference John says: | 
“Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love 
the world, the love of the Father is not 
in him.” 

The necessity of emphasizing this 
truth of the Scriptures is very great 
today. It is evident to all that there | 
is not the distinction between the} 
chureb and the world and between the 
people of God and the people of the | 
world that there should be. There 
have been days in the past when this 
separation was marked and distinct. 
In the early Christian centuries this 
was the case. By the difference in their 
lives it was possible for the Roman 
masters to distinguish their Christian | 
and un-Christian slaves, and not only | 
in these circles, but in every grade of | 
church life, there was a distinct sepa- | 
ration from the world. In the early | 
part of the history of our own country 
there was this marked separation be- 
tween the people of the kingdom of 
God and the people of the kingdom of 
this world. The Puritan fathers were 
particular to emphasize the duty of 
separation from the world. Today, 
however, there has been a great change 
in this respect. The church is in the 
world and the world is in the church 
to an extent that perhaps has never 
been equaled or surpassed in the past. 
The duty, therefore, to emphasize this 
truth of the Scriptures and this desire 
of God is evident, and we may well 
remember today God's calf to His peo- 
ple to be separate and distinct from 
the world, a chosen people unto Him- 
self and His peculiar possession. 

The distinction between the people 
of God and the people of the world is 
not today to be manifested by any pe- 
culiar custom or the observance of dif- 
ferent national laws, but purely in the 
manner of living. It is by the lives of 
God's people that they should be recog- 
nized as His people and as the follow- 
ers of Jesus Christ. A clerical dress | 
does not make a Christian minister, | 
nor does a Christian Endeavorer badge | 
upon the lapel of a young man’s coat 
make a Christian Endeavorer. Chris- 
tianity is a life. It is the life of God 
in the heart and the lives of men, and 
it is possible for the people of God to 
follow so closely in the footsteps of 
their divine model, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as to be noticeably distinct and 
separate from those who are not be- 
lievers in God or worshipers of Him.

Evidence Exoneratiag Deputy 
Shenff From Blame 


TROOPS ARE PRACTING 


To Pass the lime While on Duty In 
Disturbed District—May Not Be 
Withdrawn Until End of Strike— 
Mine Workers Expect to Win 


Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 2.—Absolute 
quiet continues to prevail here and the 
general feeling of uneasiness which 
has prevailed is rapidity disappearing. 
The troops spent yesterday in perfect- 
ing their camp arrangements and com- 
paratively few of them were in town. 
None are permitted out of camp after 
dark. 

Much sympathy is expressed by the 
citizens generally over the death of 
Joseph Beddal as a result of injuries 
received in the riot ot Wednesday night. 
He was weil known in the business 
community. Rey. W.K. Stewart of the 
Methodist Episcopal church says that 
Beddal on his deathbed denied that he 
Was Carrying atumunition to his brother 
Thomas, the deputy sheriff, who was 
besieged in the railroad station where 
the trouble occurred. ‘The injured man 
said he did not go there to protect his 
brother, but that his only thought was 
for his brother's safety. 

The inquest on the death of Beddal 
was begun yesterday and after four 
witnesses had been examined the fur- 
ther taking of testimouy was pestponed 
until next Thursday. According to the 
testimony of Dr. J. ©. Biddle, Beddal 
received a terrible beating at the 
hands of the mob. The direct cause of 
death was a fracture of the skull four 
and a half inches long and one inch 
wide. Besides this the unfortunate 


man susiained other serious fractures | 
and contusions. It was testified at the | 


inquest that he did not use a revolver. 
Two witnesses told tie story of riot. 

It was brought out that Deputy Sheriff 

Thomas Beddal, who was escorting the 


three workmen from the colliery, did | 


not use his pistol until] after he had 
been assailed several times by a shower 
of rocks and bricks. His first shot was 
fired into the air und his second into 
the ground. There were more than 100 
men in the crowd and inaxy of them 
carried clubs. 

Brigadier General Gobin says that 
while everything is quiet there is a 
feeling of unrest among the great army 
of idle men. The general wili not talk 
about the length of the stay of the 
troops, but it is believed at brigade 
headquarters that the soldiers will stay 
in the field for some time of probably 
to the end of the strike. Targets will 
be put in against the culm banks and it 
is the hope of General Gobin to qualify 
as marksmen at least two regimunts 
of the men now in thecamp. He says 
he intends to make the ‘nost of the op- 
portunity to increase the efticiency of 
the men. 

The mine workers’ officials are still 
at work obtaining signatures to the 
petition to be sent to tue governor re- 
questing him to withdraw the troops. 

The strike leaders continue to ex- 
press themselves as confident that the 
presence of the troops will have no effect 
on the strikers and that they will con- 
tinue to remain out until victory comes 
to them. 


Mitchell Addresses Strikers 
Scranton, Pa., Aug. 2.—The first of the 
series of strikers’ mass meetings 
planned to take place at the various 
strike centres was held yesterday in the 
Roundwoods. There were 7000 strik- 
ers present. President Mitchell's speech 
dealt only with the live issues of the 
fight. He said that the miners would 
pay the cost of the strike if they lost 

and urged the men to stand firm.

This method of fight- 
ing with its tail is responsible for the 
theory that the porcupine can’ shoot 
its quills.’—New York Tribune.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Bearcity of Fuel Appears to Be Chief 
Hindrance to Business 

New York, Aug. 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of rade says: Aside 
from heavy rains in Texis, the week's 
crop news is encouraging. Alanu- 
facturing plants are well oecupied as 
a rule, iron and steel leading, followed 
by textilesaud footwear. Buel scarcity 
is still causing delay, although coke 
ovens #re surpassing all previous figures 
of output, and bituminous mines are 
vigorously operated. 

At most points, retail trade is aetive, 
and preparations continue for heavy 
fall sales. The leading departments of 
the iron and steel industry may prop- 
erly be considered prosperous. 

In textile manufacturing the feature 
was the opening of men’s wear worsted 
fabrics for next spring with a general 
advance of 2% to 10 cents. 

Cotton goods tend in favor of pur- 
chasers, oWing to the prospect of a large 
cotton crop, and the tendeney of goods 
tw accumulate because of the light ex- 
pert movement. Shoe shops are active 
on spring samples, and buyers are 
humerous in the Boston market. Tac- 
tories at the east are well occupied, 
although the high cost of materials is 
against profits. 

Grain prices declined sharply as the 
month of speculative manipulution 
drew to a close, and legitimate trading 
resumed a more norma! volume. 

Meats have shown a_ tendency to 
seek slightly lower quotations, but 
light receipts and poor quality do not 
promise any extensive relief in the 
immediate future. 


Worthy of Investigation 

Des Moines, Aug. 2.—CGovernor Cum- 
mins is investigating the recent reor- 
ganization of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific Railway company with a 
view of ascertaining whether the or- 
ganization is in all respects in harmony 
with the laws of the state of lowa. He 
says: “The ecapitalizatiom of the old 
Rock Island company was but $75,- 
000,000, while the new company _lo- 
cated inlowa declares a capital of $125,- 
000,000. There must be sonrething, to 
my mind, to show more than is indi- 
cated in the above plan that the in- 
creased capitalization is not an ex- 
cessive inflation, or that the stock 
which has been issued is net watered.” 


San Francisco, Aug. 2.—Ceneratl 
Jacob Smith arrived from Manila yes- 
terday on the transport Thomas.

Olneyvilles Have Now Heard 


from the West Quincys. 


surprised at Whipping 
Received. 


The South Quincys Defeated by 
Hartford A. A. 


The West Quincy base ball team with 
40 to 50 rooters went to Olneyville 
Saturday with a strong aggregation and 
and won a decisive victory, the score 
being 9 to 1. 

The story of the game as told by the 
Providence Telegram may prove more 
interesting than an vriginal write up: 

Olneyville went down before the West 
Quincy base ball team at Merino Flats 
Saturday. It was a defeat in which 
there was little comfort for the loyal 
rooters for the home team. They 
never had any definite notions about 
West Quincy, where it is located, 
whether it is a city ora town, or 
whether it sported a ball team of up- 
to-date sort, until this game was ar- 
ranged. They never cared much about 
all that. In an indefinite sort of way 
they figared that they were going to 
get together at the game and experience 
the gladsome seasations of seeing the 
home team win. They never enter- 
tained any thoughts of a contrary 
result, 

Manager Reiner had been spreading 
himself to get together a winning 
combination for Olneyyille and that 
made them expecta victory. He was 
to have an Eastern League pitcher 
named Gilroy. They could not seem to 
remember any particular star of that 
name in the Eastern League constella- 
tion who had been a big winner, but 
they dido’t care about that. Perhaps 
if Gilroy bad been prompt in arriving, 
the game would have resulted in a 
victory for Olneyville. 

But Gilroy from the Eastern League 
was late. The game was not started 
until shortly before 4 o’clock, because 
the management had no other pitcher 
at hand. Scouts brought in the sad 
news that there was po Gilroy and no 
signs anywhere on the horizon betuken- 
ing the approch of Gilroy. 

Just why Olneyville took the field 
in starting and allowed West Quincy 
to take first turn at bat with Olneyville 
sby on the pitcher may never be known. 
But it was done and Left Fielder Slade 
was sent in to pitch. West Quincy bad 
a lovely time in the single inning in 
which Slade did the twirling. 

They played the limit, from a base 
on balls to a home run, io tbat first 
inning, mixing in three singles and two 
doubles. It produced six runs for 
West Quincy, and then Gilroy from the 
Eastern League appeared. 

The home partisans hoped to see 
Olneyville go in and swat away the 
dandicap of six runs, and, with Gilroy 
in the game, West Quincy should be al- 
lowed to do no more scoring, at least 
not until Olneyville suould have a safe 
lead, 

Gilroy did hold West Quincy down 
pretty well, for he kept the hits scat- 
tered, and only three more runs were 
scored by the visitors in the remainder 
of the game. 

But Slade’s single-inning experience 
doing the pitching was not the whole 
thing in the defeat suffered by Olney- 
ville. There wasa shyness of robust 
hitting on the part of the Olneyville 
batsmen, who were held at four scat- 
tered hits and a single run. They 
would not have scored that run bht for 
Gilroy’s hustling in the sixth inning, 
when he ran out a scratch hit, stole 
second, went to third on a sacrifice by 
Slade and scored ona passed ball.

Odd Freak of Nature, 


The Giant’s causeway is situated at 
the northern extremity of County An- 


trim, a short distance from Port Rush, 


Ireland. It consists of countless hosts 
of basaltic pillars, varying in shape 
from a pentagon to an octagon, the ay- 
erage length of each column or pillar |} 
being about eighty feet, the whole 


stacked so closely together that a knife 


blade could hardly be inserted between | 


them. But the formation of these pil- 
lars is not the least wonderful part 
about them, for, although they may be 
counted by thousands and tens of 
thousands, each column is fashioned 
with a symmetry that suggests a ma- 
son’s handiwork. Their composition is 
a perfect fusion of one-half flinty earth, 
one-quarter lime and clay, one-quarter 
almost pure iron, each pillar being di 
vided into reguisr lengths or joints 
which come torether as a perfect, nat 
ural ball and sochet union. 

Although to be found in small dé 
tachments (imbedded in the cliffs 
sands, etc.) for some distance along the 
shore, the principal ager itions form 
ing the causeway proper consist ol 
three projections or tongues known. as 
little, middle and grand causeways.

In the inte 
rior, the priest told me, the Celestials 
had no knowledge of it.”—Philadelphia 
Record.

Governor’s Troop o1 Duty In 
Shenandoah Streets 


RUMORS OF AN ATTACK 


Because Sheriffs Were Relatives of 


the Dead Man and Attended the 


Ceremony Failed to Materialize—No 


Signs of Kesumption of Work 
Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 5.—While the 


situation in this region is calm the 


troops encamped here showed more 
activity yesterday (han they have on 
any day since they were ordered 
Shenandoah. They displayed 
Vigilance, due to the fact that the fu- 
ueral of Joseph Beddai!l, who died as 
a result of injuries received on Wednes- 
day's riot, took place 

se lall is a brother of Deputy Sher- 
iff Thomas Beddall, who was one of the 
principal figures in the tight, and a 
nephew of the sheriff. These men at- 
tended the funeral and in consequence 
there were rumors ada that they 
would be attacked. These stories 
reached brigade headquarters avd Gen- 
eral Gobin decided to tuke every pre- 
caution possible to prevent aay  un- 
toward incidents while the funeral was 
being held, without too great a aisplay 
of the wilitary force. 

A platoon of the governor's treop 
Was stationed on one of the town's 
principal streets near headquarters and 
one battalion of infautry of the Twelfth 
regiment was held in readiness in camp 
to march on short potice. Provost 
Marshal Farquhar also kept a watch- 
ful eye on matters with a detail of men. 
The funeral services were Leld at Wiil- 
iam Penn, a mile from here. ‘Then the 
body was escorted by Shenandoah 
lodge of Masons to Shenendouh ceme- 
tery, which is located 6. a mountain 
horth of the clty. 

A great crowd lined the sidewalks, 
the majority of the people being strik- 
ing mine workers. Nothing occurred 
to disturb the funeral and after it was 
over the platoon of cavalry was with- 
drawn from the town. 

Company H of the T'welfth regiment 
was placed on duty at Indian Ridge 
colliery of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron sompany near the 
foreign quarters. This was done so 
that A town constable could he assisted 
in case he was attacked while making 
arrests of persons wiio were in last 
week’s riot. The services of the sol- 
diers, however, were not needed. 

Rumors of a resumption of work in 
this territory are still in circulation, 
but there is nothing to indieate that 
these reports have any foundation 
whatever. There in the Shenan- 
doah district 19 collieries operated by 
the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
[ron company, which formerly em- 
ployed 12,000 inen, and six collieries 
owned by the Lehigh Valley Coal and 
Iron company, Which employed 5000 
mine workers. Besides these there are 
several individual collieries. 

The mine inspector for this district 
says that where a coal company de- 
sires to place a mine in operation it is 
compelled by law to notify the mine in- 
spectors of the district in whieh the 
mine is located, so that he can make 
an inspection to see Whether it is safe 
to permit men to enter it. Up to this 
time, he says, he has net received the 
slightest intima‘ion that the companies 
are about to resume work.

Hartford, Aug. 5.— Settlement of the 
team drivers’ strike, which seemed 
probable yesterday, has been deferred 
for the present, President Stockford 
aot being able to obtain the hoped for 
concessions from the Draymen’s as- 
sociation. The detention of the com- 
petent non-union men employed by the 
draymen and refusal to recognize the 
old employes other than individually 
seems to be the chief obstacle in the 
way of a settlement. 


Pullman Men on Strike 

Chieago, Aug. 5.—Six hundred and 
fifty blacksmiths, blacksmiths’ help- 
ers and body builders in the car shops 
of the Puliman Palace Car company at 
Pullman went on strike yesterday for 
an increase of 50 cents aday. Abont

Crook Captured by Boston Police 

Boston, Aug. 5.—In the arrest 3 ester- 
day of Miss Annie Gilbert, 27 years old, 
the police consider they have secured 
oue of the most successful and generally 
feared thieves in the country, for whose 
arrest Warrants are awaiting her in 
Iuany cities and towns. After the 
Woman was taken into custody her 
lodgings were searched, and from 
them were taken a wagonload of val- 
uables, including diamonds, bric-a-brae, 
silverware, wearing apparel, bicycles 
and household goods worth many hun- 
dreds of dollars. 

The woman’s plan, the police as- 
sert, Was to go to employment offices 
and hire out as a domestic to wealthy 
families. Then, after staying a week 
or so, she would suddenly depart, 
while the families would find their 
valuables missing. Some of the de- 
tectives believe that she was aided in 
her work by confederates, receiving 
only a share of the stolen goods, but 
others are of the opinion that she 
operated systematically and alone. 

The woman was arrested in an em- 
ployment office, while applying for a 
situation, and at first denied that she 
was Annie Gilbert, and also all 
knowledge of the crimes charged 
against her. 

The property recovered will be placed 
on exhibition at police headquarters, 
that it may be identified by the owners. 


Laid a Week With Throat Cut

has left the house of its master and re- 
turned again two hours later. Weigold 
followed the dog yesterday and found, 
lying near a stone wall, about two u iles 
outside the town, in a secluded spot, 
his cousin William, with lis throat 
badly gashed, but still breathing.

No Proselytism In Schools In 
the Philippines 


NO INJUSTICE TO FRIARS 


Will Be Wrought by America in 

i. Bringing About Changes Demanded 
by the Times—Personal Liberty In 
No Wise Interfered With 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 5.—The 
Embarkation Day” reunion of the 
Knights of Columbus came to an end 
last night with a banquet. There were 
500 covers, ‘The orator of the evening 
was William M. Byrue, United Statesat- 
torney for Delaware, whose topic was 
“Some Issues of the Hour.” 

Mr. Byrne gave a vigorous discourse 
on the relations of church and state 
in the Philippines. He spoke of the ac- 
tion of the Knights of Columbus in the 
protesting against the misrepresenta- 
tion of Catholic interests in certain re- 
cent publications. 

Mr. Byrne stated that it was not true 
that numerous Protestant clergymen 
were employed as public school teach- 
ers in the Philippine islands and showed 
that there are about 8500 Catholic 
teachers in the Philippine schools. In 
addition to the influence of these 
Catholic teachers instruction in the 
Catholic religion may be given in the 
school buildings three days every week. 

“Surely,” said Mr. Byrne,“with Catho- 


lic teachers outnumbering the Prot- 
estauts three to one, with the young 
Filipino already grounded in the prac- 


tices of the Catholic faith, with an ade- 
quate allowance of time to Catholic 
priests to give these schooichildren 
in the school rooms instruction in the 
doctrines of the Catholie religion, it 
betrays a somewhat conscious weak- 
hess of our cause if we frantically ac- 
cuse the government of systematic 
proselytism because a small proportion 
of the teachers in the Philippines hap- 
pen to be Protestants.” 

Having shown the safety of Catholi- 
cism under the school system in the 
Philippines, Mr. Byrne proceeded to 
diseuss the transition of the church 
there from a state aided institution to 
one free, independent and untram- 
melled. 

“While American Catholics,” 
he, “will welcome the separation 
their churgh in the exercise of her 
Spiritual functions, the personnel of 
the governing class in the Philippines 
must not be so constituted as to pro- 
duce in the mind of the Filipino the 
conviction that he must be a Protestaut 
in order to become a member of the 
ruling class. In selecting its govern- 
ing class in the Philippines, the Amer- 
ican government must not make such 
selection as may operate as a Protes- 
tant propaganda among a people exclu- 
sively Roman Catholics. 

“Much has been said in this country 
about the Sg 2uish friars in the Philip- 
pines, but happily the American gov- 
ernment has expressly disclaimed any 
participation in the accusations made 
against our religious orders there. 

“Unlike England, unlike Spain, cnlike 
Mexico, unlike most every other coun- 
try dealing with the question of mo- 
nastic possessions, the American goy- 
ernment proposes that the change de- 
manded by the times shall work no in- 
justice to the friars. The condition of 
affairs in the Philippines demands that 
the friars no longer be extensive land- 
lords. ‘The boundless acres ought to be 
divided into small homestead lots for 
the benefit of the Filipino people, who 
would thus receive that impulse to in- 
dustry and frugality arising from in- 
dividual ownership of property. This 
{s identical in principle with the Irish 
land problem, and what American 
Catholic c4n complain if the Americun 
government voluntarily does for the 
Catholic Filipino what the Irish Catho- 
lic bishops demand shall be done by the 
English government for the Irish 
peasants? 

“Will the American government deal 
fairly with the Spanish friar in the 
change of ownership not so much de- 
sired by it as demanded by the neces- 
sities of the times? 

“Ask Bishop Blenk of Porto Rice 
whether the American government has 
not restored to him church property 
taken without compensation by their 
Catholic majesties of Spain. 

“Let us hope that the just and equit- 
able conduct of the American govern- 
ment respecting church property in 
Cuba may not be reversed by the Cu- 
ban congress. Secretary Root de- 
clared that the desire of the govern- 
ment is for the ‘voluntary withdrawal’ 
of the friars, arranged not by the gov- 
ernment but by the religious superiors 
of the friars themselves. Is there any- 
thing like expulsion or interference 
with personal liberty in that program? 
Regarding the personal liberty of the 
friars I would not be here a moment in 
support of any program that was 
punitive of those religious men. While 
I accede to the present condition of the 
separation of church and state prevail-

There Were many ru- 
mors of trouble, but excepiing at 
Girardyille, where a workman was shot 
and slightly injured, nothing of a se- 
rious nature occurred anywhere. 

The brigadier general was unusually 
alert, and kept soldiers in readiness for 
instant use all day long. Many stories 
of threatened trouble reached Lim, but 
he was able in every instance to run 
them down without sending out a de- 
tail of men. Officers around head- 
quarters feel that the tension is in- 
creasing and would not be surprised if 
some of the troops now in camp here 
were sent into the surrounding region. 
The brigadier general says be will not 
send for additional men until there is 
need forthem. It is not unlikely, how- 
ever, that a battery and another troop 
of cavalry will be in the field by the 
end of the week. 

Probably the most important de- 
velopment in the Shenandoah region 
yesterday was the arrest and comumit- 
ment to the county jall of two wounded 
Lithuanians who participated in the 
riot of last Wednesday. The arrest was 
attended with considerabie show of 
military forge, they being taken into 
custody by constables who were sur- 
rounded by a platoon of infantrymen 
and were taken through the streets un- 
der a strong guard. Each had been 
shot in the foot during the riot and 
was unable to walk. They were lo- 
cated in a boarding house in the heart 
of the foreign quarter of the town. The 
constables feared that trouble would 
ensue if they attempted te make the 
arrest themselves and upon their sug- 
gestion General Gobin sent a platoon to 
protect them. 

The soldiers formed a line around the 
house and the two Lithuanians were 
earried from the house and nlaced in 
an open wagon. By this time a crowd 
of foreigners had gathered around the 
soldiers and followed them and the 
prisoners to the oflice of Squire Shoe- 
maker, where the prisoners were given 
a hearing. While the hearing was in 
progress the platoon kept the crowd 
some distance from the place. The 
Lithuanians, along with a fellow coun- 
tryman, who was arrested late Satur- 
day night on the charge of being a 
participant in the riot, were then § ar- 
raigned. ‘The principal witness was 
Thomas R. Beddall, a deputy sheriff, 
who was in the riot. He identified the 
men and testified to having deliberately 
shot Klimovitz and Zukowski, wound- 
ing them in the feet. ‘The three men 
were then held in $2000 bail each, and 
in default they were taken to the jail 
at Pottsville. 


Not to Be Operated at Present 

Pottsville, Pa., Aug. 0.—General Man- 
ager Luther of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Lron company says 
that no efforts are to be made at pres- 
ent to operate any of the collieries. 
Officials of the company held a meeting 
yesterday and decided that it would be 
inexpedient to resume operations at 
Indian Ridge colliery at Shenandoah. 
It had been rumored that the company 
would attempt to work this mine un- 
der the protection of the treops. 


Non-Union Men to Receive Aid 

Shamokin, Pa., Aug. 6—From_ the 
Ninth United Mine Workers’ district 
headquarters yesterday it Was an- 
nounced that hereafter ail miners, 
whether they belong to the union or 
not, will receive financial aid. Idle 
non-union men have in the past week 
been threatening to go to work un- 
less they were aided by the enion to 
buy provisions. 


Concessions to Strikers 

Huntington, W. Va., Aug. 6—The 
Camden Interstate street railway 
strike, which has been on since Sunday 
last, was declared off yesterday and 
all the cars on the Ohio, Nentucky and 
West Virginia divisions are being op- 
erated on schedule time by union crews. 
The company agrees to recognize the 
union and reinstate all men discharged 
without cause. The restoration of men 
discharged for cause is to be left for 


arbitration.

MEETINGS ALL PUBLIC 


President Will Make a Few Speeches 
While In New England 


Boston, Aug. 6—The seeretary of the 
Dresident, Mr. Cortelyou, has _ tele- 
graphed that the president will reach 
Boston on Aug. 23, and will go at once 
to Nahant, where he will pass Sunday 
with Senator Lodge. Aug. 25 the presk 
dent will go to Newport, making 10- 
minute stops at Taunton and Fall River. 
He will return from Newport the same 
day, reaching Boston about 8 o'clock, 
where he will be received by the gov- 
ernor, the mayor and the Boston con- 
gressmen. 

Aug. 26 he will go to New Hamp- 
shire, making 15-minute stops at Lowell, 
South Lawrence and Haverhill. 

After a week in Maine and New 
Hampshire, he will return to Massa- 
chusetts Sept. 1, reaching Northileld 
late that afternoon. He will pass the 
night at Northfield. Sept. 2 he will 
stop at Millers Falls, Fitchburg, Wor- 
cester, Springfield and Westfield. He 
will leave Westfield either for Dalton, 
where it is hoped he may pass the 
night with Governor Crane, or for New 
Haven. 

Mr. Cortelyou states that it is the 
president’s desire that there shall be 
no public receptions held anywhere. 
The president will speak briefly at the 
various points indicated, but will hold 
to receptions of any kind. Any meet- 
ing which the president has an op- 
portunity to address will be strictly 
bon-partisan and wholly public. 


Blackmar Sued For $25,000 

3oston, Aug. 6.—The Advertiser says 
that General W. W. Blackinar, a candi- 
date ‘or the Republican nomination 
for congress in the Twelfth district, 
has been sued by J. R. McCreedy for 
$25,000 alleged damages as the outcome 
of a meeting of the two men in the 
lobby of the state house last May. 
Blackmar’s property in Hingham has 
been attached. It is alleged by the 
plaintiff that Blackmar made an as- 
Sault upon him, “pulling his nose with 
violence” and striking him several 
blows. 


Wants to Go to Congress 

Boston, Aug. 6.—Eugene N. Foss, 
prominent in business and financial 
circles of Boston, has devlered his 
candidacy for the Republican nomina- 
tion for congress in the new Eleventh 
district. With his declaration comes a 
statement of his political views, chief 
of which is his belief in  reeiprocity 
with Canada. Mr. Foss says he will 
Strive for nomination ever against 
Melvin O. Adams, whose name also has 
been mentioned for the honor in the new 
district.

Newport, R. I., Aug. 6—The initial 
run of the New York Yacht club fleet 
from New London to this port was on 
the whole satisfactory, the light, fluky 
weather at the start and the soft breezes 
along the Rhode Island shore being for- 
gotten in the splendid seven-nile dash 
in an increasing southeaster at the 
finish.

Boston, Aug. 6—A_ delegation of 
negro citizens visited the governor’s of- 
fice at the state house yesterday for 
the purpose of protesting against the 
granting of reugisition papers in the 
case of Monroe Kogers, the negro who 
is under arrest at Brockton, and is 
wanted in Durham, N. C., on the charge 
of arson. The hearing on the ques- 
tion of granting the requisition papers 
will probably take place today before

Alleged Theft of Bank Funds 

Boston, Aug. 6.— Walter O. Nickerson, 
assistant bookkeeper in the National 
Suffolk bank of Boston, is under ar- 
rest, charged with having embezzled 
about $600 from that institution. He 
Was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Fiske, to Whom he sig- 
nified a desire to consult counsel. The 
commissioner put the case over, fixing 
bail at $3000. Nickerson lives in New- 
ton, and moves in good society.

Chester, Vt., Aug. 6.—Clarence 
Adams, the gentleman burglar of this 
town, has not added to his confession 
of Sunday, but more stolen goods have 
been found in his house.

A BLOW TO PROHIBITION.

F. Pearson, the Parson Sheriff of 


Portland, Maine, Is Dead. 


Portland, Me., Aug. 6.—Sheriff Sam- 
uel F. Pearson died at Poland at 12:15 
this morning. With him at the time of 
his death were his daughter, Miss 
Evangeline, and Dr, Norcross. The 
sheriff became unconscious last Sunday 
evening and did not recover from that 
condition. 

Sheriff Pearson went to Voland five 
weeks ago. The worry incident to his 
Office had caused him to fail rapidly in 
health and he went away for a rest. 
Three weeks ago lightning struck the 
hotel and the excitement incident to 
this affair affected his heart and his 
illness thereafter assumed a_i critical 
form. He failed rapidly since then. 

Mr. Pearson was born in Roxbury 
(Boston) July 16, 1841. In 18€2 he en- 
listed for three years in the Fortieth 
Massachusetts regiment and served 
with distinction until the close of the 
war, being twise offered commissions 
and refusing toacceptthem. After the 
close of his army career he engaged in 
the chandlery and ship store business. 

In 1872 Mr. Pearson came to Port- 
land and immediately after his con- 
version engaged in temperance reform 
work and in 1878 he established a mis- 
sion work in Portland. The work at 
once took on an impetus which led to 
an increasing interest and the success- 
ful maintenance of the mission, with 
Mr. Pearson at its head, a position he 
had practically held up to the date of 
hisdeath. Mr. Pearson was ordained to 
the ministry Aug. 6, 1879. 


Murder Attributed to Gamblers 

Des Moines, Aug. 6.—Isaac Vinkel- 
stein, whose crusade closed the eight 
gambling houses in Des Moines, two 
weeks ago, was murdered iast night. 
A man stepped out of the shadow of an 
alley and struck him a blow over the 
head with a heavy stick acd crushed 
his skull. The murder is supposed to 
have resulted from Finkelstein's action 
in prosecuting the gamblers. He did 
not object to public gamDling, but 
wanted the city to receive a revenue 
from it, he said, and when the police 
did not raid the houses he tled com- 
plaints with the sheriff. The resultant 
raids proved so expensive the gamblers 
closed their r pls uces. 


Another Trace of Tracy

Tracy spent all day Monday at the 
home of L. B. Eddy, a rancher on Lake 
Creek, 3% miles south of Fellows. The 
outlaw made his appearanc2 Sunday 
evening and teok possession of the 
Place. Pinned to the well on a farm 
about a mile north of Odessa, where, 
apparently, Tracy had watered Lis 
horses, the following note was found 
yesterday: “To whom it nay concern: 
Tell Mr, Cudihee to take a tumble and 
let me alone, or | wili fix him plenty. 
I will be on my way to Wyonuing. If 
your horses are any good would swap 
withyou Thanks for a «oo! drink. 
Harry Tracy.” 


Great Shipments of Currency 

Washington, Aug. 6.—Treasurer 
Roberts says that this year’s shipments 
of currency to the west and south for 
moving the crops show a marked ad- 
vance on those of last year at the same 
date. Down to the close of July they 
amount to $5,795,000. Last year the 
total to the same date was only $3,900,- 
000. The August shipments last » ear 
were $3.450,000. If the same propor- 
tion of increase prevails this year, it 
will bring the aggregate up by Sept. 1 
to about $11, 600,000.

After the judges decided on Tuesday 
that the race was on, the Flashlight 
was put on her course and her spinaker 
broken out. The work of the challen- 
ger is reported by the Journal as fol- 
lows: 

She headed for Archers, and after 
she had gotten outside took in her 
spinnaker and reached for the mark. 
It was then a hard thrash to the next 
mark, which was off Red Can Buoy 
No. 2. Shortly after turning Archers 
the wind increased in strength and it 
was decided not to take any unneces- 
sary risk. A reef was therefore taken 
in the main sail and it was one of the 
prettiest pieces of work during the 
day, occupying only about 15 seconds, 
The patent reefing points were used, 
and during the time that she was be- 
ing reefed she was held on her course. 
She was not put into the wind in the 
manner that she would have been if 
there had been a competitor in the 
race. 

She was eased over the whole course 
in order to avoid a possible strain. The 
Sea Was very lumpy and the ease with 
Which the Flashlizht rode was remarked 
by all. Her lee rail was well down 
allthe time and the sharp corner of 
her bow cut through the seas like a 
knife. Yet she did not spank at all. 
If she went up she came down easily 
and gracefully. From windward her 
underbody was visible at times. She 
sailed on every foot of her long over- 
hang. After beating out to the mark 
off the Red Can Buoy, she hada fine 
reach home, holding well until under, 
theland. A few minutes before reach- 
ing finish line, the Outlook appeared 
having had the Hades’s gooseneck 
placed in position where she broke her 
own, She mixed it up with the Flash- 
light fora few minutes until the line 
was crossed, 

The Boston Advertiser says: Al- 
though the Flashlight had no com- 
petitor to press her she sailed a brilliant 
race, and the clever manner in which 
she was handled indicates that the 
races ahead for the Quincy cup will be 
close and exciting. No truer sports- 
man is there in the local yachting 
world than H. M. Faxon of : pani 
skipper of the Quincy cup chaRenger, 
and nowhere has this been evidenced 
more conspicuously than last evening, 
when Mr. Faxon called up A. H. Hig- 
ginson, owner of the Outlook, the 
Quincy cup defender, and told him 
over the ’phone, that in view of the 
fact that the Outlook was disabled at 
the very start of yesterday morning’s 
race, even before the Outlook had 
crossed the starting line, he did not 
wish the race to be considered as one 
of the Quincy cup series. 

The Herald said: The accident was 
unfortunate, for there was a splendid 
breeze blowing from the northeast and 
there was a good sea ontside, which 
would have tested the qualities of the 
boats, and which did give the Flash- 
light a good pounding in her lonely run 
over the course. She went through it 
all right, however. The Manchester 
yachtsmen are confident that their boat 
will win easily in any weather, while 
the Quincy contingent think that the 
Flashlight will give a good account of 
herself in a breeze, and that had the 
boats actually raced yesterday it would 
have been a close contest. The Flash- 
light certainly moved faster than in 
Monday’s race. One thing is very no- 
ticeable, however. She is not as quick 
in stays as the Outlook, and she can- 
not go to windward with her. What 
she would do reaching in conditions 
like existed yesterday is a question 
which will only be decided when the 
boats have it out in the same wind and 
water.

Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
July 31st.

Sewer Work Blocks 
the Street. 


Might Be Serious in Case of a 
Fire at Beach. 


Just at present Houghs Neck is cut 
off from the world as far as carriages 
are concerned, and the only way to 
reach the beach from Quincy is to 
walk or take the electric cars. The 
reason for this is that the contractor 
for the Metropolitan sewer has closed 
up Sea street between the Willows and 
the corner of Manet avenue. Up to 
Tuesday it was possible to drive down 
by using the private way known as 
Manet avenue. This is now blocked. 
A heavily loaded stone team attempted 
to use it and got stuck. The only way 
to get out was to unload, and two large 
blocks of granite were dumped in the 
street, making the block complete. 

Commissioner Knowlton was ap- 
pealed to. Hesays that Manet avenue 
isa private way and he cannot expend 
any city money in making it passable. 
He also says that the Metropolitan 
sewer Commissioners have aright to 
close any street, but that they must 
provide a way for teams to get through. 
He has notified the commission of the 
condition of affairs, and also that he 
should hold them responsibe for any 
damage that might arise. It is proba- 
ble, therefore, that some way for teams 
to pass will be provided. Should the 
services of the fire department be re- 
quired at Houghs Neck while all s treets 
are blocked it would be a serious matter 
and someone would probably be called 
upon for a suit for damages. 


True Sportsmanship. 

Henry M. Faxon is winning plaudits 
even though he may fail to recapture 
the Quincy cup. The Herald says editor- 
ally: We think that all yachtsmen will 
agree with us that Mr. H. M. Faxon, 
the owner of the Flashlight, has taken 
the proper course in refusing to accept 
the race which his boat won yesterday, 
when the Outlook was disabled by an 
accident. Had the break happened 
after the boats had crossed the line and 
were on their course, it would be very 
very different. Boats must be built to 


stand the racket, and break-downs 
mean defeats. 
In the recent matches for the 


America’s cup there was an agreement 
between the owners of the competing 
yachts that, in case of accident to one 
boat, the other was to take her walk- 
over — that is, both owners bound 
themselves to take races won by acci- 
dents, and when, in the scond race be- 
tween the Columbia and the Shamrock, 
the latter boat lost her topmast, there 
was nothing for the Columbia to do 
but sail the race and score a win 
against her crippled antagonist. 

In the Quincy cup races there is no 
such agreement, and really the Out- 
look never started, though technically 
the race is on after the preparatory 
signal. In the circumstances the best 
possible plan to follow was to call the 
race off. The judges could not do this; 
in fact, no one could but Mr. Faxon. 
That he decided to do so it is not sur- 
prising to those who know from ex- 
perience what a fair and sportsmanlike 
yachtsman Mr, Faxon is. Had the 
shoe been on the other foot, we have 
not the slightest doubt that Mr. Higgin- 
son would have followed the same 
generous course that Mr. Faxon has 
adopted.

AMOY’S GRAVEYARDS. 


City the 
Hopelessly Intermingled. 

The city of Amoy is ou an fsland of 
the same name. For upward of 1,000 
years it has been an important trading 
place. The population of the island 
is estimated at over 400,000, and it has 
been said that there are something like 
5,000,000 dead bodies packed in its soll. 
For many centuries the hillsides of the 
city have been used as a _ burying 
ground. Now the city and the ceme- 
tery are hopelessly mixed. The graves 
touch one another at every point and 
form a solid white surface of rock, 
brick, porcelain and cement, covering 
more than 1,000,000 square feet. Near 
one of the josshouses 30,000 bodies are 
buried vertically to save space. They 
stand on a plot of ground of as many 
feet square. 

The wells from which the City draws 
its water supply are shallow and are 
sunk on the edge of graveyards and 
even among the tombs themselves. 
The water is muddy and is colored by 
the perpetual turning up of the soil. 
It has no sewers, and the streets vary 
from two feet to six feet in width. 
No wheeled vehicle can use them. 
Here and there is an open place or 
plaza, dug out so as to be a huge re- 
ceptacle into which the streets dis- 
charge their refuse. Filth abounds, 
and its twin sister, disease, flourishes. 
The atmosphere is laden with noxious 
smells, and the burial of the dead goes 
on at an alarming rate.

Most of the miners were almost as 
much opposed to service in the navy | 
as to army and militia service, snd 
they not only refused themselyes to en- 
list, but discouraged their friends. 

A somewhat surprising discovery 
was made by the recruiting officers, | 
however. The accepted idea of a ininer | 
is that he is big and brawny and strong. 
These officers assert that a majority 
of the miners who did apply for enlist- | 
ment were unable to pass the required | 
physical examination, Many cf them | 
were color blind, or bad other affee- 
tions of the eyes due to their long con- 
finement underground.

WHITE RESIGNS 


Speculation Already Begun as to His 


Successor at Berlin 

Berlin, Aug. 6—Ambassador White 
has forwarded his resignation to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The date set by the 
ambassador for his resignation to go 
into effect is Nov. 7. 

There is much gossip in Berlin con- 
cerning Mr. White’s probable succes- 
sor and ove circumstantial story is 
that the president intends to transfer 
Ambassador Tower from St. Peters- 
burg to Berlin, Minister Storer from 
Spain to be ambassador to Russia, and 
to appoint Henry White, secretary of 
embassy at London, minister to Spain. 
Mr. Tower, who has been dissatisfied 
with St. Petersburgsexpressed months 
ago a wish to be transferred to some 
other desirable post, preferably Ber- 
lin. 

Andrew D. White was appointed am- 
bassador to Germany April 1, 1897. In 
March last it was announced that he 
contemplated resigning because of ill 


| health.

correct or exaggerated. There was, 
nevertheless, a very substantial founda- 
tion of truth in most of the reports, 
which amply justified the strictures 
made upon those accountable for the 
abuse of power, 


The bishop said in

“No one is foolish enough to admit 
that in affairs of so important a nature 
mere denials are conclusive, particu- 
larly when made by interested parties. 
We had already been werned to be on 
our guard by previous contradictions of 
reports which were afterwards proved 
true and found worse than at first sus- 
pected. When the news arrived that 
the Catholic churches in the Philip- 
pines were desecrated and looted, ofti- 
cers of high rank in the army attempted 
to refute the charges, yet the desecra- 
tion and looting of those secred edifices 
fre now so certain that claims for 
damages to ecclesiasticai property will 
be accepted by the government. 

“Reports, too, of the frightful spread 
of drunkenness and immorality after 
the occupation of Manila by the Amer- 
ican army were vigorously assailed. Is 
there now any one who has the au- 
dacity to question their truth? Since 
then we have all heard of the water 
cure and the murderous orders issued 
by an American general. The perpetra- 
tion of these outrages were unknown 
for a time; they were, however, so 
flagrant that it was impossible to keep 
them from the knowledge of the pub- 
He. The introduction alone of the pub- 
lie school system was just cause for 
alarm.” 

The speaker then declared that the 
federation is deeply interested in ob- 
taining just treatment for the friars 
in the Philippines, “who had sutf- 
fered,” hé @eclared, “so many crue) 
calumnies.” 

Bishop McF aul also zharged that in 
selecting the school teachers for the 
Philippines, discrimination had been 
practiced against the Catholics, be- 
cause of a total of 967 teachers, who, 
he said, had been sent to the islands, but 
18 or 19 were Catholics. 

“The impression has zone abroad.” 
the bishop said, “that America fs 
furnishing educational facilities to the 
Filipinos for the first time and that the 
people were in a state of dense igno- 
rance. This is another calumny. Dur- 
ing centuries the friars dwelt with the 
tribes of the Philippines, and it is to 
them that they are indebted for what- 
ever they possess of education and re- 
Ngion. They are a chaste and a pure 
r le, unaware of many of the vices 
of civilization until Amcrican soldiers 
occupied their soil.”

In Beha'f of Trolley Railway 
Employes on Strike 


CARS WITHOUT PASSENGERS 


“We Walk” Emblims Decorate th 
Coats of Citizens of New Haven, Whe 
All Express Indignation at the At- 


titude of the Railway Company 


New Haven, Aug. 7.—Junder the most 


extraordinary conditions surrounding 
any conflict between cupital and labor 
that has ever been waged in Connecti- 
cut the Fair Haven and Westville 
Trolley company is heipless before near- 
ly 500 striking conductors and moter- 
men. Its entire system is paralyzed. 
There is no traffic, Now and then a 
lone car moves passenzerless over the 
lines, but its mission is one required by 
the government of the United States in 
the transportation of the mails. 

But it is not in its physieal aspects 
that the strike presents to the officials 
of the railroad company the greatest 
difficulties. A proposition that would 
seem almgst staggering confronts the 
company in the outburst of public 
sympathy and public indignation in be- 
half of the strikers. The striking em- 
ployes find themselves supported 
throughout the city by prominent citi- 
zens, lawyers, the clergy, the city 
council and various erganizations of 
the city’s business nen, and even the 
newspapers of the city almost without 
exception lend editorial support in un- 
mistakeable language to the cause of 
the strikers. Everywhere, spparently, 
this condition prevails, and the moral 
support given the company’s unem- 
ployed is made al] the more extracr- 
dinary by the fact that «eneouragement 
for the strikers takes the form of burn- 
ing criticism of the methods and policies 
of the trolley compauy. 

The people of the city are walking 
and with good grace. The streets are 
filled with pedestrians significantly be- 
buttoned, and the personnel of the 
wearers of the “We walk’ emblems 
affords an example of the unusual con- 
ditions of this strike. 

Not a passenger has ridden on one of 
the company’s cars, as far as can be 
learned, since 9 o'clock yesterday -norn- 
ing, and in the present temper of New 
Haven’s citizens disin-lination to ride 
will be general, even if 
tions were to be had. 

There has been no trolley communi- 
cation with the suburban villages and 
resorts and business at the east and 
west shore resorts in paraylzed. The 
strikers thus fur liave been orderly and 
they are circulating in the crowds that 
throng the streets in an effort io prevent 
trouble. 

The censensus of opinion marks it 
down as certain that a strike under 
these conditions cannot long continue, 
and as a matter of fact strikers and 
citizens anticipate a prompt adjust- 
ment. Predictions of a settlement,

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AUGUSTA STRIKE LOST _ 


Officers of United Textile Worker: 
Order Operators to Return 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 7.—The big 
strike of the cotton mill operatives at 
Augusta, Ga., which was looked upon 
as a test of the strength of the United 
Textile Workers of Amvrica, was de 
clared off by the executive committee 
of that body yesterday afternoon. It 
was decided that the mills had secured 
So much hd that the strikers could not 
possibly win and they were so in- 
structed by the officials of the Textile 
workers. This action ends one of the 
hardest fought batiles known in the 
textile industry between labor unions 
and mill owners in the south. 

These operatives went on strike last 
April fora 10 percent advianve in wages. 
The United Textile Workers, which 
had been formed but a short time be- 
fore, directed the strike through its of- 
ficials in Fall River, and bent all its 
energy towin. Several times Secretary 
Hibbert went to Augusta to supervise 
operations. He established supply de- 
pots in various parts of Augusta, and 
operatives in Georgla and the southern 
part of North Carolina went out on 
strike in sympathy. ‘These sympa- 
thetic strikers, at a mecting between 
their committee and the King mill of- 
ficials, were allowed to look over the 
books of the company and found the 
claims of the mill owners correct. 
They then returned to work. Appeals 
were sent out to all labor unions, and 
the members were assessed 5 cents a 
week to assist the strikers in Augusta. 
Something like $10,000 In all was sent 
to them from all over the country. 


Power Failed to Show Up 

New York, Aug. 7.—Peter Power, 
complainant in the Northern Pacific 
merger case, who had been summoned 
to appear in the United States court 
yesterday to show cause why heshould 
not be punished for contempt, failed to 
come to court. Judge Lacombe  or- 
dered Power committed for 30 days. 
He also ordered George A, Lamb, coun- 
sel for Power, to appear on Aug 20 to 
show cause why he should not be sus- 
pended or admonished for unprofes- 
sional conduct in connection with the 
case, as it was believed Power was 
acting under counsel's orders.

WITH HIS OWN PISTOL 


Desperate Career of Outlaw 
Tracy Is Ended 


CORNERED. BY A POSSE 


Received Wounds Which Would Hav: 
Proved Fatal, So He Blew Top o! 
His Head Off Rather Than Submt 

& to Capture—Story of His Crimes 


Spokane, Wash., Aug. 7.—Harry 
Tracy, the notorious outlaw whose es 
capades have occupied public atten- 
tion for the past 60 days, lies ead in 
Davenport. Sheriffs’ posses and others 
are disputing the ownership of his 
body. His death was intensely tragic. 
For two days Tracy had terrorized the 
occupants of the Eddy ranch in the 
Lake Creek country. Then five de- 
termined citizens of Creston went after 
lim. ‘he posse found Cover behind a 


large rock and for a while it looked ike 
a siege. Then Tracy broke for a large 
boulder on the edge of a small wheat 
field, and this dash was his undoing, 
for just as he came to the rock he fell 
forward, a rifle bullet having broken 
one leg. 


He plunged into the wheat and his 
bloody trail there shows the savage de- 
termination of the man, for, after he- 
ceiving the wound, he crawled 75 yards 
on his hands and knees in order to 
reach a spot that would command the 
posse and enable him to pour a merci- 
less rifle fire upon them. But once 
only was he able to fire from this van- 
tage point. Then, weakened by loss of 
blood, he tried to staunch his wound, 
failed, and, with his revolver, sent a 
bullet through his brain. 

By this time dusk had fallen and the 
posse, ubaware of the seriousness of 
his wound and fearing that his silence 
was intended to lure them into a dead- 
ly ambush, posted themselves to prevent 
his escape and patiently awaited for 
the dawn. During the night others 
came on the scene and joined in the 
cordon. At daylight they found the 
outlaw’s dead body. 

None of the posse was wonnded, 
though all of them had narrow escapes. 
When they were firing from the cover 
of their rock they had to lift their heads 
above the cover, and every time this 
was done Tracy's rifle rang out and a 
bullet clipped the rock. 

Tracy's dead body was found !ying 
amid the grain with ‘:is face toward 
the sky. His left hand, thrown over 
his head, held a revolver, which bad 
inflicted the death wound. 

Harry Tracy began his career of 
crime in Colorado in 1897 by killing 
Deputy Sheriff Valentine Way, a 
wealthy cattle owner of Routt county, 
in that state. In 1898 he was sentenced 
to the Oregon penitentiary. He at- 
tempted to escape by a loco- 
motive but the engl outwitted

June 9, 1902, he escaped 
with David Merrill froa the peniten- 
tiary at Salem, killing Guards Jones, 
Ferrell and Tiffany, aud wounding 
Deputy Merit Biescher and® Guard 


Ingram. The next day they re urned 
to Salem, held up J. W. Reberts, whom 
they stripped of clothing, and then 
Stole a team of horses and made their 
way to Portland. Near Gervais they 
held up two members of the posse in 
pursuit and took a horse and buggy. 
June 12 they broke through a cordon of 
250 militia and made their escape. On 
June 14 they stole two horses and rode 
through Portland suburbs. Later they 
forced two men to ferry them across 
Columbia river. On June 23 they 
robbed the house of Patrick MeGuire 
at Alacentre. July 1 Tracy killed Mer- 


rill, his companion. On July 7 the 
sheriff's posse, after a chase of 125 
miles, returned empty-handed to Se- 


attle. Since then he has appeared in 
different places, and has been “sur- 
rounded” many times, but managed to 
escape. 

The body effects and the horses of 
the desperado were taken in charge 
by Sheriff Gardner and taken to Daven- 
port, where they will be kept, pending 
the decision of the ‘inal disposition of 
Truwy’s body. Reports come from 
Davenport that wild excitement pre- 
vails. Stores are closed and peecple are 
crowding around to get 2 sight of the 
outlaw. It is said that a heavy gtard 
ig kept around the ‘norgue where the 
body is kept as well as around tke 
corpse itself to prevent relic Lunters 
from tearing the clothing to pieces and 
carrying aWay souvenirs.

A CREAT RACE. 


—— 


First Chance ior Compari- 
son of Two Boats. 


Speed, 


Press Comments on the Work 
of ihe Two Boats. 


The first real race for the challenge 
cup, between the Flashlight and Out- 
look was that sailed Wednesday, for it 
was the first time that there was any 
opportunity to compare the sailing 
qualities of the two boats. 

There was but little wind at the 
start and it looked as though there 
would be but little sport. It continued 
to thin out nearly all the way to first 
mark. Then it commenced to strength- 
en. Outlook pulled out from the Flash- 
light’s lee and bad quite a lead before 
the leg was finished. As the wind 
freshened the Flashlight picked up 
wonderfully. After rounding the 
mark both got a good breeze and the 
water was much more smooth. 

On the second leg the Outlook in- 
creased her lead from 2 minutes 19 
seconds to 3 minutes, 30 seconds, 
which was made by the Outlook having 
two minutes more wind wardwork after 
turning the leg. 

After rounding the last mark for the 
run home, the Flashlight started her 
sheets and came down the leg with a 
rush. It was seen that she was gain- 
ing and when the home mark was 
crossed had gained over a minute, so 
that she was only beaten by 2 minutes, 
41 seconds. 

The Boston Advertiser says: There 

yas no accident to either boat and it 
was the first real test of the compara- 
tive merits of the two boats. 

The course was a broad reach, a leg 
to windward andareach home. There 
was a heavy downpour over two-thirds 
of the course, but the rain ceased with 
a shift in the wind. 

The breeze was six knots towards 
the finish, having increased from two 
knots at the start,and made the con- 
ditions equally favorable to both boats. 
The Outlook showed conclusively that 
she is a wonderfu) boat for speed 

The Globe says: Today the Flash- 
light was a different boat when com- 
pared with her previous performance. 
She had more life, made better weather 
of the going when it became rough, 
and although still slow in stays she did 
not * lumber.’? Her greatest improve- 
ment come on the windward work, on 
which she pointed almost as high and 
footed as fast as the Outlook. On the 
three-mile thrash from Hospital point 
to Gooseberry ledge the Outlook gained 
only 1m. 30s. on the challenger. It 
was an excellent test of their ability 
on the wind, for the breeze was strong 
enough to lay them out and stir upa 
long jump onthe water. To the sur- 
prise of all, the Flashlight made less 
fuss in meeting the rollers than did the 
Outlook, but no fault could be found 
with the behavior of either. 

The Herald says: Yesterday’s race 
yave the supporters of the Quincy boat 
much satisfaction, for the Flashlight 
sailed a good race and raised the hopes 
of her admirers. She certainly proved 
fast in the conditions yesterday, and, 
had the wind not been light during the 
first leg of the course, she would have 
made even a closer race of it. In the 
early morning there was a splendid 
breeze blowing until just before the 
start, when it fell to a very light sailing 
air, and it looked as if it would peter 
out entirely. Outside, however, there 
were signs of it freshening, which it 
did before the boats had sailed the first 
leg. It was a miserable day for racing, 
for the wind, sea and rain combined to 
make oilskins none too comfortable for 
the racers and those watching the 
contest. 

An explanation of the Flashlight’s 
improvement might lie in the fact that 
she lowered her topsail after one turn 


to windward. The short time that she 
was carrying it on the wind it was bag- 
ging and doing her no good. 

The Flashlight also demonstrated her 
superiority in reaching when there is 
breeze enough to put her down. On 
the last leg, a broad reach to the line, 
she beat the Outlook 1m. 20s. But that 
she must have wind was shown by their 
respective times on the first leg, which 
also was a broad reach. 

The Post says: The Filashlight’s 
showing was the best she has made so 
far in the series. Her performance to 
windward was wholly creditable, and 
although she was not fast enough to 


bold the Outlook, she came so near it|. 


that those who had scoffed at her as a 
failure were compelled to admit her 
ability. Ina breeze she isa hard propo- 
sition, and only because the Outlook is 
undoubtedly the fastest 2l-footer ever 
built was the second leg in the series 
won by the Manchester Club’s defender.

BOON TO. GARDENERS. 


Simple Device For Transplanting 
and Removing Piants. 

A very simple device bas been in- 
vented tvhich may be used for trans- 
planting, inserting removing 
plants from the ground; also for in- 
serting fertilizer with the plants or at 
the sides of the plant roots. The de- 


ana 


vice, as described by the Scientific 
American, consists of two jaws pivoted 
together and forming when closed a 
continuous round body, tapering to a 
point, and therefore adapted to be 
easily inserted in the ground. The 
handles, which extend upward from 


each jaw, are bent at right angles to 
the body and may be easily grasped 
in a single hand. Springs secured to 
these handles hold the jaws normally 
in closed position, 

In using this device the plants may 
be placed therein when the planter is

elosed, and then after forcing the de- 
vice into the ground the jaws are 
spread apart by pressure on the han- 
dies. Upon withdrawing the planter 
the plant will be left in the “ground. 
It is obvious that at the same time of 
inserting a plant a fertilizer may be 
also inserted, or fertilizer alone may be 
inserted at the side of a ‘plant or its 
roots. 

While other devices for this purpose 


have heretofore been made, they are 


usually mueh larger, being designed 
to be operated by two Lands and re- 
quiring foot power for forcing them 
into the ground, This planter, on the 
contrary, is of convenient size for 
small plants and may be very con 
veniently carried about and easily op- 
erated. Mr, John J. Olinger of 145 


West Twentieth street, New York city, 
has recently received a patent for this 
invention. 


BACTERIA AS FERTILIZER. 
Agricultural Department Thinks It 
Has Solved a Problem. 

How to do away with the use of 
artificial fertilizers compounded from 
the nitrates of Peru and other dry 
countries and thus anticipate the ni- 
trate famine predicted by many sci- 
entists is a problem which the United 
States agricultural department thinks 

it has succeeded in solving. 

If its ideas and methods stand the 
test of use, as there is every reason to 
believe that they will, the farmer of 
the future instead of time 
and money for expensive fertilizers 
brought from the ends of the earth 
will merely empty the contents of a 
test tube into a barrel of water, let it 
stand overnight, soak his seeds in it 
and then plant them, The result will 
be even better, says Crittenden Mar- 
riott in the National, than that 
tained from the older and more costly 
methods now in vogue.

A most remarkable claim, the genu- 
Ineness of which it is as yet impossible 
to test, says a cable dispatch published 
by the London Daily Mail from its Las 
Palmas correspondent, has been made 
by Senor Clemente Figueras, engineer 
of woods and forests in the Canary is- 
lands, for many years professor of 
physics at St. Augustine’s college at 
Las Palmas. 

It seems that for many years he has 
been working silently at a method of 
directly utilizing atmospheric electric- 
ity—that is to say, without chemicals 
or dynamos—and making a practical 
application of it without the need of 
employing any motive force. 

A true revelation might rob him of 
his reward, and even now while he 
claims to have succeeded he is silent 
concerning the exact principles of his 
discovery. He asserts, however, he has 
invented a generator by which he can 
collect electric fluid so as to be able to 
store it and apply it for infinite pur- 
poses—for instance, in ednnection with 
shops, railways and manufactures. 

He says he expects its effect will be 
a tremendous economic and industrial 
revolution. He will not give the key to 
the invention, but declares that the 
only extraordinary point about it Is 
that it has taken se long to discover a 
simple scientific fact. 

In addition to the discovery the Dal- 
ly Mail says that, according to letters 
received in London from his friends in 
Tenerife, Senor Figueras has con- 
structed a rough apparatus by which, 
in spite of its small size and defects, he 
obtains a current of 550 volts, which he 
utilizes In his own house for lighting 
purposes and driving a motor of twen- 
ty horsepower. 

His inventions comprise a generator, 
a motor and a sort of governor or reg- 
ulator, the whole apparatus being so 
simple that a child could work it.

Means a Property Loss of 
About $1,500,000 


FAILURE TO WORK PUMPS 


Rendered Plants Useless by Reason of 
Becoming Flooded—Foreigners In 
Vicinity of Shenandoah Said to Be 
Drilling -Quiet Reigns at Present 


Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 7.—William 
Stein, the state mine inspector for the 
Shenandoah region, yesterday an- 
bounced that five collieries under his 
jurisdiction, which have an estimated 
value of $1,500,000, have been rendered 
useless by reason of having been 
flooded and have been permanently 
abandoned by the companies owning 
them. Mr. Stein estimates that out of 
the 36 collieries in his district only 14 
are in a condition for immediate op- 
eration if the strike were immediately 
ended. The abandonment of the five 
collieries will compel 2000 mine work- 
ers to seek employment in other parts 
of the region. After the strike shall 
have been ended most of the workmen 
will have to remain in idleness for an- 
other period of time until the collieries 
are placed in working condition. Fail- 
ure to operate the pumps is thé cause 
of the trouble. 

The situation so far as the peace of 
the Shenandoah region is concerned re- 
mains unchanged. Yesterday was 
probably the quietest day since the sol- 
diers were called out one week ago 
last night. T'wo companies of in- 
fantry are still kept on guard duty in 
the town near foreign settlements, 
General Gobin has ordered the estab- 
lishment of a signal system from 
brigade headyuarters to the camp, 
which is nearly a mile distant. The 
heliograph and flag will be used in the 
day time and the torch at night. This 
will be the first time the signal system 
has been in operation since the Home- 
stead strike 10 years ago. 

yeneral Gobin, in speaking of the con- 
ditions in this region, says that Shenan- 
doah, for a town of its size, is more 
thickly populated than the worst tene- 
ment district in New York. He thinks 
the sanitary conditions in the foreign 
quarters of the place are extremely bad 
because of the lack of sewerage. In 
reply to a question he said he had been 
advised that foreigners in this vicinity 
were being drilled, but he would not 
say whether the information he had re- 
ceived was correct. He believed there 
are many smart men among the for- 
eigners here who have been officers in 
European armies and have taken refuge 
in this country. A large pereentage of 
the male foreigners, he added, no doubt 
have had military training in their na- 
tive lands, where a term of years inthe 
army is compulsory. The ex-officers, 
the general said, have considerable in- 
fluence over the others and they were 
not to be trusted. He characterized the 
ex-officers as adventurers and de- 
generate heirs of noble sires. 

Paul Pulaski, national organizer of 
the United Mine Workers, who looks 
after the foreign members of the union, 
came here yesterday. He denied stories 
of secret drilling by the Polanders and 
others. He said there is no secret or- 
ganization within the Miners’ union. 


Strikers Seeking Funds 
Hazelton, Pa., Aug. 7—A commit- 
tee of mine workers yesterday visited 
the business men of this place to solicit 
subscriptions for the relief of needy 
fmilies. The responses were few, 
however, those appealed to claiming 
they were not making expenses, Dur- 
ing the past few days the clamor for 
relief has increased, the contributions 
thus far being insufficient for the 

needs of the strikers’ families. 


“Jimmie” Was a Woman 

Rochester, Aug. 7.--The town of 
Chili is excited over the discovery that 
a supposed boy who, for the past nine 
weeks, had been known as “Jimmie” 
McDougall, is Mrs. Theresa Denhart. 
Accused of masquerading and locked up 
as a vagrant, “Jimmie” confessed that 
she married Max Denhart in Cleve- 
land, but after suffering much abuse 
escaped last May dressed in her hus- 
band's clothes, came east and secured 
a position as a farmhand at Chili,

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SUMMER COLONY SCARED 


Case of Smallpox at Peak’s Island 
Caused a Temporary Quarantine 
Portland, Me., Aug. 7.—The summer 

colony at Peak’s island was thrown in- 

to a state of excitement yesterday 


when it became known that one of the 
guests at the Hotel Coronado was suf- 
fering with smallpox. The victim is 
Mrs. H. F. Tarrant of New York, who 
came to Portland last Saturday. She 
had been visiting at Cambridge, Mass., 
previous to coming here and it is 
thought she may have contracted the 
disease iy that city. She was ill when 
she arrived here, and has been con- 
fined to her room ever since. Yester- 
day her condition became more serious 
and a physician was called. He found 
that she was afflicted with si allpox 
and the board of health decided to take 
prompt and effective measures to 
guard agajgst a spread of the disease. 

A squad of regular police from the 
city went to the island and placed a 
strict quarantine on the hotel. The 
Coronado is one of the principal hotels 
on the island and nearly 350 guests 
were registered there yesterday. The 
Coronado has no dining room accom- 
modations and the guesis took their 
meals at other hotels and nearby 
restaurants. 

Yesterday was cold and dreary and 
nearly all the guests were in their 
rooms when the guard was thrown 
around the house. Fora time the most 
intense excitement prevailed. When 
it was learned that the victim of the 
disease had.been at the island only 
since Thursday, and that she had been 
confined to her room all the time, it 
was recognized that the danger of con- 
tagion was slight. Last night Mrs. 
Tarrant was removed to the isolation 
hospital and after the residents of the 
hotel had been vaccinated the quar- 
antine was raised. 


Tar, Feathers and Rail Ride 

Marion, Mass., Aug. 7.—This town 
was thrown into a fever of excitement 
last night over the tarring and feather- 
ing of James McDonald, an inmate of 
the family of C. F. Potter. The 
neighbors objected to McDonald's po- 
sition in the Potter household, which 
was hot according to their ideas of 
what it should be. Last night they 
secured McDonald, stripped him of his 
clothes and gave him a coat of tar and 
feathers. Then they rode him on a 
rail through the centre of the town to 
the Mattapoisett line, where, after ad- 
ministering a severe thrashing to him, 
they turned him loose. All the 1em- 
bers of the tarring and feathering party 
were masked. 


Gubernatorial Guaranty Wanted 


Boston, Aug. 7.—Governor Crane 
yesterday received a deleygation of 


prominent negroes interested in the case 
of Monroe Rogers, under arrest at 
Brockton, who is wanted at Durham, 
N. C., on the charge of arson, and for 
whom requisition papers have been 
asked. It was stated that not a man 
of the delegation desired to protect a 
criminal from just punishment but they 
feared that the man might be lynched 
unless some guaranty against such an 
act was obtained from the governor of 
North Carolina. The governor has the 
matter under consideration. 


Further Charges Against Van Derlip

King Edward Receives Hearty Greet~ 
ing Upon His Return to London 
London. Aug. 7—King Edward ar- 

rived at the Victoria station at 5:30 p.

Jury Piaces Respons bility For 
Killing of Beddal 


TWO NAMED IN VERDICT 


—— 


Nearly a Dozen Men In Custody and 
More Arrests to Follow— Foreigners 
Said to Intend to Cut Off Ears of 
“Unfair”? Men When Caught 


Shenandoah, Pa., Aug. 8.—Lhe cor- 
oner’s Jury which has been investigat- 
ing the death of Joseph Beddal, who re- 
ceived his fatal injuries in the riot here 
last week, concluded its inquiry yester- 
day and rendered a verdict nolding 
“Joseph Paluwicz, a butcher; Matthew 
Paulaskas, a one-armed saloon-keeper, 
and many other rioters unknown to the 


jury” responsible for the killing. The 
men named in the verdict are now 


locked up and other arrests will fol- 
low. The two men were taken into 
custody yesterday afternoon by two 
constables, who were protected by a 
platoon of soldiers, 

A large number of witnesses were 
examined. Some of the testimony was 
considered very important by the cor- 
oner and the jury. Six policemen 
testified that as they ran up the street, 
pursued by the mob, firing pistols, men 
standing at nearly every saloon door 
shot at them as they passed. At one 
doorway three men stood blazirg away 
at them and from an upper window of 
a building three other men were shoot- 
ing downonthem. The drinking places 
referred to are all owned by foreigners. 

During the inquest a number of names 
of persons who, it is alleged, were in 
the riot and the location of others, 
whose names are withheld, were fur- 
nished the coroner. These names will 
be given to the proper authorities and 
arrests made. One other forelgner 
who was shot was arrested yesterday on 
a charge of rioting Mearly a dozen 
men are now in custody, charged with 
complicity in the affair. 

The situation in this section of the 
coal field remains unchanged and staff 
officers at brigade headquarters do not 
apprehend any trouble in the near fu- 
ture. The troops bad a quiet day yes- 
teday. Two companies are still on 
guard duty in the foreign quarter of 
the town. The governor’s troop of 
cavalry took a practice march of 20 
miles through the Mahanoy valley. 

Rey. Charles Edwards, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church here, and formerly 
state president of the Young Men’s Bible 
society, said yesteday that the young 
men in his congregation, whicn is made 
up principally of mine workers, have 
informed him that foreigners have de 
termined to cut off an ear of every man 
Who returns to work, so that they will 
forever be marked as “unfair work- 
men.” Mr. Edwards says his young 
men are in a position to know, and he 
believes the story. The foreigners 
think this is the easiest method for 
preventing attempts to break the 
strike. 

Iionors were even yesterday be- 
tween the strikers and the operators in 
the matter of resumption and cessation. 
The Pancoast washery at Throop 
started up and the Nayaug washery 
at Dunmore shut down, the men hav- 
ing been induced to quit by a commit- 
tee of strikers. 


Hustling For Money 

Scanton, Pa., Aug. 8.--Committees 
were appointed yesterday by the dls- 
trict board of the United Mine Work- 
ers to make a house to house canvass 
of the city and suburbs for financial 
aid for the strikers. It is understood 
the same plan will be followed in all 
the cities and larger towns in tbe coal 
regions. 


Charged With Stealing Coal 

Pittston, Pa., Aug.8.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Coul company yesterday caused 
the arrest here of a number of miners 
who mined coal for their own use in 
abandoned workings and outcroppings. 
An official of the company says that 
since the strike began hundreds of tons 
of coal have been stolen from the com- 
pany. ‘Fhe men taken into custody 
were bound over for court. 


Coal Shipping Figures 

Philadelphia, Aug. 8.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company, for the week 
ending Aug. 2, carried only 920 tons of 
anthracite coal. For the same week in 
1901 the tonnage of anthracite 
amounted to 98,439 tons. Last week 
the company carried 587,035 tons of 
bituminous coal, against 385,747 tons 
the same week last year. 


Churchmen to Manage Schools 

London, Aug. 8.—The house of com- 
mons yesterday, by a majority of 122, 
adopted the clause of the government's 
education bill which gives the pre- 
dominance in the management of vol- 
untary schools to churchmen. This 
clause had been hotly opposed by the 
opposition, and its adoption will enable 
parliament to rise this week.

Old Orchard, Me., Aug. 8.—A strong 
undertow, caused by the brisk east 
wind and high tides of the past few 
days, claimed the lives of three bathers 
here yesterday. The dead are George 
Ford, aged 70 years, of Ottawa; Walter 
Basham, aged 55, of Montreal, and Miss 
Florence J. Thomas, aged 20, Iso of 
Montreal. 

The exact details of the accident prob- 
ably never will be known as the three 
persons who formed the ill-fated party 
were the only bathers on that section 
of the beach at the time. ‘The first 
that was known of the tragedy was 
when friends of the bathers, becoming 
anxious because of their prolonged ab- 
sence from the hotel, went down to the 
beach just in time to see the body of 
Mr. Basham thrown up on the sands by 
an immense wave. 


Van Derlip’s Case Continued

Four Persons Badly Hurt 

New Britain, Conn., Aug. 8.—A_two- 
seated carriage driven by John Slaney, 
and occupied by three young women, 
was struck by a third rail car at Forest- 
ville and all four persons were seriously 
injured, two of them probably fatally. 
The view of the track was obstructed 
by a @eight train. The other occu- 
pants of the carriage were Miss Emma 
Dalton, Miss Sadie Dalton and Alice 
Spencer.

The crossing is a dangerous 
one. 


Repairs Would Be Too Expensive 

Boston, Aug. 8.—The Eastern Steam- 
ship company has surrendcred the 
steamer Cumberland, which was re- 
cently badly damaged by collision in 
the harbor with the steamer Admiral 
Farragut, to the companies which in- 
sured her, and she is to be sold. It 
would cost between $65,000 and $70,000 
to repair the Cumberland, so it was de- 
cided that it would be better to sake 
a settlement with the insurance com- 
panies.

Boston, Aug. 8.—The unknown man 
shot by George C. Smith, superinten- 
dent of the Phineas Stowe Sailors’ 
home, Wednesday night, who had se- 
cured an entrance to the building pre- 
sumably for the purpose of burglary, 
died yesterday. Smith, whois about 60 
years old, feels keenly his position. He 
was arraigned in court and held in

Boston, Aug. 8—Former Superin- 
tendent of Police Benjamin P. Eld- 


ridge died yesterday after a long ill 
ness from Bright's disease. He was 64 
years old. He joined the city police 
force in 1875, having previously been 
a member of the state police, and rose 
through the various grades to become 
superintendent in 1891. In 1901 he re- 
tired from active police duty on a pen- 
sion.

The Care of the Nails. 

A young woman who has been living 
n Paris for a year says that no French 
manicure who treated her hands used 
a cuticle knife about her nails or a 
steel nail cleaner. The little orange 
wood sticks sharpened to a broad point 
were used to push back the encroach- 
ing cuticle and to clean the nails after 
each washing of the hands. In this 
way the delicate enamel of the nail 
is not injured and the under surface 
of the nail point is kept smooth. The 
French manicures, too, polish more 
often with a bit of chamois than with 
a regular polisher and cut the nails 
with a clipper instead of curved scis- 
sors. These clippers come in pairs, 
one for cutting the nails of each hand. 
An emery board or a velvet file is rec- 
ommended for the little filing needed 
to shape the nails. Neyer cut the 
cuticle around the nail, but press back 
lightly with the orange wood stick. 
Daily brief care, when the nail is soft 
from the use of soap and water, is all 
that is needed to keep the hands in 
good condition, with a weekly manicur- 
ing. Use lemon juice instead of any 
other acid to remove stains.—Harper’s 
Bazar. 


Service Plates. 

Service plates are put at each place 
and remain usually under whatever 
' dish may be used for the preliminary 
courses until the first hot course. For 
example, the oyster or clam plate rests 
on the service plate, and when it Is re- 
moved the bouillon or soup plate takes 
its place. With the hot fish course the 
waitress remoyes the service plate and 
substitutes the filled plate. She places 
the service plate on a side table. The 
plates should not be in a pile before the 
carver, but the waitress takes a hot 
plate from the side table or buffet and 
places it before the carver. One of the 
newest fads Is to have service plates 
of silver or rare china, which are placed 
on the table at the beginning of the 
dinner and remain on until dessert. In 
case you possess some extra rare or 
pretty plates this Is an excellent way 
to show them off. It is also a fad to 
have the service plates harmonize in 
color with the floral decorations, 


Housework Dresses. 

The woman who does her own house- 
work should first of all supply, herself 
with suitable dresses. Cheap materiad 
should be employed, and they should 
be simply made, so as to be easy to be 
laundered. Heavy cambric, white 
ground, figured in black or any color, 
fs the most serviceable material. It 
should be made severe shirt waist fash- 
ion, cut V shape at the neck, thus do- 
ifig away with the high collar, which 
would be very uncomfortable in the 
kitchen. The sleeves should be finished 
in as simple a fashion as possible and 
end just below the elbow. Three or 
four of these dresses are absolutely 
necessary.

Trinidad, Col., Aug. $.—An explosion 
occurred last night at No. 3 mine at 
Bowen, a small camp about 10 miles 
north of this place. Thirteen lives are 
known to have been lost. The °xact 
number of men working on the night 
shift and in the mine at the time of the 
explosion is unknown. The mine is 
worked by the Union Coal company of 
Denver. It is a slope mine, situated on 
the mountain side and about 400 yards 
from the tipple below.

damp. 

Immediately after the night shift had 
started in the slope a startling explo- 


| sion occurred, entirely filling the mouth 


of the slope and shaking buildines and 
breaking windows a mile distant. As 
the mouth of the slope was filled the 
rescuers were delayed for some time. 
but succeeded in reaching some of the 
men throngh an old slope and eight dead 


| bodies were quickly brought to the sur- 


face. 

The mine is filed with gas and smoke 
and the rescuers are afraid of after 
damp and are able to stay in the nine 
but a very short time. Mothers 
wives and children of the dead and im- 
prisoned miners are almost.crazed with 
crief and the scene presented at the 
mouth of the mine is a most pathetic 
one. 

The powder house in the mine, usually 
eontaining 1000 pounds of pewder, 
blew up, and it is this which caused so 
great a disaster. 

The general belief is that the entire 
mine has been ruined and if not it will 
take months to get it in working order 
again. The rescuing party is pushing 
forward with all possible haste and be- 
fore many hours the exact number of

It follows therefore that brotherly 
kindness includes all men. It refers not 
to those who are bound to us by the 
natura! ties of life, but those who are 
bound to us by the common tie of rela- 
tionship to Jesus Christ. Our attitude 
toward all these should be that of 
kindness. Kind words and kind deeds 
all men. (8) Charity. Charity means 
love. It includes love to God and also 
love to men. 

The importance of all these virtues, 
both singly and in combination, is 
evident and apparent to us all. The 
beauty of a life founded “upon faith 
and developed by the addition of such 
virtues as the apostle has mentioned 
until it reaches its climax in love to 
God and love to men is self evident and 
is at once seen to be worthy the am- 
bition and the desire of all Christians. 

It is worth noticing also that these 
virtues are intimately associated the 
one with the other. If one figure in a 
problem in addition is wrong, it neces- 
sarily makes the entire problem wrong. 
It would be impossible to get the cor- 
rect result if one of the parts of the 
problem is defective. It is also true 
in our moral lives that one defective 
virtue may destroy the beauty and the 
glory of many others. How many peo- 
ple there are in the world who would 
be looked upon almost as models if it 
were not for one defect in their lives: 
A false note in music will destroy the 
entire harmony; so a false note in one’s 
life will destroy its harmony. These 
graces must be developed in the de- 
veloping of each one of them. There- 
fore it well becomes us to give time 
and thought to the solution of this 
problem suggested here by the apostle. 
We should strive to be proficient in 
adding one virtue to the other until we 
shall possess the entire list and are 
able to demonstrate in our lives that 
this example has been correctly solved,

CERENONY IN OLD ABBEY 


Carried Out Ip Much the Same Man- 
ner as Coronations of Centuries Ago 
—Peers and Church Dignitaries Pres- 
ent In Large Numbers to Pay Hom- 
age—Public Saw Their Majesties Ip 
Procession From tuckingham Pal- 


ace to Church and Return 


London, Aug. 9.—At 4:36 o'clock this 


morning salutes from the

The Procession 

The first section of the procession to 
the abbey started from Buckingham 
palace at 10:30 o'clock and consisted 
of dress carriages and pairs, contain- 
ing members of the royal family, 
headed by trumpeters, the Royal Horse 
Guards band, the First life guards and 
the Royal horse guards. Thencamethe 
carriages, occupied as_ follows: 

Virst—Grand Duke of Mecklinburg- 
Ktrelitz, Grand Duchess of Mecklinburg- 
Strelitz, Duke of Cambridge and Prince 
Frederic. . 

Second—Princes Andréw and George 
of Greece and Princesses Victoria ond 
Louise of Battenberg. 

Third—Princes Maurice, Leopold and 
Alexander of Battenberg, Princess Vic- 
toria Eugenie of Battenberg, and Prin- 
cess Beatrice. 

Fourth—Duchess of Albany and 
Argyll and Crown Prince and. Crown 
Princess of Roumania. 

Fifth—Princesses Louise and Augusta 
Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein and 
Prince and Princess Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein. 

Sixth—Princesses Victoria Patricia 
and Margaret of Connaught, Duchess 
of Connaught and Grand Duke of 
Hesse. 

Seventh—Duke and Duchess of 
Sparta and Prince and Princess Henry 
of Prussia. 

Kighth—Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess Charles of Denmark, Princess 
Victoria and Duchess of Fife. 

After the foregoing came the Prince 
of Wales procession, which started 
from York house at 10:45. ‘The ad- 
vance guard consisted of a detachment 
of the Royal horse guards, followed by 
two carriages containing official mem- 
bers of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales’ household, the First troop of 
the Royal horse guards, the carriage of 
the Prince and Princess of Wales and 
the Second troop of the Royal horse 
guards. 

The king’s procession left Bucking- 
ham palace at 11 o’clock, escorted by 
the Royal horse guards, the king’s 
bargemaster and 12 watermen, These 
carriages then followed: 

First—Sir Ackland Hood, Sidney R. 
Greville arid Mary Dyke and Sylvia 
Edwardes, maids of honor tothe queen. 

Second—Lord Knollys, the king's sec- 
retary; Sir D. M. Probyn, keeper of the 
king’s privy purse, and Victor C. Caven- 
dish, treasurer of his majesty’s house- 
hold. 

Third—Lo) 1 Colville of Culross, lord 
chamberlain to the queen; lield Mar- 
shal Lord Wolseley: Vice Admiral 
Culme-Seymour, and Charictte Knollys, 
lady of the bedchamber to her majesty. 

Fourth—Viscount Churchill, lord-in- 
waiting; the Earl of Pembroke, lord 
steward of his majesty’s househod; the 
Dowager Countess of Lytton, lady of 
the bedchamber to the queen, and the 
Duchess of Buccleuch, mistress of the 
robes. 

These carriages were followed by the 
personal staff to the commander-in- 
chief, Tord Roberts, mounted; aides- 
de-camp ‘to the king, consisting of 10 
colonels of volunteer regiments, seven 
colonels of yeomanry regiments and 
nine colonels of militia regiments. 
Nearly all the above aides are men- 
bers of the peerage. 

Following them came the honorary 
Indian aides, then 17 colonels of regu- 
lars, 10/naval marine aides, General 
Gasele& Admiral Seymour, General 
Kitchenér, the headquarters staff of 
the army, Lord Roberts (communder-

Abbey Before the Ceremony 

Upon reaching the abbey. as the 
royal party approached the middle of 
the church and the fanfare of the 
heralds’ trumpets died away into 
silence, the organ pealed, and the choir 
of the sweetest boy voices in England 
began the anthem “I was glad when 
they said ufto me, We will go into the 
house of the Lord.” 

The old abbey, with its shadowy | 
arches and dim lights, had been much 
changed for the ceremony, yet its es- | 
sential features remained.

Behind the dais was the altar place, 
the floor of which, like that ef the dais, 
Was covered with blue Worcester car- 
pet. The altar itself was covered with | 
rich ecclesiastical hangings. and be- | 
hind the altar were crimson velvet cur- 
tains, behind whose folds 
chapel of King Henry VII. 

Placed in front of the altar proper 
Was a heavy old caken chair; beneath 
it the famous Tris 
stone, according to an old legend, was 
the one on which Jacob laid his head 
when he dreamed the vision of the 
golden stairs. At any rate. the Scottish 
kings and later the English kings have 
been crowned upon it for a thonsand 
years, and today England’s seventh 
Edward was to take his seat over it at 
the formal beginning of his reign. At 
its left was a smaller chair for the 
crowning of the queen. 

Though today not visible to the eye. 
the historical associations of the abbey 
were ever present to the imagination 
and gave to some of the quaint fea- 
tures of the ceremony a reason and 
reality they could not otherwise have 
possessed. Just behind the altur was 
the tomb of Edward the Confessor; at 
the left was an ancient painting of 
Richard I1.; in the passageways on 
either side lay the bodies of Queen 
Elizabeth, Mary, queen of Scots, and 
others who had reigned wel! or ill 
during bygone centuries. The time- 
worn stone pillars suggested how fleet- 
ing was this ceremony, and the beams 
of light which came through the old 
rose windew gave an air of age to even 
the newest hangings and the brightest 
robe. 

The Coronation Ceremony 

The last words of the anthem were 
being sung as the king and queen, now 
accompanied by only their immediate 
attendants, ascended the steps of the 
dais and, passing by their thrones and 
kneeling for a moment in silent prayer, 
sat down in chairs which had heen pro- 
vided before and below their thrones. 

The archbishop of Canterbury, pre- 
ceded by the garter king of arms and ac- 
companied by the lord great chamber- 
lain, the lord chancellor, the lord high 
constable and the earl marshal, stepped 
to the front of the dais anda _ clear 
voice said: 

“Sirs, I here present unto you King 
Edward, the undoubted king of this 
realm. Wherefore all you who are 
come this day to do your homage, are 
you willing to do the same?” 

Immediately everybody in the abbey 
shouted: “God Save King Edward! 
God Save the King!” repeating this 
many times until the voices merged into 
a general shout of acclamation. As it 
died down the heralds lifted their 
trumpets and blared a salute. 

The archbishop repeated his question 
twice more, and twice more the shouts 
were repeated and the trumpets 
sounded. 

The king and queen ther left their 
place on the dais and, walking to the 
altar, accompanied by their attendants, 
took seats there. At the same time 
those who had been carrying the re- 
galia in the procession advanced and 
gave it to the sub-dean of Westminster, 
who placed it on the altar. 

Then every one kneeled and began 
the well known litany of the Church 
of England, “O God, the Father of 
Heaven, have mercy upon vs. misera- 
ble sinners.” the bishops intoning the 
litany and the choir singing responses. 
This occupied about 15 minutes. The 
king, queen, royal family, the clergy, 
the nobility, the magistrates and, last 
of all, the people were prayed for. 

After this the archbishop began the 
communion’ service with the Lord's 
Prayer. The epistle was read from the 
second chapter of the first epistle of 
St. Peter, while all remained seated, 
and then as every one, including the 
king and queen, rose to his feet, the 
gospel was read from the 12th chapter

The Oath and Anointing 

The next ceremony, the taking of the 
oath, was according to the coronation 
ritual. The king swore to govern the 
people of the united kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the dominions 
thereto belonging according to the 
statutes in parliament agreed on and 
the respective laws and customs of 
the same. The king then kissed the 
Bible and signed the oath. 

Then the king and queen returned to 
their chairs and fell upon their knees, 
and the choir sang “Veni, Creator Spir- 
itus.” Then the archbishop prayed 
God to bless and sanctify his chosen 
servant King Edward 

Again the organ pealed, and thechoir 
burst into the anthem, “Zadok the 
Priest and Nathan the Prophet Anoint- 
ed Solomon King.”

Preceding the Crowning 

Cfimax is always to anti- 
climax, and the descent is sharp from 
the sublime to the ridiculous. The sub- 
dean went to the altar and took from it 
the two spurs. These he gave to the 
lord great chamberlain, who seized the 
trinkets gingerly and, getting on bis 
knees, advanced them in the direction 
of his -muajesty’s heels. After he 
touched them to the kings heels he 
gave them back to the dean, who 
placed them on the altar. 

The presentation of a sword in a 
scabbard of purple velvet seemed nore 
in keeping with the dignity of the cere- 
mony. It was first placed upon the 
altar and blessed by the archbishop, 
then placed in the king's hand and 
finally girt about the king’s waist. 
Then after an admonition to “with this 
sword do justice” the king himself 
took it off again and himself carried it 
up and placed it on the altar. 

The king was then given the imperial 
robe and orb with the injunction that 
“when you see this orb set under the 
cross, remember that the whole is sub- 
ject to the empire of Christ.” A ring 
was placed on the fourth finger of the 
king’s right hand, after which a rich 
glove was put on the hand and the 
scepter and cross placed in it. With 
the scepter the king was enjoined to 
be “so merciful that you be not too 
remiss, so execute justice that you for- 
get not mercy. Punish the wicked. 
protect and cherish the just and lead 
your people in the way wherein they 
should go.” 

King Is Crowned 

The ceremony now approached its 
culmination. The archbishop took the 
crown in his hands and prayed God to 
crown the king with all princely virtues. 
The king, who had knelt during t) is 
prayer, seated himself again in the 
chair, and the archbishop advanced to 
where the king sat and very slowly 
placed the crown on the king’s head. 
There was absolute silence, snd then 
the moment the crown touched the 
king’s brow every one shouted loudly 
and well together: “God Save the 
King.” The heralds blew their trmm- 
pets, and outside guns fired a salute. 
At the same moment the peers and the 
kings at arms put on their own coro- 
nets. 

The tumult of shouts ‘asted some 
moments. When it had subsided, the 
archbishop prayed, and the choir sing 
the following strains: “Be strong and 
play the man. Keep the command- 
ments of the Lord thy Ged and walk 
in his ways.” 

Then, when the king has been pre- 
sented with a Bible and blessed by the 
archbishop, the choir sang the “Te 
Deum,” while the king returned to the 
chair on the dais near the throne. 

Homage to New King 

The archbishop and bishops and va- 
riows peers in their robes then. sur- 
rounded the king, and as the “Te De- 
um” ended they escorted him to the 
throne on the dais, a fine golden scat, 
and lifted bim into it. Then then ar- 
rayed themselves on either side of it, 
and the archbishop read an exhorta- 
tion. 

Next came the picturesque ceremony 
of doing homage. Formerly every 
bishop and noble did individual hom- 
age, but today for brevity one did it 
for bis whole order. 

First the archbishop knelt before the 
king, and as the bishops knelt in their 
places the archbishop promised to be 
faithful and true to his sovereign lord 
and acknowledge service for the lands 
held of the kingip right of the church.

King Edward di- 
rected that a representative of the 
Salvation army should be invited tothe 
coronation and Bramwell Booth was 
appointed to attend the ceremony. A 
difficulty arose about the uniform he 
should wear, and the ear! marshal in- 
timated he was not authorized to recog- 
nize the uniform of the Salvation Army. 
Mr. Booth thereupon wrote King Ed- 
ward requesting permission to wear 
the uniform of the army, which he 
readily granted.

Company Recognizes Union and Prom-

New Haven, Aug. 11.—Five hundred 
Striking employes of the Fair Haven 
and Westville Street Railway company 
returned to work after haying con 
ducted one of the most unicue strikes 
in the history of labor troubles in Con- 
necticut, All the demands of the men 
Were granted by the company, and at 
6:45 Saturday night the first car was 
run out of the car barn, manned with 
a crew of union men ollicially recog- 
nized by the company. 

The men, as they passed threugh the 
principal thoroughfares of the city, 
were vociferously cheered by the im- 
mnense throng which had been anxiously 
awaiting, since 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, a speedy termination of the strike 
Which has been the cause of so much 
inconvenience-to the public in general 
and great financial loss to the merchants 
of the city. 

Saturday was looked upon by 
public as the crisis in the strike situa- 
tion. For four days the tie-up of the 
road had been complete. With the 
exception of a few hours Wednesday 
morning, not a passenger had been car- 
ried on the lines of the railway com- 
pany in fourdays. Even the mail ears 
Were suspended and the company was 
compelled to send mails to the sub- 
urban villages by teams because, so 
general Was the strike, that not a single 
motorman or conductor remained in 
the employ of the road. 

Two remarkable. features — char- 
acterized the strike, viz: The absence 
of any sign of violence on the part of 
the strikers and the manner in which 
the public and press of the city showed 
their sympathy with and loyalty to the 
strikers. A committee representing 
the business interests of the city were 
ceaseless in their efforts to bring about 
an amicable settlement of the differ- 
ences between the railway company 
and their employes and it was through 
their efforts that the strike terminated 
So quickly. Since Wednesday they 
toiled incessantly with both parties to 
the controversy and the public showed 
their appreciation by repeatedly cheer- 
ing the members of the committee. 

Several cars were first sent ont by the 
company to clear off the sand which 
had accumulated on the tracks and 
shortly afterward the regular cars were 
dispatched to take up the schedule 
Where it was broken off early Wednes- 
day morning. 

The in the centre of the city 
Saturday night was remarkable. Thou- 
sands of people paraded Chapel street 
aud the appearatce of a car Was made 
the occasion of loud cheers and shouts 
of encouragement to the men. 

The agreement under which the strike 
Was settled was signed for the company 
by President Parmelee and was sent 
to the men shortly before 5:30. They 
quickly ratified it, as it met their de- 
minds fully. The : ment follows: 

“Your communication of this date 
is received. The Fairhaven and West- 
ville Railroad company will receive 
at all reasonable times a committee 
consisting of employes of the company 
only, to receive and consider any 
grievances that may and will 
use all reasonable effort to redress them 
fairly. Membership in the Amaiga- 
mated association of street railroad em- 
ployes is not now, and will not bein the 
future, just cause for discharge from 
employment of said company. 

“If desired copies of all assurances 
made to the business men’s commit- 
tee will be given, addressed to the 
motormen and conductors of the com- 
pany, signed by the president, and, as 
stated to the committee of the business 
men, if the strike be terminated speed- 
ily the 21 men recently discha reed will 
be reinstated unconditionally.”

In spite of the welcome 
ment made that King Edward 
borne the fatigues of Coronation day 
well, yesterday’s bulletin concerning 
his health was awaited with a certain 
degree of anxiety. Perhaps this is the 
reason that his majesty’s pbysiciaus 
issued the bulletin at the rather un 
usual hour of 9:30 o’clock. Because 
of the early hour very few people were 
about when it was posted at the gates 
of the palace. The bulletin was :s fol- 
lows: 

“His majesty bore the strain of the 
coronation ceremony perfectly well 
and experienced but little fatigue. ‘The 
king had a good night and his condit’on 
is in every way satisfactory. No fur- 
ther bulletins will be issued.” 

The most interesting of all the ser- 
vices was that held at St. Paul’s 
cathedral. This was essentially a peo- 
ple’s service in gratitude and thankful- 
ness that the sovereign had been re- 
stored to health, and it presented a 
striking contrast to the sad service of 
supplication held there in June on the 
day the corouation should have taken 
place. Yesterday the public was free- 
ly admitted to the cathedral and the 
great edifice was crowded with people 
in every corner 

The lord mayor of London and the

“Onder the will of the 
beloved mother, the Osborne 
ate is, as Mr. Balfour is aware, the 
private estate of the sovereign. Havy- 
ing to spend a considerable part of the 
year in the capital of this kingdom 
and in its neighborhood at Windso-, 
and having also strong honie ties in the 
county of Norfolk, which have existed 
now for nearly 40 years, the king feels 
he will be unable to make adequate use 
of Osborne house as a royal residence, 
and he, accordingly, has determined to 
offer the property in the Isle of Wight 
as a gift to the nation. 

“As Osborne house is sacred to the 
memory of the late queen, it is the king’s 
wish that, with the exception of those 
apartments which were in the personal 
occupation of her majesty, his people 
shall always have access to the house, 
which must ever be associated with her 
beloved name. As regards the rest of 
the building the king hopes it may be 
devoted to national purposes and be 
converted into a convalescent home for 
officers of the navy and army whose 
health has been impaired in rendering 
servile to their country.

There are thousands of seats 
under cover where visitors can sit, free 
of charge, and enjoy the music or the 
ocean’s waves. And this is to mothers 
and children, as well as to the aged, a 
great advantage over Revere beach, 
where only a few hundred can finda 
chance to sit dewn. There are not so 
maby amusements as at the latter beach 
but they are not needed for those who 
wish to enjoy a day of rest. 


Captured. 

A beautiful large mink, one foot and 
ten inches in length was brougbt in 
our office today by Mr. Bartholomew 
W. Reardon, No. 54 Common street, 
who succeeded in capturing him this 
morning in his hen house. The mink 
had killed during the night seventy-one 
chickens and three hens, and on a 
former visit seventy-six chickens and 
three hens. The poultry were of a 
fancy breed, very large and valuable, 
and Mr. Reardon estimates his loss at 
$125. 


There are no fewer than 801 trains in 
and out of the South station, Boston, 
every week day, beginning as early as 
4.40 A. M , and continuing up to mid- 
night,a period of about nineteen hours. 
This is a very large number, in the es- 
timation of the railroad men, and they 
state that it is exceeded by probably 
only two other statious in the world, 
These are in London, England, and 
they send out and receive about a 
thousand trains daily.—Boston Post. 

One would think with all these out- 
going trains, more than one, or possi- 
bly two local ticket windows, would be 
recessary to accommodate the people. 
Complaints are heard, especially from 
ladies, that there are no windows open 
in the waiting room where tickets may 
be purchased. As it is now, ladies 
have to stand in line among men of all 
classes and patiently await their turn. 
Many prefer to pay on the train and get 
a rebate ata suburban station. Ac- 
commodations at the North Union 
station are much better. 


—Green Harbor river in- Marshfield, 
which was dredged about three years 
ago by the governent at a cost of $80,- 
000, has so filled with sand as to be un- 


navigable at low tide. A fifty foot 
channuel, with eight feet of water at 


ebb tide, was dug, together with an 
anchorage basin. The channel has {i!1- 
ed up, while the basin is about half its 
original depth. This, with previous 
expenditures in building a dyke across 
the river in 1870, makes a waste of 
$130,000 in attempted improvements 
here. The fishermen hope for the tak- 
ing away of the dyke by the govern- 
ment. It is believed this will scour out 
the sand in the river and restore the 
excellent harbor of the olden days.— 
Rockland Free Press.

THE GIANT’S CAUSEWAY, 


Moines, 


Formation and Appearance of This 
Odd Freak of Nature. 

The Giant's causeway is situated at 
the northern extremity of County An- 
trim, a short distance from Port Rusb, 
Ireland. It eonsists of countless hosts 
of basaltic pillars, varying in shape 
from a pentagon to an octagon, the ay- 
erage length of each column or pillar 
being about eighty feet, the whole 
stacked so closely together that a knife 
blade could hardly be inserted between 
them. But the formation of these pil- 
lars is not the least wonderful part 
about them, for, although they may be 
counted by thousands and tens of 
thousands, each column is fashioned 
with a symmetry that suggests a ma- 
son’s handiwork. Their composition is 
a perfect fusion of one-half flinty earth, 
one-quarter lime and clay, one-quarter 
almost pure iron, each pillar being di- 
yided into regular lengths or joints 
which come together as a perfect, nat- 
ural ball and socket union. 

Although to be found in small de- 
tachments (imbedded in the cliffs, 
sands, ete.) for some distance along the 
shore, the principal aggregations form- 
ing the causeway proper consist of 
three projections or tongues known as 
little, middle and grand causeways. 
These singular columns are of different 
lengths and present an astonishing ap- 
pearance as they stand, an army of at 
least 40,000 strong marshaled on the 
shores of Erin as if ever ready to do 
battle with the rising tide.

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Senator Was In Usual Health 
Up to Saturday 


OVERCOME AT GOLF GAME 


Had Apparently Recovered but Was 
Stricken With Another Attack of 
Heart Failure at Midnight and Soon 
Passed Away 


Manchester, Mass., Aug. 11.—Sena- 
tor James McMillan of Michigan died 
yesterday at his summer home “Eagle 
Head.” He was in his usual health 
Saturday evening on retiring, but was 
taken ill during the night with con- 
gestion of the lungs, which a weak 
heart, from which he had suffered naay 
years, was unable to throw. 

Senator McMillan was at Essex 
County club Saturday afternoon, and 
while playing golf was obliged to pass 
over a small hill, which so affected b's 
breath that he was obliged to stop, aid, 
being overcome by slight faintness, he 
sent for a stimulant, which revived 
him, and the attack soon passed sway. 
He felt much better towards night, but 
went home without finishing the game 
and at dinner-time had recovered en- 
tirely from the afternoon's indisposi- 
tion. He remained up quite late in the 
evening, but at midnight suffered a 
severe ill turn, being pressed for 
breath and experiencing considerable 
pain. Dr. Washburn was called and 
he administered the usual heart tonics, 
which had the desired effect, and the 
patient rested comfortably until 3 
o'clock, when another attack came on, 
more severe than the first. Dr. Wash- 
burn applied the most powerful heart 
stimulants known to medical science, 
but the drug had no effect and the 
patient continued to sink until he lost 
consciousness 10 minutes before his 
death. Dr. Morrill was sent for, after 
the second attack, but did not arrive 
until just after the senator had massed 
away at 4 o'clock. There were around 
the death-bed Mrs. MeMillan, ¢heir 
daughter Amy, and a granddaughter, 
Miss Jarvis. 

Senator McMillan had been a Bum- 
mer resident of Manchester for seven 
years, he having purchased the old 
Towne estate at Eagle Head, which he 
had improved and beautified in many 
Ways, until it is now one of the finest 
estates on the north shore. 

Senator McMillan was a native of 
Ontario, having been born in Hamilton 
May 12, 1838, but in early life re- 
moved to Michigan and for many years 
has been prominently identified with 
the business interests and political life 
of that state, having for a number of 
terms been chairman of the Republi- 
can state committee. He has been a 
member of the United States senate 
Since March 4, 1889. He was chairman 
of the committee of the District of Co- 
lumbia in that body and was also a 
member of the committees on appro- 
priations, commerce, naval affairs, re- 
lations with Cuba, coast and insular 
survey and corporations organized in 
the District of Columbia. Ag chair- 
man of the district committee, Senator 
McMillan was identitied with district 
affairs and became very well known to 
the citizens of Washington, by whom 
he was highly regarded. He took a 
lively interest in the welfare of the 
district and was one of the foremost 
advocates in the efforts that are teing 
made for the improvement of the city. 

Senator McMillan’s family was prom- 
inent in social circles in Washington 
and the senator himself was a member 
of the Metropolitan and Chevy Chase 
clubs. i 

Senator McMillan became interested 
in the lake carrying trade and invested 
large sums in lake transportation, both 
freight and passenger. He also was 
heavily interested in the shipbuilding 
business on the great lakes. 

Senator McMillan became one cf the 
most prominent men in the business 
life of Detroit. He was a director in 
three banks of that city and was ulso 
a stockholder in a number of othe: 
financial institutions and local corpora- 
tions. 

Senator McMillan was a large con- 
tributor to charities of various kinds 
and made a number of notable gifts to 
educational institutions. 

The McMillan family have suffered 
sore affliction and severe loss by death 
in the past year. Senator McMillan’s 
son, James H. MeMillan, and his grand- 
son, James H. McMillan, Jr., died in 
Colorado within a few months of each 
other last winter. In addition to the 
senator's sudden death yesterday, his 
brother, William McMillan, and his 
hephew, Maurice McMillan, have re- 
cently died. 

If the family desires it a congressional 
committee from both houses of congress 
will be appointed to accompany the re- 
mains to their last resting place. The 
designations will be made by Senator 
Frye, the president pro-tem of the sen- 
ate, who now is in Maine, and by 
Speaker Henderson, who also is absent 
from Washington.

THE MINERS’ STRIKE 


Belief That Operators Will Start a 
Few Mines This Week 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 11.—The i4th 
week of the anthracite miners’ strike 
begun today. President Mitchell is au- 
thority for the statement that the strik- 
ers are in good shape. Contributions 
to the relief fund are coming in from 
many quarters now and the dissatisfac- 
tion which was tirst evinced over the 
distribution has now disappeared and 
the strikers have settled down to what 
they believe is going to be a much 
longer siege than was first anticipated. 
While the strike leaders are inclined 
to throw cold water on all reports that 
an attempt may be made to resume 
mining at an early day in the Wyoming 
region, it would not be at all surprising 
should one or two of the mines in this 
section be started up this week. ‘The 
same story has been told for weeks 
past, but there is a well authenticated 
report in circulation that the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal company nay 
start at its Wanamie colliery some day 
this week. 
A general review of the whole strike 
region shows that unless the operators 


-can break the ranks of the strikers by 


starting up a colliery here and there 
the men will be inclined to remain out 
for some time yet. The amount of re- 
lief to be distributed will not satisfy all, 
but the miners seem to be willing to 
make some sacrifices in that direction 
in the hope that eventually they will 
win. 


Filipino Catholles Split 
Manila, Aug. 11.—Isabelle de 
Reyes, the labor leader, Passual Po- 
blets, formerly a member of the Ka- 
tipunan secret society, and the Work- 
men’s Democratic union have organized 
a Philippine Cathoiic church in de- 
fection from the Roman Catholic 
church. Father Aglipay, a native, who 
Was recently excommunicated by the 
Catholie church, has been made bishop 
of the Philippine islands. Fourteen 
Junior bishops and a large lay council 
lave been named.

Volcano Threatens a Town 

Managua, Aug. 11.—The Santiago 
cone of the Masaya yoleano, in Nie- 
aragua, has been emitting vapors, ac- 
companied by groaning sounds, for the 
last 20 days. Officials report that, in 
their opinion, there is danger of an 
eruption occurring shortly. The town 
of Sun Ferando de Masaya is situated 
at the foot of the volcano, and has a 
population of 22,006 people. 


Old Actress Passes On " 

New York, Aug. 11.—Mrs. Eliza 
Young, the oldest actress of the Amer- 
ican stage, died yesterday at the Actor's 
Fund liome, West New Brighton.

A Kicking Horse. 

A writer in the National Stockman 
gives this method of treating a kicking 
horse: Put on him a strong surcingle 
and crupper. Have one ring where the 
check hook comes and one eight inches 
lower on the right side. Now run a 
strap from the lower ring to the crup- 
per about where the hip strap passes 
through. Now take a five-eighths inch 
rope fifteen feet long, fasten it to the 


ring at the check and then hook | 
through the ring in the halter and 
back through the lower ring in the 


surcingle. Strap up his left fore foot. 
This should be done in a straw yard. 
Now you have him ready. Take your 
rope and go ahead of him a few feet, 
a little to the right, and begin to pull. 
Hold him steady and let him fight this 
hard, but keep drawing his head to his 
side and he will go down to the ground. 
Now you have him where you want 
him. Show him you can do as you 
please with him. Keep him there 
until he gives up, if it takes all day. 
Show him you can handle him. 


The Butcher Bird's Larder. 

It is possible that the butcher bird's 
“curious and cruel habit” of impaling 
various creatures upon hedge thorn 
is his way of supporting his wife dur- 
ing her period of seclusion. Of mgny 
species the female is fed by the male 
on the nest, but the butcher bird's 
prey consists often of creatures which 
are too large to be eaten at a mouth- 
ful. Even if the male could always 
drag these carcasses to the nest it is 
obvious that the female could not eat 
them there; so the “larder” may hgve 
been hit upon as a happy device to 
get over the difficulty, the female fiit- 
ting thither to help herself whenever 
she is hungry.—Country Life.

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JUSTICE GRAY RESIGNS 


Ill Health Compels Retirement 


From Supreme Bench 


HIS SUCCESSOR IS NAMED 


Chief Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes 
of Massachusetts Supreme Court 
Will Accept Honor Conferred Upen

United States supreme court, yice Jus 
tice Gray, resigned. 


Holmes Hears the News 


Beverly, Mass., Aug, 12.—Chief Jus 
tice Holmes was informed of his ap 


pointment to the United States supreme 
bench by The Associated Press at his 
summer home in Beverly Farms lust 
night. He will accept the honor. He 
was at dinner at the time, but left the 
table at once to receive the messuge. 
He said: “Il do not like to be inter 
viewed, and I have nothing to say ex 
cept that The Associated Press is the 
first to inform me of my appointment.” 

He was asked if he would accept the 
honor and he replied: “Oh-yes; 1 shall 
no doubt accept it.” 

He said that probably his new daties 
will not compel him to relinguish his 
summer home at Beverly Farms, but 
further than that he did not care to 
talk. He did add, however, that he was 
greatly pleased that the appointment 
should come to bim. 

Judge Holmes was born in Boston 
March 8, 1841, and peceixed his prepara- 
tory education in E. Dixwell's pri- 
vate Latin sehool, pa siietice from 
Harvard university in 1861. He served 
in the Twentieth Massachusetts regi- 
ment in the Civil war, rising to the 
rank of Heutenant colonel. Later he 
served as aide to Brigadier General 
Wright, commanding the First division, 
Sixth corps. In December, 1865, he be- 
came a law Student in the ollice of R. M. 
Morse, and gra®uated from Harvard 
law school in 1866. He was admitted 
to the Suffolk bar in 1867 and after- 
ward began active practice of law with 
his only brother, Edward J. Holmes. 
In 1876 he became a member of the 
law firm of Shattuck, Holmes & Monroe. 
On Dee. 8, 1882, Governor Long ap- 
pointed him an associate justice of the 
supreme judicial court of Massachu- 
setts. On July 28, 1899, the late Gov- 
ernor Wolcott appointed him chief 
justice of the Massachusetts supreme 
court. 

Judge Holmes, in addition to his emi- 
nence in law matters, has achieved 
prominence as a writer and lecturer on 
legal subjects, upon which in many in- 
stances he is a recognized authority. 
At Harvard university he taught econ- 
stitutional law in 1870 and 1871, and 
was university lecturer on juris- 
prudence in 1871 and 1872. He re- 
ceived the degree of LL. ID. from Yale 
in 1866 and from Harvard in 1895. On 
June 17, 1872, Chief Justice Holmes 
married Miss Fanny Dixwell, daughter 
of Epes S. Dixwell of Cambridge, Mass. 


Resignation Not Unexpected 

Washington, Aug. 12.—Justice Gray's 
resignation was not altogether unex- 
pected. It was recognized that he 
would be unable to resume his duties 
on the bench and the genvral impres- 
sion was that he would resign at or be- 
fore the beginning of the next term of 
court in October. His successor, it is 
said, will not take his place on the bench 
until after his confirmation by the sen- 
ate. This is the unwritten practice in 
the case of appointments to the supreme 
conrt Justice Gray has been st Na-

his summer home, ‘tor 
some time. He was always an ardent 
Republican. Like his sneecessor in 


office, he was chief justice of the su- 
preme court of Massachusetts before 
his appointment to the United States 
supreme court 

The resignation of Justice Gray was 
due to ill health. Several months ago 
he suffered a stroke of apoplexy which, 
some time later, was followed by an- 
other. He has not appeared on the 
bench since he was stricken the first 
time. His advanced age—74 years— 
told against his recovery with serious 
force. Realizing that he probably never 
would be able again toassunie the place 
which he so long bad. filled with 
ability and honor, he decided a short 
time ago to tender his resignation to 
the president. With the exception of 
Justice Harlan, he served on the bench 
of the United States supreme court 
longer than any of his present col- 
leagues. He Was appointed an asso- 
ciate justice by President Arthur on 
Dec. 19, 1881.

We do not like to pose as advocating 
longer hours for any business, private 
or public, especially at this season of 
the year, but it has been repeatedly 
brought to our notice that public 
library is not accommodating the public 
as to hours. We have hesitated to com - 
ment on the matter for personal reasons, 
knowing the librarian and assistants 
work as many hours »s they should, as 
there is much work to be done outside 
of the time the library is open to the 
public. We think the fault is not with 
them and possibly not with the trus- 
tees. More help is needed more 
money and the trustees should ask and 
insist on having it instead of allowing 
the appropriation to be cutdown as the 
Council committee try to do each year, 
There are places to economize but the 
library is not one of them. 

We have a building to be 
(a gift to the city); a large collection 
of books, and the distribution should 
be a matter of accommodation to every 
class of citizens and not alone the 
people of leisure, or of short business 
hours. As the hours are now, one to 
six, apy one working until six o’clock 
cannot have the use of the library ex- 
cept on Saturday evenings when it is 
crowded and almost impossible to get 
the book desired. Many have given up 
taking books in summer. 

If the hours during the warm weather 
were three to eight it would give better 
service and the hours of the assistants 
could be so arranged they would not 
all have to work every night. 

The first of September the library 
should keep open from one to eight or 
nive o'clock during the winter as is 
done in other towns and cities the size 
of Quincy. 

Another reason why our

of reading accommodations. Otber li 
braries have large, quiet, reading rooms 
with tables well supplied with the lat- 
est magazines and reference books 
bandy. Some day this will doubtless 
be remedied but in the meantime let us 
keep abreast of the times and give the 
public as good service as to hours and 
new books as possible and consistent 
with the means at hand.

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Addie“R. Kellar Sues Betts, 
From the Boston Herald. 

There was an interesting hearing in 
Judge Colt’s lobby yesterday morning 
in the Federal building in the matter of 
Addie R. Kellar against Frederick E. 
Betts and several others who were 
partners in and. connected with the 
celebrated firm of J. M. Fisher & Co 
and the Cobb- Everett 
Company. 

Mrs. Keller, who claims to bea wi- 
dow, alleges that she put $2400 into 
the hands of Betts and the others and 
that the money was misappropriated. 
She seeks, therefore, to have a receiver 
appointed and an injunction issued 
from the United States circuit court, 
and proposes to make a vigorous search 
for the funds which with others aggre- 
gatiog, in all, it is said, over $300,000, 
have been disposed of in a mauner 
known only to Betts and his confreres. 

Boardman Hal! appeared for the 
plaintiff, and associated with him are 
Judge John F. Libby and Robert A. 
Belcher. The defendents were also 
represented by counsel at the hearing. 
Che papers in the including the 
bill of complaint, a financial statement 
16 or 17 affidavits, were filed 
in the office of the clerk of the circuit 
court yesterday morning, and were later 
taken by Judge Colt, who will consider 
them and give his decision at 11 o’cluck 
today. 

The scheme, it would appear from 
the affidavits, originated in the brain 
of Luther H. Bailey, who is said to 
have come over from New York under 
a fictitious name, for reasons supposed 
to be excellent but known only to him- 
self, and became associated with Fred- 
erick E. Betts. His scheme for get- 
ting rich, it is said, was given in great 
detail to Betts, and under bis skilful 
manipulations soon grew to such colos- 
sal proportions that Bailey was unable 
to recognize in it any semblance to the 
brain, child which he had confided to 
Bett’s care. 

Fri in the financial statemeut, which 
has been prepared by an expert, it ap- 
pears that the Cobb-Everett Invest- 
ment Company received between 
$105,000 and $107,000, and in 47 days 
the Federal Trust Company, whose 
financial statement is not complete, 
received some $67,000. In all, it is 
claimed, it is known that Betts and 
Bailey received through the different 
concerns in the names of which they 
did business in tie neighborhood of 
$300,000 which is absolutely unac- 
counted for, and which it is now pro- 
posed to discover, if that is within 
the bounds of possibility.

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COAL STRIKE SCENES. 


Aspects and Contrasts In the 
Anthracite Fields. 


FINE VILLAS OF THE OPERATORS 


How the Rich and the Poor Live. 
Happy Holidays For the Mine 
Mules—Running Mines and Manag- 
ing Miners—An Irish Groom’s De- 
votion to His Employer—Bad Tem- 
per of Reckless Strikers, 


Movement is halted; there is a sense

You pass wiles and 


miles of empty coal cars on the sid 
ings; freight yards are clioked wiih 
cold and idle locomo . close 
packed, not a man near them. In the 
valleys the grimy, black Lreakcrs, an 
gular, lopsided structures, hich and 
huge, having indeed a look of inani 


mate malignancy, squat in exasperat- 
ing patience on great dismal hills of 
their own dust and waste. They deso 
late the landscape; nothing grows upon 
them, and around them everything is 
wild. Excepting these culm piles and 
the tall, stark breakers there is no 
sign of the method by which the people 
in the tawdry villages gain a liveli- 
hood. The rest is underground. 

Many railroads cut slong the hill- 
sides and send switches down to the 
mouths of the pits which the breakers 
cover. The other morning, from the 
car window, three different roads 
(built in days of competition), with 
their spurs, were visible from the car 
windows as we ran along a mountain 
slope, and not a car moving on any 
of them. In bhuckleberry pastures you 
saw blue forms, muscular men in un- 
soiled jeans stooping over the small 
bushes with pails and baskets; at sta- 
tions there were numbers of them, si- 
lent, but not stolid, and you could see 
they were not, even after three months, 
used to loating. A few had changed 
their “shift” or working clothes for 
inufti, and with odd black trunks bear- 
fig Hungarian or Italian railway 
labels were going to other fields or 
home to the old countries. 

Twice outside Scranton and Maha- 
noy City strikers were seen on the 
huge culm piles trying to pick good 
coal out of the refuse to carry home to 
sell. Nearly all companies have for- 
bidden this, and those special guards 
for mining regions, the coal and iron 
police, recruited largely in the tough 
places of cities, patrol the properties 
and camp within the stockades, 

In the midst of these torn valleys 
somewhere there is often a villa, where 
the superintendent of the mines or the 
operator or the owner dwells. When 
you pass through the exquisite grill 
gate, you are in grounds like those 
over by Wheatley hills, and around 
them is a high fence, shutting out all 
sight of the raw brown gashes and the 
drear, gloomy hills of slate colored 
dross and leaving only a view of the 
tops of the green mountains and the 
sky. The fence itself is hidden by 
trimmed hedges; the lawns are smooth 
shaven, 
ed and outlandish trees, poplars 
brought by the owner as souvenirs of 
a tour through Lombardy, pines from 
Fontainebleau, and a formal garden 
suggested by one in England where he 
was entertained. The edges of the 
walks are as precisely straight as the 
edges of a T square; the walks are 
pebbled with small white conglomerate 
from the mountains, 

The house is covered to the eaves 
with ivy and honeysuckle and morning 
glory, and Dutch pipes spread their 
wide leaves over the veranda trellis 
with the regularity of shingles. There 
is a small pine grove carpeted with 
brown needles, rustic seats and places 
for hammocks. The stable is, though 
small, as beautiful within as George 
Gould’s, at Lakewood—bit steels shin- 
ing in glass wall cases, silver mounted 
harnesses gleaming in others and half 
a dozen Brewster carriages and carts 
and runabouts and omnibuses keeping 
fresh and glossy under white sheets. 
There are only four horses—the opera- 
tor is an automobilist—but their stalls 
are a delight. They are the last word 
in stallmaking. Through a screen door, 
which lets in pure air while keeping 
out files, there is the cow stable, im- 
maculate, its straw sweeter than ho- 
tel beds in many of the Caribbees. 

And outside are the cows, Jerseys, 
pure in breed, wholesome to look at, 
pretty as those painted by Van Marcke, 
grazing on a velvet lawn. A gate opens 
into the golf course, smoothly rolled, 
closely cropped, with tees for wet 
weather and other tees for dry. Oaks 
and elms are the hazards, except for 
one artificial bunker, which has not 
been permitted to put any difficulty In 
the way of the links being a picture. 
They are pretty stiff hazards. The 
name of the links is Guess Where. 
Out of it you open a gate in the hedge 
to the mule yard. 

It is cut up as though with the frolics 
of a thousand hoofs. You are surprised 
to learn that it was really cut up by 
8,000, and the mules are in three or 
four long, temporary structures put up 
hurriedly last May when the strike was 
declared, to be torn down when the 
strike is ended. The mules are eating 
their supper. Each day they eat a 
quart of corn and a quart of oats and 
seven pounds of bay per head, and are 
sleek and fat. Some of them had not 
been up out of the underground tunnels 
where they work for twelve years. 
None had been up for five or six unless 
it was to go to the well appointed mule 
hospital. When they were brought up. 
they were stunned by the sunlight 
They were turned out to grass and did 
not know what to do. They smelied the 


with numerous sorts of stunt- | 


fir and looked Um great distances and 
put thelr noses to the field, and then, 


after awhile, they laid themselves 
down and in sudden access of joy roll- 
ed and kicked and nipped one another 
on the neck. It must have been lovely. 

Outside all this, beyond the palings 
and the hedgerows, are the culm piles, 
higher than the St. Paul building (New 
York), some of them like volcanoes in 
form and not unlike Pelee in utter bare- 
~pss, and near them, perhaps on a green 
slope, are the wining settlements. 

We light the automobile and start. 
Opportunity for contrasts, you think— 
the operator's villa and the miner's 
cabin; a hothouse of perfect flowers 
here and a bunch of paper roses on the 
mantel there; everything comfortable 
to one’s desire within and the harsh- 
ness of the lot of the common worker 
without. But the contrast strikes you 
only as the contrast of life everywhere. 
There are those above us and below us 
in fortune in whatever sphere we 
dwell, and the test—isn’t it?—is wheth- 
er we treat them as we ought, decent 
respect without obsequiousness for 
those above, nothing but kind gener- 
osity for those below. I know operators 
and owners in these valleys—unfortu- 
nately I am withheld from being spe- 
cific—who have all their lives accepted 
“the tax of befriending poverty and 
weakness” and have been helpful and 
considerate with their dependents. 
Their wives have sewed strong gar 
ments and built hospitals and me- 
chanics’ institutes for them, and when 
there was a deficiency in the township 
school fund, as there is usually each 
year, the husbands have paid it up. 
Many of the families which own the 
mines now lease them to railroads, but 
they retain a little concern and interest, 
not perhaps as much as before, in the 
workers. Some of the original owners 
were themselves miners or plain farm- 
ers and by industry, thrift and special 
cleverness were enabled to buy land at 
$10 an acre, underneath which, later, 
coal was found, and their descendants 
thus came by their present ability to 
live in villas merely by taking royalty 
on each ton their property yields to the 
lessees. 

There is a band of strikers on the 
bridge as we cross in the automobile. 
The operator greets them; all of them 
answer but one. “That dark young 
fellow who would not speak to me,” 
the operator says, “is one of those who 
started the difficulty here. Strikes 
come in cycles, big ones about once 
in ten years. When we've adjusted 
things with one set of workers, the 
mule boys and the breaker boys grow 
up, and then they get to discussing 
themselves, and the older ones are in- 
fluenced, as one is always, by his en- 
vironment and companions. Did you 
ever notice that strike leaders are al 
Ways young men?’ 

The miners’ houses were roomy and 
neat and above the average and bet- 
ter than many thousands of workmen 
in New York city have to live in even 
after the Tenement House association 
has prosecuted the landlords. But in 
other places, at Hickory Ridge, out- 
side Shamokin, and at a place between 
Shenandoah and Girardville, and at 
Ashley, south of Wilkesbarre, there 
are, indeed, some pitiably inadequate 
habitations, in what city people would 
call the slum quarters. But I am 
speaking of scarcely a dozen build 
ings altogether of this bad sort in the 
eighteen mining villages I have seen 

One of the unhappy phases of this 
strike is that the very persons whom 
superintendents, owners and opera 
tors helped the most are now the most 
rabid and inciting and most eager to 
do them injury. There may have been 
something wrong with the method of 
caring for them. Frequently we make 
our relief to the poor either so pain 
ful or so ungracious that they rather 
die than take it. But I have heard of 
a pleasant appreciation, too, how in 
the Schuylkill region on the night of 
the Shenandoah riot an Irish groom 
paced all night long, up and down 
on guard, before the gate of the house 
of his employer (a mine operator) 
with a revolver in his hand and never 
let him know about it. A rich man 
who has the sort of character to en- 
list secret devotion like that cannot 
be altogether a bard master. 

In the anthracite cities there is al- 
most the Sunday appenrance that 
there is in the valleys. Hotels are 
empty, callboys and waiters lag about, 
and the halls have echoes; street cor- 
ners are full of men saying little; oth- 
er men in shirt sleeves sit on their 
porches reading newspapers and smok 
ing with an air of feeling themselves 
out of their element with nothing to 
do. When you enter a store, you find 
yourself the only one there. Street 
cars run only at long intervals, and 
conductors and motormen are on half 
time. Practically no business !s being 
done. Many saloons have had to quit. 
Here in Shenandoah state soldiers in 
khaki, galloping orderlics and cavalry- 
men and a provost guard holding up 
every one at the lines at night who has 
ho passport make the city seem like 
invaded territory. On account of re- 
straint forcefully imposed there are 
Bullenness and desperate thoughts and 
even desperate action among the reck- 
less element, as when in the dark the 
other morning they shot at and stoned 
the camping soldiers from behind lau- 
rel bushes.

NO CONTEMPT OF COURT 


Intended by Departure of 


Power For Canada 


LIGHT ON A FAMOUS SUIT 


Counsel For Plaintiff In Action 


Against Directors of Canadian Pa- 


cific Road Tells Why Identity of 


Principals Was Concealed 


New York, Aug. 12.—At the hearing 
yesterday in the suit of Peter Power 
against the directors of the Northern 
Pacific railroad to prevent them from 
turning over the stock of the company 
to the Northern Securities company, 
George A. Lamb, counsel for Power, 
admitted that his client was living at 
Montreal under the name of “P. Blake.” 
Mrs. Kate Carey, the proprietor of a 
hotel at West Hurley, N. Y., the place 
where Power was last seen, bad testi- 
fied to the presence of Power and his 
wife at her place and to thelr de- 
parture, accompanied by a mab who she 
identified as Attorney Lamb. Wit- 
ness thea told of driving Mr. and Mrs. 
Power and Lamb to the Rhinebeck 
ferry. 

After Camille Weidenfeld, the broker, 
had been excused until today, W. D. 
Guthrie, of counsel for the defense, 
asked that Lamb take the stand. Lamb 
asked the privilege of making a state- 
ment. Mr. Guthrie said he would per- 
mit the explanation providing he would 
explain his trip to West Hurley and 
Power's escape to Canada. “Mr. 
Power,” said Guthrie, “is living in the 
Queen's Hotel, Montreal, under the 
fictitious name of P, Blake.” 

“That is true,” admitted Lamb, and 
then he entered into a long statement. 
He told of finding Power at West Hur- 
ley in a highly nervous condition and 
desirous of going to Montreal, to which 
he (Lamb) objected. Power, he said, 
promised to come to this city at ouce 
should Judge Lacomb decide that he 
was in contempt. Lamb declared that 
he had tried by means of telegrams to 
Montreal! to induce Power to return 
and had sent funds for that purpose. 

Lamb then told of being counsel for 
the firm (now dissolved) of Lawson, 
Weidenfeld & Co., and of conducting 
Mauch litigation for Weidenfeld — per- 
sonally. He had heard discussed on 
every side the subject of the Noythern 
Securities company and its lebality. 
He had many talks with Weidenfeld 
concerning this. 

“I told Weidenfeld,” said Mr. Lamb, 
“that no one in Wall street dare start 
an action. Any banker or broker who 
dared to commence a suit to combat the 
enormous accumulation of capital 
would have his business practically 
ruined by the interested parties. Wei- 
denfeld then suggested tnat some re- 
sponsible man be found who could pro- 
tect the real principals and conceal 
their identity entirely. If such a man 
could be found, Weidenfeld told me, he 
would agree to purchase stock for him 
and commence a suit in bis name. 

“I suggested Peter Power as a yomhg 
man who was responsible and also had 
inherited some money as a proper nan. 
In the meantime I was constantly be- 
ing importuned by my clients to take 
seme action against these people. 
Later I found that the state of Minne- 
sota, through its governor and attorney 
general, proposed to take some action. 
I visited St. Paul and there met the 
governor and attorney general. They 
heartily welcomed any action upon my 
part. In fact the governor told me he 
at one time thought it would bea good 
idea for the state of Minnesota to buy 
some Northern Pacific stock and bring 
a suit as a stockholder. So the Power 
suit was commenced, as well as by 
other clients of mine holding , 
blocks of the stock. 

“I have always been willing to pro- 
duce Power at the proper time and 
neither Power nor myself has at any 


large 


; time desired to do anything that could 


be construed as tending to show this 
court disrespect or to hold it 
tempt.” 

Guthrie endeavored to tind out from 
Lamb whether there hud been a cer- 
tificate of stock of the Northern Pa- 
cific railway in the name ‘of Peter 
Power. Lamb said there had always 
been a certificate of stock. Guthrie 
hext asked who drew the complaint in 
the present action and Lamb ssid jt 
was the joint work of himself, a Mr. 
Buckley and Judge Lancaster of St. 
Paul. 

Guthrie tried to induce Lamb to tell 
more concerning the certilicate of 
stock which he alleged was uwned by 
Power and upon which the latter's 
right to bring suit was based. but 
Lamb refused to do su on the ground 
that he could not do so without con- 
sulting his clients. The ta wyer for the 
defense declared that the action of a 
lawyer in getting a man to act. as 
plaintiff, behind whom the true plaintiff 
could conceal their identity, might 
prove to be a conspiracy. 

Guthrie then insisted on knowing 
, how much money Lamb had paid Power 
on July 31 last and for what purpose, 
but the witness replied that that was 
confidential. Finally, the examination 
Was adjourned until today.

Venezuelan Strongholds Fall 
Before Revolutionists 


CITY OF BARCELONA SACKED 


- 


In Some Instances Inoffensive Women 
and Children Were Maltreated and 
Killed—Consuls Ask For Men-of- 
War to Protect Life and Property 


Port of Spain, Island of Trinidad, Aug. 
13.--Details of the fighting at Barce- 
lona, Venezuela, received here by boat, 
show that a terrible battle started on 
Sunday, Aug. 3, and that on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday the revolutionists 
entered the city. They kept up a con- 
tinuous firing day and night, destroy- 
the 
At midnight on 
Thursday two-thirds of the city was in 
the power of the revolutionists. On 
Friday the government strongholds 
Were carried and the last survivors of 
the government officers tried to escape 
by the river to the sea, but failing in 


ing houses one by one to reach 
centre of the city. 


this they made one last stand, after 
which, on Friday at noon, they sur- 
rendered to the revolutionist com- 


muanders, Generals Francisco, Monagas 
and Platero. 

Among those taken prisoners are 
Martin Marcano, president of the state 
of Barcelona and commander of the gov+ 
ernment troops, eight generhls and 25 
colonels. The dead on both sides num- 
bered 167. All houses in the city were 
sacked and in some instances inoffensive 
womep and children were maltreated 
and killed. All stores were pillaged, 
especially those belonging to foreign- 
ers, and the French cable office was 
robbed. The American, Italian and 
Dutch consulates were pillaged and the 
consuls have asked for men-of-war to 
protect life and property. 

United States Minister Bowen at 
Caracas has cabled the United States 
cruiser Cincinnati to go to Bareelona 
Without delay and to take provisions. 

The Topeka is anchored at Port 
Cabello, the Marietta is on the Orinoco. 
the German Warship Falke is at Cura- 
coa, and the Italian cruiser Giovanni 
Bausan and the British cruiser Pallas 
are at La Guaira. 


Washington, Aug 13.—Minister 
30wen has cabled the state department 
from Caracas that our consul at Baree- 
lona has informed him by wire that 
Barcelona has been taken by the revo 
lutionists: that they are sacking the 
town and that in his judgment the pro- 
tection of a vessel should be iImme- 
diately afforded him. Mr. Bowen says 
he has cabled the Cincinnati to return 
without delay. He notes that the To- 
peka is at Porto Cabello and the Ma- 
rietta up the Orinoco river. 

After a conference between the state 
and navy department officials in re- 
gard to Minister Bowen's dispatch the 
following instructions were cabled to 
the cemmunder of the Topeka at Porto 
Cabeflo: , 

‘Vessel needed immediately at Barce- 
lona. If you sail before the Cincinnati 
arrives from Curoacoa leave for her 
instructions cabled you yesterday.” 

Before the instructions were sent the 
Cincinnati reported her arrival at 
Porto Cabello, whereupon the instrue- 
tions were modified so as to direct that 
one of the ships proceed inmediately 
to Barcelona. This leaves it discre- 
tionary with Captain McLean of the 
Cincinnati, the senior officer present, 
to send the Topeka or go himself witn 
the Cincinnati. The vessel which re- 
mains will be prepared to land blue- 
jackets at Porto Cabello in case of 
necessity.

Of Famous Conference During 
the Civil War 


PAYMENT FOR SLAVES 


Might Enter lnto an Agreement For 
Union and Peace as an Offset to Un- 
conditional Surrender of Confeder- 
ates—Disapproved by His Cabinet 


speech made some time ago by Sena- 
tor Vest of Missouri, calling in question 
some statement made by Colonel Wat- 
terson, the following article by Colonel 
Watterson appeared in The 
Journal: 

“Assuredly Mr. Lincoln indicated a 


willingness on his part to enter Into 
some kind of obligation as the price of 
the yestoration of the union. Two 
months later, when, by force of arms, 
General Lee was compelled to surrender 
to General Grant, the terms of this ‘un- 
conditional surrender, were made most 
generous. Is it stretching the argument 
to assume that, if Mr. Stephens and his 
colleagues had not been empowered 
to treat, Mr. Lincoln was not prepared 
to go even further and to be even more 
generous? In the general conversation 
had between Mr. Lincoln and Mr. 
Seward on the one hand and the Con- 
federate commissioners on the other, 
Mr. Lincoln intimated that payment for 
the slaves might enter into an agree- 
ment for union and peace. We quote 
the following from Mr. Stephen's pub- 
lished statement: 

““He went on to say that he would 
be willing to be taxed to remunerate 
the southern people for their slaves. 
He believed the people of the north were 
as responsible for slavery as the people 
of the south; and if the war should then 
cease, with the voluntary abolition of 
slavery by the states, he should be in 
favor, individually, of the government 
paying a fair indemnity for the loss 
to the owners. He said he believed 
this feeling had an extensive existence 
atthe north. He knew some who were 
ip favor of an appropriation as high as 
$400,000,000 for this purpose. “I could 
mention persons,” said he, “whose 
names would astonish you, who are 
willing to do this if the war shall now 
cease without further expense, and 
with the abolition of slavery, as stated.” 
But on this subject, he said, he could 
give no assurance—enter into no stip- 
ulation. He barely expressed his own 
feelings and views, and what he be- 
lieved to be the views of others upon the 
subject.’ 

“The point is whether Mr. Lincoln 
did or did not contemplate payment for 
the slaves. In the foregoing extract 
from Mr. Stephens it is plain that he 
did. But the evidence does not rest 
there. The day after this Fortress 
Monroe conference, when Mr. Lincoln 
and Mr. Seward and returned to Wash- 
ington, a cabinet meeting was held. At 
this cabinet meeting Mr. Lincoln sub- 
mitted in the form of 1 proposed mes- 
Suge to congress the two doc iments 
above referred to. One was @# joint 
resolution to be passed by the two 
houses of congress appropriating the 
$400,000,000. The other was a procla- 
mation, to be issued by himself as presi- 
dent when the joint resolution had been 
passed by congress, 

“These two documents stand teday 
in Mr. Lincoln's own handwriting. 
They are living witnesses at least to the 
truth of his intention and the magnam- 
ity of his character. That was all that 
was meant to be proved by those who 
originally gave then, publicity. The 
cabinet was opposed to Mr. Lincoln’s 
plan. ‘How long will the war last?’ he 
asked. ‘A hundred days? We are 
pending $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 a day. 
There’s the money, not counting the 
lives. But you are all against me and 
I will not send the message. ‘There- 
upon he put the documents away with 
the following superscription: ‘Febru- 
ary 5, 1865: ‘Today these papers, which 
explain themselves, were drawn up and 
submitted to the cabinet, and unani- 
mously disapproved by them.

VALET ROBBED HIS MASTER 


And Turned Plunder Over to “Mys- 
Lady”—Pvarl 
$60,000 and Nearly $100,000 Worth

London, Aug. 13.—The Marquis of 
Anglesey has recovered nearly all his 
jewelry, stolen, through the connivance 
of a valet named Gault from a London 
hotel jastautumn. Many precious heir- 
looms were among the missing property, 
including the great Paget pear-shaped 
pearl, worth $60,000. 

The story of the recovery of the Angle- 
sey jewels provides all the elements of 
agreatromance. The valet whorobbed 
his master, the mysterious lady who 
disappeared with the plunder, the in 
nocent people in Paris who wanted to 
return it to its owner—on the basis of 
a cash payment—and the detective and 
his confederates who succeeded in 
“spoiling their game,” might all have 
sprung from the imagination of a Conan 
Doyle. 

With characteristic shrewdness De- 
tective Drew kept back the full details 
of Gault’s confession until the recovery 
of practically the whole of the jewels 
Was assured. Had he published it as 
soon as it Was made, the land in whose 
possession they were might have 
dropped them into the set. As It was, 
shortly after Gault’s trial a man in 
Paris communicated with Lord Angle- 
sey’s representatives, saying he  be- 
lieved he had come across some of the 
jewels and would be willing to sell them 
back. 

To encourage him, in his amiable dis- 
position the detectives, acting as Lord 
Anglesey’s friends, bought several of 
the jewels at nominal prices. Theruse 
was effectual. Presently the man in 
Paris spoke of the great pear-shaped 
pearl, valueé at $60,000. For this $7000 
was offered, but the negotiator was dis- 
Satisfied, and said he would like to see 
Lord Angiesey himself. Accordingly, 
one of his lordship’s servants dressed 
for the part and went to Paris. 

“Where did you get the jewels?” he 
asked. “Wo were searching the ashes 
at Martinique after the ecuption of 
Mt. Pelee,” was the reply, “and we 
found them there in a tin box with a 
letter saying what they were.” 

Eventually it was urranged that a rep- 
resentative of the marquis (who was in 
reality a detective) should accom- 
pany the man to a cafe, where his two 
friends who had the pear! should haud 
it over in exchange forthe money. The 
man made a condition that the de- 
tective should remain in one part of the 
cafe while he went among the crowd 
in another part and obtained the pearl. 
This was agreed upon and he went 
away, fetched the pear! from his friends, 
and handed itover. The detective guve 
a signal and within two minutes the 
three men. were apprehended. Women 
in the crowd had been acting as de- 
tectives, and had noticed the two men 
from whom the jewel was obtained. 

Chief Inspector Drew arranged the 
coup. Three weeks ago he left London, 
giving it out that he was going to 
Switzerland on holiday in order to throw 
interested persons off the scene. It was 
from Switzerland thati he organized 
the recovery of the jewels and the cap- 
ture of the men. He has succeeded in 
getting back nearly $150,000 worth of 
the jeweiry lost, the value of the whole 
of which was estimated at something 
over $200,000. :

Length, 707feet; beam, 71% feet; depth, 
89 feet, and draught 29 feet. Her ton- 
nage is 19,500 tons. She is to be of 39, 
000 horse-power and will have ac 
commodations for 1000 cabin pas- 
sengers.

the appointment of a receiver for the 
funds which the latter is supposed to 
have in his possession and which he is 
alleged to have secured from Mrs.

Judge Colt said: ‘* While I am satis- 
fied, from a consideration of these affi- 
davits, that there has been fraud of the 
zrossest kind, you are asking in a court 
of equity for relief by way of tempo- 
rary injunction, but it does not appear 
from this bill just why the relief should 
be granted.”’ 

Judge Colt said the court could take 
no action, inasmuch as the bill was 
faulty aud showed no reason why an 
injunction should issue and a receiver 
be appointed. 

Atty. Bordman Hall, who appeared 
for the plaintiff, acknowledged that the 
bill had been drawn hurriedly by a 
young man in his office, and offered to 
prepare a new bill. 

The court said he would issue an 
order to show cause why an injunction 
should be granted, returnable a week 
from today, after which the defendants 
would be given a week to prepare 
counter-aftidavits. 

The hearing will be three weeks from 
today.

Tom Loftus’ Career. 

Thomas J. Loftus, one of the owners 
of the Washington American league 
team, has been a conspicuous figure in 
baseball circles for many years. He 
was born Noy. 15, 1856, at St. Louis 
and began to play ball with the Chris- 
tian Brothers’ team of his native city. 
He first came into prominence as a 
member of the then noted St. Louis 
Red Sox, in 1876, which made a great 
reputation for itself that year. In 1877 
he signed with the then crack Mem- 
phis team. 

One of the most noteworthy contests 
he took part in that season was played 
at Allegheny, Pa., June 2, when Mem- 
phis defeated the locals by 3 to 2 in 
the nineteenth inning. In 1878 Lof- 
tus joined the Peoria team and played 
second base. Previous to this he had 
played in the outfield. He went to 
Dubuque, [a., in 1879 and settled down 
there, playing with the local team that 
year and the next one. He was con- 
nected with the local team in one way 
or another for several years; then in 
1883 he joined the famous St. Louis 
Browns, but participated in only six 
championship contests owing to illness, 

In the spring of 18ST he accepted the 
management of the Cleveland team 
and remained there until 1890, when 
he was engaged to manage the Cin.

cinnatis. He continued there until the 
fall of 1891, when he returned to his 
home in Dubuque and remained out 
of baseball until 1894, when he as- 
sumed control of the Columbus club of 
the Western league. 

Loftus remained with that organiza- 
tion until the fall of 1899, when he 
disposed of his interests there to ac- 
cept the management of the Chicago 
National league team. He had charge 
of the Chicagos two seasons—1900 and 
1901—and then he was given an op- 
portunity to become interested finan- 
cially in the Washington club of the 
American league, and he accepted it.

House With Pleasing Exterior and 
Interior—Cost $2,200. 
(Copyright, 192, by Dennis & Gastmeyer, 
280 Broadway, New York.] 
Houses built on colonial lines are al- 
Ways in demand and for several rea- 
sons, apart from their pleasing ap- 
pearance. They can be erected at a 
comparatively small cost, and they can

be so built that roominess will be a 
special feature without detracting from 
the exterior. Both these considera- 
tions are in evidence in the designs 
herewith shown. 

The entire exterior is pleasing to the 
eye. The house is ornamented by a 
good sized and well shaded piazza that 
stretches across the entire front of 
the building and continues around one 
side. A bay window also enhances 
the effect of the whole structure. 

The foundation is built of stone. The 
cellar contains a hot air furnace, coal 
bins, ete. 

The frame is built of bemlock, 
sheathed, covered with building paper

and clapboards. All of the interior 
walls are covered with plaster and fin- 
ished with a hard white finish. Trim- 
ming and doors are made of white- 
wood. 

The kitchen and bathroom contain all 
modern sanitary improvements. 

The body of the house is painted a 
pearl gray, with dark gray trimmings. 
The shingles in the roof are left natu- 
ral. 

The interior trimmings on the first 
floor are furnished in the natural wood,

while the trimmings on the second 
floor are enameled white. 

This house can be built complete, 
with hot air furnace and open plumb- 
ing, for a sum not to exceed $2,200, 


Sanitary Floor Varnish. 

An excellent floor varnish may eas- 
ily be prepared by dissolving a pound 
of spirit copal gum, a pound of gum 
sandarach and one-quarter pound of 
shellac in methylated spirits, a gallon, 
afterward well stirring into the var- 
nish one-quarter ounce of carbolic 
acid. It may be prepared in a variety 
of shades by adding any of the aniline 
dyes soluble in spirits or may be col- 
ored as follows: For mahogany add to 
the above five ounces bismarck brown; 
for light oak, dark oak and walnut add 
dry vandyke brown in variable prce- 
portions. Before applying the varnish, 
says the Decorators and Painters’ 
Magazine, the floors should be given a 
coat of glue size, which must be al- 
lowed to thoroughly dry; then apply 
the varnish quickly and evenly with a 
fine brush. These varnishes dry hard 
tnd sharp, with an excellent gloss, and 
nre quite durable when submitted to 
heavy usage. They are also useful as 
disinfectants, as they destroy all liv- 
ing matter that may exist in the dust 
which so often accumulates on floors. 


Value of Ventilation. 

There is nothing more essential to 
health than fresh air and sunshine, 
not only in outdoor exercise, but in 
the home. Especially must the living 
Bud sleeping rooms have sunlight and 
ventilation, says a writer in the New 
York Press. Many cases of inactive 
skin and scalp troubles and poor com- 
plexions are due to sleeping in badly 
ventilated rooms. It should be under- 
stood generally that one of the mis 
sions of the sun is to deodorize and 
purify. There is vitality in sunlight. 
The sun is the great enemy of disease 
germs. Let the sun have a chance to 
do its work in the sleeping rooms,

STATE COMMITTEE'S CALL 


For Support of Regular Republieas 


Nominee For Governor—Charge 


That Bolting Condidate Seeks to 


Defame the Party 


Barre, Vt., Aug. 13.—Barre seems to 
be the centre of the political agitation 
in one state between the Clement and 
McCullough factions. There are two 
Republican city committees here, each 
claiming to be the legal one. One was 
elected Jast June at a regular caucus, 
and when elected was supposed to be 
divided in choice betweey the three 
candidates for governor, McCullough, 
Proctor and Clement. Abouttwo weeks 
afterward it was found that five of the 
seven members favored Clement, and 
they called another caucus and re- 
signed. On Aug. 2 the McCullough peo- 
ple got together and elected a commitiee 
of seven, which was called the regular 
Republican city committee. 

The Republican state committee and 
the county committee met the city and 
town committees of this county in Mont- 
pelier and refused to recognize the one 
chosen on Aug. § as the regular Repub- 
lican city committee of Barre. When 
this latter committee was elected two 
of its members belonged to the other 
committee, and both have been filled 
and the committee now has seven mem- 
bers, all favorable to McCullough. New 
headquarters have been openeG here 
by both the McCullough and Clen ent 
men and each faction will rake a hot 
fight to carry the county. 

The Republican state cummittee yes- 
terday issued the following from Mont- 
pelier: 

At the Republican State Convention 
held at Montpelier June 19th there were 
three men supported for its first honor, 
each by a constituency of respectable 
proportions. They submitted their 
grounds of preferment to the determina- 
tion of the Convention; one only could 
win; two must suffer defeat, and when 
defeated there was for them but one 
honorable alternative which was to ac- 
cept defeat like men and give their 
hearty support to the Convention's 
choice. 

That the Convention finally selected 
the man who on the first ballot led bya 
large plurality gave no ground of of- 
fence to the unsuccessful candidates 
and their friends. Indeed, one of these, 
with his supporters by their magnani- 
mous action, made possible the result. 

Then it was that the Clement bolt 
began. 

It was without other cause than his 
defeat. 

Through his delegates Mr. Clement 
bad participated in the Convention end 
if he had been its nominee he would 
have given it his loya!l adherence and 
would have confidently relied upon the 
loyal support of his party. 

Since the Convention nothing has 
arisen, no fact has been discovered 
which can justify any Republican in 
attempting to defeat its chosen candl- 
dates or to change the results of its de- 
liberations. 

Mr. Clement alleges that he doubts 
the sincerity of the Republican party in 
Vermont in its plank concerning the sub- 
mission of the license local option law 
to the vote of the people and seeks thus 
to justify his secession. But when was 
the Republican party of Vermont or of 
the nation untrue toits pledges? From 
its inceptien to the present hour has the 
party of liberty under Freemont, of the 
Constitution and Union under Lincoln 
and Grant, of sound money and protec- 
tion to American industries under 
Hayes, Garfield, Arthur, Harrison and 
McKinley, crowned by its ‘ honorable 
and philanthropic position towards 
Cuba and the Philippines--when and 
wherein has it in either state or nation 
betrayed its trust or wandered from 
the paths of honor, justice and recti- 
tude? In the light of its history then, 
he who would impugn the honor and 
good faith of the Republican party im- 
peaches his own. 

The Convention favored the submis- 
sion to the people of the question of 
license and local option or state pro- 
hibition because it was deemed a wise 
and proper concession to a growing: nid 
insistent demand for such a reference 
which came alike from the friends and 
the foes of the prohibitory law. 

Those who opposed prehibition as- 
serted that a local-option law would best 
contro] and would best restrict the sale 
of intoxicating liquor, and that a refer- 
ence to the people would show a ma- 
jority favorable tosuchalaw. Friends 
of State prohibition claimed that such 
a reference would show that the peo- 
ple were not in favor of a license local- 
option law, and that the wide and thor- 
ough discussion and agitation which 
would precede the vote would result in 
the rejection of such a law and in the 
better enforcement of the prohibitory 
law and its establishment as the set- 
tled and unquestioned policy of the 
state. 

Mr. Clement attempts to excuse bis 
secession from the Republican party and 
to justify his action in bolting tie con- 
vention when he was a candidate for 
high preferment by makinz a claim of 
bribery on the part of both of his cppo- 
nents and to such an extent 4s to viti- 
ate the action of that convention. 

To those who know General Me- 
Cullough this suggestion of corruption 
needs no denial. To those who do not 
we are pleased to assure them that 
from the beginning to the end of bis 
canvass he did and countenance noth-

Boer General Amused at British 
Tactics In Late War. 


PLANNING AN OFFIOIAL HISTOBY 


Famous Fighter Hopes to Arrange a 
Book on South African Conflict 
From the Burghers’ Side, Written 
by Well Kaown Leaders—Will Visit 
America For Helef Funds. 


Since General Louis Botha intends 
visiting the United States soon a rath- 
er amusing interview which the Lon- 
don Chronicle correspondent had with 
him at Maritzburg is worth reading, ag) 
it gives a Boer view of the not very 
redoubtable British prowess in the} 
field, says the London correspondent} 
of the Philadelphia Press. 

The correspondent describes Botha; 
as follows: Louis Botha is a Lig man, 
full six feet high and stoutly built. 
His shoulders in particular are im- 
mense, and his huge briek red hands 


are carried clumsily swinging. He} 
wears a drooping brown mustache; } 


small, pointed beard, that does not| 
conceal a firm, round chin, and short} 
hair. His face Is full and pleasant; 
light blue eyes twinkle below heavy 
brows. The small, beautifully carved 
nose that often accompanies Huguenot 
descent is his best feature. He was 
magnificently bronzed and looked like 
a very fit south of England farmer 
rather than a fighting general. With 
him were Jan De Wet, younger broth- 
er of Christian of that ilk, and his own 
brother, Commandant Christian Botha, 
whom all South Africa knows as Chris. 

Jan De Wet would insist on inter- 
preting, for Louis Botha has but little 
English and, I suspect, is apt to tell 
the truth without discrimination to all 
who approach him in the Taal, where- 
as the urbane Jan is a barrister of the 
inner temple and has even dipped into 
journalism. So I had to speak Eng- 
lish, but my notes were of Louis Bo- 
tha’s answers and not of Jan’s render- 
ings. 

“There is every prospect of a lasting 
peace,” said the general, “if people will 
sink their individual feelings and work 
together for the good of the country. 
It’s time South Africa had a chance.” 

“Now, about the war. How did the 
Boers look upon blockhouses?” 

Jan De Wet laughed as he put the 
question, and Louis Botha smiled 
broadly. 

“I think,” said the latter, chuckling, 
“they were useful in finding employ- 
ment for men who were not to be 
trusted with horses.” 

This was a facer, and I showed my 
astonishment plainly. 

“The blockhouse lines never stopped 
me from going where I wanted to go,” 
added the general, “and they never 
stopped De Wet.” 

“De Wet broke the fences with cat- 
tle, did he not?” I asked. 

Jan De Wet replied this time. “He 
says he never did so,” he said, “and I 
can’t see how it would be possible. 
Cattle won’t run in a mass unless 
there are men leading them. You 
can’t drive them like horses.” He 
translated this to Louis Botha, who 
nodded in agreement. 

“Did your experience lead you to re- 
gard any particular arm of the British 
service as specially efficient and dis- 
agreeable?” was my next question. 

“That is too wide a question,” re- 
plied the general. “I got on pretty 
well with all of them.” 

“The colonials, too?’ I queried. 

“I did not see much difference,” he 
answered. 

“And what about our intelligence de- 
partment?” 

Again the general was much amused. 
“It's all right,” he said. “I have inter- 
cepted a good many dispatches and 
quite often found them reliable.” 

“Tell me something about your own 
arrangements,” I suggested. “We heard 
a great deal about the magnificent or- 
ganization of your intelligence depart- 
ment. Had you such a thing?” 

“Yes,” he answered; “we had the 
best system possible. Every one of my 
burghers is an intelligence officer born, 
and I had no need to single out any 
=e of them to do the work they all 

id.”

FIGHTING CONTINUES 


Another City Attacked by Ven- 


eZuelan Revolutionists 


INTEND TO STORM CUMANA 


Government Troops Under President 
Castro Expected to Meet the Enemy 
Near Caracas—United States Vessels 


Finding Plenty to Do 


Port of Spain, Island of Trinidad, Aug. 
14.—The Venezuelan revolutionists are 
attacking Cumana and intend to storm 
the city within 24 hours. The gov- 
ernment cannot raise more than 350 
men to oppose the 1100 revolutionists 
composing the attacking party. 

Cumauna is a town of about 10,000 in- 


habitants, situated in the state of 


Bermudez, on the Gulf of Cariaco. 

San Juan, P. R., Aug. 14.—News has 
reached here by steamer Caracas that 
the Venezuelan revolutionary forces 
under General Matos andthe govern- 
ment troops under President Castro are 
expected soon to meet on the plains out- 
side of Caracas in a decisive battle. 
The Venezuelan revolutionists are said 
to have received a large shipment of 
Mauser rifles and ammunition and some 
cannon from Germany. Plots aguiust 
the life of President Castro are said to 
have been discovered. 


No Communication With Barcelona 
Washington, ‘Aug. 14.—The navy de- 
partment has received word that the 
Cincinnati sailed Tuesday from 
Puerto Cabelio for Barcelona under the 
instructions cabled to Commander Mc 
Lean directing either the Cincinnati 
or Topeka to proceed immediately to 
that point, Commander McLean, who 
is the senior officer, evidently decided 
o go himself and use the Topeka to 
protect Americun interests at Puerto 
Cabello. ft is @bable that the Cin- 
cinnati already has arrived cc Barce 
Jona, but that fact may not be known 
otlicially bere for several days, as Min- 
ister Bowen cubled the state depart- 
tment from Caracas yesterday that the 
cable from Caracas to Barcelona agai 
had been cut by the revolutionists. 


Barcelona is the capital of the state of 
Bermudez, and one of the most iin- 
portant coast towns of the country. It 
is 160 miles east of Caracas, and Is sit- 
uated on a spacious plain, as is the case 


: With Caracas, on the Neveri river, only 


three miles distant from the coast of 
the Caribbean sea. Its port, Guanta, 
however, is 12 miles distant, and is con- 
nected withit by arailway. Barcelona, 
originally called New Barcelona, was 
founded in 1637 by Juan Urpin atithe 
foot of the Cerro Santo, whence it was 
transferred to its present site in 1671 
by Sancho Fernando de Agula. 

Until within a recent period the town 
was a wretched place, the houses being 
mostly built of nud, ill-constructed and 
poorly furnished, while the streets were 
unpaved, being extremely filthy in rainy 
weather and intolerably dusty in dry 
weather. The town is noW a more pre- 
sentable place, being better built and 
possessing some good educational in- 
stitutions and important publie build- 
ings. 

At the beginning of the 19th century 
{t had a population of 16,000, but 25 
years ago this had fallen to about 6000, 
the place having been nearly ruined by 
war and revolution. Its population at 
present is about 13.000. It possesses no 
{mportant manufactures, but exports 
considerable quantities of coffee. sugar, 
chocolate beans, tiinber, dye woods and 
cereals. The surrounding country is 
very fertile, and 12 miles distant are 
important coal deposits. 


Watching America’s Course 


Berlin, Aug. 14.—The newspapers 
here display news from Venezuela 
prominentiy and print everything 


available from New York on the prob- 
able landing of marines by the United 
States or Germany, or both. Unusual 
interest is taken in current events in 
Central America. especially in the ecom- 
ments of American newspapers re- 
specting possible necessity for inter- 
vention.

Nixon resigned yesterday as president 
of the Crescent Shipbuilding company 
and Mason F. Chase was elected in his 
place. Nixon’s resignation is incident 
to the recent organization of the United 
States Shipbuilding company, to which 
his attention is to be devoted. The 
Crescent company is a constituent 
member of the new concern.

by French Autherities 

Brest, Aug. 14.—'Thirteen schools be- 
longing to White Sisters remain una- 
closed in Finistere. The expulsion of 
the sisters at Concarneau was under- 
taken yesterday. Scouts on automo- 
biles reached the town at 2 e’clock in 
the morning from Quimper and reported 
that troops were on the way. The 
tocsin was rung, bugles were blown and 
boys ran through the streets ringing 
hand-bells. Large crowds gathered 
around the railroad station and around 
the school. 

Several bodies of gcendarmes and two 
companies of infantry arrived by a 
specialtrain. The commissary ordered 
the school evacuated, at which the 
crowd shouted “Long Live the Sisters.” 
The gendarmes advanced toward the 
school, but they were repulsed and a 
general scrimmage followed. Laterthe 
troops reached the building and the po- 
lice tried to break down the doors with 
axes, but the resistance of the people 
continued. 

The commissary finally forced an en- 
trance to the school. When this had 
been accomplished the sisters, amid the 
vehement protests of the crowd, left 
the building. 

Entrance to the school in the village 
of Bensoe was also forced. Here the 
sisters, when they emerged from the 
school building, were conducted to the 
church by the mayor and a procession of 
people headed by the national flag 
draped in crepe. 


Called a “ Social” Affair 

Pottsville, Pa., Aug. 14.—The general 
superintendents of the largest coal 
companies in the anthracite field held 
a secret meeting here yesterday. All 
efforts to obtain any information be- 
yond the statement that the gathering 
Was merely a social one was futile. In 
reply to a query regarding a settlement 
of the strike it was said that the termi- 
nation of the suspension rests entirely 
with the men. 


A Victory For &trikers 
Philadelphia, Aug. 14.—The general 


strike of the structural iron workers, 


throughout the country has been de 
clared off, the American Bridge com- 
pany having granted the demands of 
its employes in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict for an 8-hour working day at 50 
cents an hour. The general sympa- 
thetic strike was ordered last Saturday 
by the executive board of the union. 


Indictments Against Lynchers 

Leesburg, Va., Aug. 14.—The grand 
jury of Loudon county, which has been 
investigating the lynching of Charles 
Craven, colored, about two weeks ago, 
yesterday returned indictments against 
three men. Craven was lynched on 
suspicion of having murdered a white 
man, The remaining tive men who 
were implicated by the coroner’s jury 
in the lynching were discharged.

WON'T BE EXTRADITED 


Gaynor and Greene Liberated 
by Quebec Judge 


STORY OF A FAMOUS CASE 


The Two Men Were Wanted In Con- 
nection With Alleged Frauds in 
Harbor Work for Federal Govern- 
ment Involving Millions of Dollars 


Quebec, Aug. 14.—John F. Gaynor 
and Benjamin D. Greene, accused of 
conspiracy to defraud the American 
government, are free. Judge Caron, in 
court here yesterday, gave judgment 
to that effect. He quashed the war- 
rant on which they were arrested on 
the ground that the charge of con- 
spiracy te defraud does not come under 
the’ extradition act, and that the of- 
feuse igs not of sufficiently recent date. 
The United States government at- 
torneys made no further application, 
so the prisoners were released, and are 
receiving congratulations by the score. 


, John F. Gaynor and Benjamin D. 
Greene are the principal contractors in 
the Savannah river and harbor im- 
provements, for participation in frauds 
on which, aggregating millions, Oberlin 
M. Carter, the army engineer in charge, 
is now doing time at the Leavenworth 
military prison. Gaynor and Greene 
were indicted in 1899 by the Georgia 
courts, it being charged that they 
profited by the frauds to double the ex- 
tent Carter did, and he received over 
$700,000. From New York city Gaynor 
and Greene fought removal to Georgia 
by every expedient money could com- 
mand and ingenuity contrive. When 
their legai resources were exhausted, 
early this year, and trial in the Georgia 
courts stared them in the face, Gaynor 
and Greene fled to Quebec, their bonds 
of $40,000 each being forfeited last 
March by an order declaring them 
fugitives from justice. In Quebec they 
engaged eminent counsel and lived 
openly, defying arrest. 

Desiring to avoid extradition pro- 
ceedings in the city of Quebec, the 
fugitives were arrested May 15 in that 
city, and hurried to Montreal! for hear- 
ing before Extradition Commissioner 
Lafontaine. This precipitated a legal 
battle between the authorities of Mon- 
treal and Quebec, with writs of habeas 
corpus as ammunition, and eventually 
the agents of the United States gov 
ernment had to proceed in the Quebec 
courts. Here extradition has been 
fought by the best legal talent of 
Quebec, and every possible device has 
been resorted to to delay the proceed- 
ings. 

Marion Erwin, the American agent. 
last month made a report to the Wash- 
iugton department of justice complain 
ing of irregularity in procedure, show- 
ing that the fugitives’ attorneys were 
closely connected by ties of business 
and blood with the Canadian authori- 
ties who have to do with extradition, 
and virtually charging that the case 
was prejudiced by these facts. 

Whether this was so or not, the pub- 
lication of this report raised a storm 
in Quebec, where it was seized upon by 
counsel for Gaynor and Greene and 
dragged into the court proceedings with 
much display of virtuous indignation 
that the integrity of the Canadian 
courts had been impeached. It was 
also charged that Erwin had attempt>d 
to settle the case for $500,000, a state- 
ment which he vigorously denied.

Caron has not shown himself unfriendly 
to the fugitives since he forced thetg 
trial before him rather than at Mon- 
treal, and the result has not altogether 
been unexpected.

Betts appeared somewhat surprised 
upon being taken into custody, yet 
nevertheless seemed to view the condi- 
tions like a philosopher. He was im- 
maculately dressed in the hight of 
fashion and had every appearance of 
prosperity, notwithstanding that the 
firms concerns in which he was in- 
terested were said to have ‘‘gone to 
the wall’’ soon after his previous arrest. 

Betts was taken before United States 
Commissioner Fiske. He waived the 
reading of the complaint and pleaded 
not guilty. However, he was appar- 
ently much disappointed when Mr. 
Casey, who appeared for the govern- 
ment, asked that he be held in $10,000 
bail. Betts demurred at what he 
thought to be excessive bail, whereupon 
Mr, Casey said that the conditions 
warranted that the sureties be placed 


or 


at a large amount in order to assure the 


presence of the prisoner when wanted 
in court. 

In support of his request Mr. Casey 
presented an important document as 
bearing upon the amount of money 
which Fisher and Betts are al- 
leged to have secured from the public 
while operativg ander the guise of 
brokers. Mr. Casey read a statement 
made by an expert aecountant for the 
government who had gone over the ac- 
counts of Fisher and Betts, at the 
Federal trust company and also at the 
Mercantile trust company. 

During a period of time in 1901 it 
was shown that to the account of J. 
M. Fisher & Co, at the Federal trust 
company there were forty-seven items 
representing an aggregate of $67,461.46. 
At the same trust company at the same 
time was daposited in the’ name of 
William A. Betts, trustee, over $83, - 
000. William A. Betts is a brother of 
Frederick, who was arrested yesterday. 
The total of the deposit to the credit 
of ‘‘J. M. Fisher & Co."’ and William 
A. Betts, trustee,footed up to $151,372. 

The expert accountant also found to 
the crdit of the ‘‘Cobb-Everett Invest- 
ment Co.’’ at the Mercantile trust com- 
pany, deposits amounting to over $67,- 
000. The total amount of money of 
the brokers on deposit at the two trust 
companies mentioned, was about $220, - 
000. 

Of the $220,000 deposited with the 
trust companies, not a dollar was left 
on deposit by those to whom it was 
credited. 

A large amount of it was withdrawn 
a day or two before Fisher and Betts 
were arrested last fall. There are hun- 
dreds of unfortanate victims who just 
now would like to fiod out where this 
money has gone. The government ofii- 
cials especially would like to locate it, 
as there are several victims who have 
been reduced to dire want and distress 
by their losses. : 

John M. Fisher, the supposed head 
of the concerns, turned up suddenly at 
the Federal building at about 3 in ‘the 
afternoon. He got two friends who 
were willing to go bail for him, in case 
he was put under arrest. Before he 
reached the Federal building, however, 
he ran into Deputy U. S. Marshal Wa- 


ters on State street, and was placed un- 
der arrest. 

Shortly afterward Fisher was arraigned 
before the United States commissioner 
for the alleged conspiracy, the same 
charge on which Betts was arraigned, 
and was held in bonds of $10,000. 
Bondsmen in the persons of Franklin 
E. Hall of Wollastonand George F. Ke- 
hew of Cambridge duly qualified, and 
Fisber once again was at liberty. 

Shortly after 4 P. M. Betts also gave 
$10,000 bonds, a friend from Quincy 
going his surety. 

They will be given a hearing at 10 
o’clock today.

A STRANGE :~' 
MARRIAGE

In a little log church in the colony 
of Massachusetts one Sunday morn- 
ing during the sixteenth century a 
congregation of Puritans was assem- 
bled for divine worship.

DEPUTIES FIRED VOLLEY 


When Strikers Attempted to 
Climb Over Barricade 


STARTING OF A WASHERY 


Was a Signal For Stone Throwing 
and Work Had to Be Abandoned— 
Two Men Are Wounded and Many 
Arrests Are Made 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 15.—A riot oc- 
curred at the Warke washery at Duryea 
yesterday afternoon, Before 7 o'clock 
in the morning 500 men and boys col- 
lected about the place and threatened 
to interfere with those who wanted to 
gotowork. The works were started up, 
but remained in operation only a short 
time. The crowd on the outside threw 
stones over the siockade at the deputies 
who were on guard inside. Several 
times the deputies were tempted to 
fire. Rather than have any trouble 
work Was suspended for the time being. 

The deputy sheriffs returned to 
Wilkesbarre early yesterday after- 
noon, reporting all quiet at the washery 
when they left. They had hardly 
reached Wilkesbarre, however, when 
the deputies on guard were attacked. 
Several men in the mob also attempted 
to climb ovr the barricade. 

The deputies warned them to go 
back and when they did not a volley 
was fired, but the most of the bullets 
went high in the air. Harry Collins 
was shot through the right leg. A 
Lithuanian received a flesh wound and 
another foreigner had a narrow es- 
cape, a bullet passing through his coat. 

Warrants were sworn out before the 


burgess charging the deputies with 
rioting and felonious wounding. The 


constables placed 25 men under arrest. 
They were held in $3000 bail each. 

The United Mine Workers say the 
shooting was uncalled for and that tLe 
deputies alone are to blame. 


Aid From Far Away

Chicago, Aug. 15.—Conductors and 
motormen employed by the South Chi- 
cago City Railway company secured 
increases in Wages last night and are no 
longer in danger of becoming involved 
in the prospective general street car 
strike. An agreement has been reached 
which is perfectly satisfactory to both 
parties. 


Gold Beaters to Return 

Philadelphia, Aug. 15.—The Gold 
Béiters’ union, whose members are on 
strike throughout the country for an 
inérease in wages, has decided to permit 
the men to return to work on Monday 
next in all shops that have agreed to 
the strikers’ demands. 


Warrant Out For Governor Kimball 

New York, Aug. 15.—At the instance 
of Andrew F. Power, treasurer of the 
New England Manufacturers’ associa 
tion, a beuch Warrant for the arrest of 
Governor Kimball of Rhode Island ves 
issued yesterday by Judge Steckler of 
the supreme court, alleging malicious 
prosecution, and $150,000 damages is 
claimed. Governor Kimball is at his 
home in Rhode Island. The action 
brought by Power is based upon his re- 
cent arrest on complaint of Kimball up- 
on the charge of obtaining money ou 
false representations. 


Talked State Politics

ADAMS SENTENCED 


Vermont’s Long Respected Burglary 
Gets Nine Years In Prison 

Windsor, Vt., Aug. 15.—The so-called 
gentleman burglar of Chester, former 
Representative Clarence Adams, who 
for upwards of 20 years had plundered 
mills, stores and residences in his home 
village undetected, was brought to the 
State prison here yesterday to serve a 
sentence of not less than nine years nor 
More than 10 years. On all the counts 
of the indictment against him the com- 
bined sentence would have been nearly 
100 years. Adams was arraigned on 
eight counts. To the entire indictment 
be entered a plea of guilty. 

Adams was a prominent and well-to- 
do citizen of Chester who had been 
honored on different occasions by the 
electors. He had been selectwan und 
had held other town offices. The 
electors sent him to Montpelier to repre- 
sent them in the legislature several 
years ago. No one suspected hito of be 
ing responsible for the long series of 
burglaries and thefts which had time 
and again alarmed the citizens. A 
miller who had been robbed frequently 
finally set a spring gun in his grist n ill. 
One night the weapon was discharged, 
the contents entering the body of a bur- 
glar. Adams was found to have been 
shot. His arrest followed, and a seaveh 
of his premises revealed a vast quan- 
tity of plunder, the result of burglaries 
extending over a long period. 


Congressmen Came to Blows 

Gaffney, S. C., Aug. 15.—Two candi- 
dates for the United States senatorship 
came to blows at the senatorial and 
corigressional candidates’ meeting Leld 
here yesterday. Congressman Latimer 
made a statement which Congressman 
Hemphill said was not true. Latimer 
thereupon drew back and hit Hemp- 
hill a severe, stunning blow on the 
cheek. Several men jumped in be- 
tween them and the driving blow sent 
by Hemphill at his antagonist fell short 
of its mark. Hemphill tried to bit 
Latimer over the heads of the interven- 
ing men with an umbrella, but he could 
not reach him. Several men then 
grabbed both antagonists and separated 
them. 


Guarding Against Kidnapping 

Quebec, Aug. 15.—There are no new 
developments in the Gaynor-Greene 
case, although the general impression 
in this city is that the United States 
government will soon take some other 
proceedings inthe matter. Inthe mean- 
time both Gaynor and Greene aré en- 
joyiug thefr liberty. While on their 
daily walks or drives they are closely 
followed by a Quebec detective, who al- 
ways keeps them in view so that #n- 
other attempt at kidnapping would 
probably fail.

It is given by 
the United States Shipbuilding com- 
pany, recently formed by Lewis Nixon, 
to the Mercantile Trust company of 
New York. The mortgage is to run for 
30 years.

The firm’s design secured 
the first prize of Five Hundred dollars 
several months ago, and although they 
were underbid on the general contract 
amounting to about twenty-five thoa- 
sand dollars, they were successful in 
securing the same, the Commissioners 
having more confidence in their ability 
to fulfil their wishes. 

The firm last month also secured the 
order for the pedestal for the large 
Pingree memorial at Detroit, Micb., 
which will cost twelve thousand dol- 
lars, and the Lautz mausoleum for 
Buffalo, N. Y., which will be an exact 
reproduction of the Nika Apertos at 
Athens, measuring thirty-one feet by 
seventeen feet on the ground. 

At their local plant they have under- 
way for various parts of the country 
some of the largest and finest monu- 
mental work cut in Quincy for some 
years, among which may be mentioned 
a twelve foot base all polished sarcopha- 
gus of extra dark Quincy; a nine foot 
square all polished base memorial 
which will be surmounted by a seven 
foot granite figure; an elaborate cot- 
tage monument with a canopy top, 
eight feet sgaare and twenty-five feet 
high, besides several large sarcopha- 
gus monuments with bases from eight 
tu ten feet in length and an all polished 
cross job, cross twelve feet in height 
and standing on two large bases. 

Ths firm undobtedly have on their 
books as much monumental and mauso- 
leum work, especially heavy memorials, 
as any monumental firm in the country.

Were Speeding Automobile In 
a French Town 


MACHINE STRUCK A TREE 


Both Met Instant Death, While Their 
Chauffeur Was Badly Hurt—Young 
Millionaire Was an Euthusiast on 


% Subject of Automobiles 


Paris, Aug. 15.—Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Fair, Americans, who were related to 
Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., (Miss Vir- 
ginia Fair), were killed yesterday at 
St. Aguilin. Mr. Fair himself himself 
was driving his automobile at a high 
rate of speed When one of the pneu- 
matic tires burst. The machine 
swerved and collided with a tree witl§ 
a terrible crash. Mr. and Mrs, Faip 
were killed outrightand their chauffeur 
was badly injured. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fair had been staying 
at Trouville during racing week. They 
had a very fast 45 horse-power auto 
mobile which attracted considerable 
attention, and with which they were 
highly pleased. Mr. Fair had been 
from Trouville to Paris and back again 
in oue day on the machine. 

The Fairs have been living lately in 
Paris at the Hotel Ritz, and-kept their 
apartments there while they were stay- 
ing at Trouville. Mrs, W. K. Vander- 
bilt, Jr., who was Mr. Fair's sister, re- 
turned from Trouville Sunday and 
sailed for New York Wednesday. 


San Francisco, Aug. 15.—Charles Fair 
has been enthusiastic about automo- 
biles ever since the machines came into 
use abroad. He was one of the first to 
bring. automobiles to this coast and he 
owned three or four of them. He had 
What was perhaps the largest and 
swiftest automobile in California. It 
was a huge French racing machine and 
capable, it is said, of going at aspeed of 
70 miles an hour. It had a 40 horse- 
power engine. He imported it from 
France and with it imported a chauffeur. 
Fair was interested also in yachting and 
owned the steam yacht Lucero. 

Charles Fair and his wife left San 
Francisco for Europe on May 30 last to 
stay two or three months. 

Charles Fair was the third of the 
four children of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
James G. Fair. Teresa, whois now the 
wife of Hermann Oelrichs, is the eldest 
of the heirs. Then came James G, J., 
who died about 10 years ago. Charles 
was the third and the youngest was 
Virginia, the wife of W. K. Vander- 
biit, Jr. 

In the spring of 1894 Charles mur- 
ried Maude Nelson. The ceremony took 
place in Oakland and it was almost a 
secret one. Charles Fair was one of 
the three heirs to an immense estate, 
estimated in value at between $25,000,- 
000 and $30,000,000, 

When informed of the tragic end of 
his brother-in-law, and his wife, Her- 
mann Oelrichs said: “I am_ terribly 
shocked, but not surprised. I said only 
a few days ago that if Charles per- 
sisted in carrying on his experiments 
along this line the result would be fatal 
sooner or later. I have warned him 
repeatedly but he always laughed and 
said there was no danger.” 

Charles Fair was born in Virginia 
City, Nev., on April 11, 1867. He 
brought the first automobile across the 
continent to this city. He was also 
greatly interested in photography and 
constructed one of the largest cameras 
ever built in the United States. 

Mr, Fair's lawyer, Mr. Haggerty, says 
the death of Charles Fair will not upset 
the present arrangements for the wian- 
agement of the Fair estate. The prop- 
erty is now managed by Hermann 
Oelrichs. There is much speculation as 
to what will become of Charles Fair's 
share of the estate. On this point Mr. 
Haggerty says: “Under the law of 
California, when a couple are victims 
of a common calamity and both nre be- 
tween 16 and 70 years of age and there 
is no evidence as to which died first, 
the man is presumed to have lived the 
longer. In such a case ali the property 
would go to Mr. Fair's relatives. On 
the other hand, if there is evidence to 
Show that Mrs. Fair lived longer than 
her husband, her relatives in the enst 
would inherit the property involved.” 

So little is known here of Mrs. Fair’s 
relatives that Mr. Haggerty says he 
does not know where her heirs reside. 
It is supposed, however, ihat they live 
in New Jersey. ;

Montreal, Aug. 16.—‘‘In

whole case,” said Donald Macmaster, 
king’s counsel, senior counsel in Canada 
for the United States government, 
commenting upon the decision of Justice 
Caron in the Gaynor-Greene extradi- 
tion case. He continued: 

“The only things before the judge 
were motioustoquash. A proposal was 
made by the defence that the judge 
should take charge of the case as an ex- 
tradition commissioner, but it was ar- 
ranged, with the assent of the judge, 
that the motions should first be dis- 
posed of. ‘There was no motion on be- 
half of the prisoners for their discharge, 
which is the usual proceeding in such 
cases. Had such a motion been made 
the counse] for the prosecution would 
have had a hearing on the merits of the 
case. 

The reason given, that the warrant 
does not give the date of the crime, is 
@ most extraordinary one. The war- 
rant is in the words prescribed by the 
statute, and neither the statute nor the 
express provisions of the extradition 
act, section 8, demand that the date be 
Included inthe warrant. The complaint 
made by Marion Erwin, United States 
attorney, contained the date of the com- 
mission of the crime, and the complaint 
was before the judge. The words of 
@ Canadian statute should be sufficient 
for a Canadian judge.” 

Mr, Macmaster went on to show that 
the date of the crime being some time 
not farther back than 1897 did not make 
the crime come less under the treaty, 
which in 1901 had brought false pre- 
tences under the extraditable offenses, 
because it is-provided in the treaty of 
1901 that section 11, referring to that 
crime, is made a portion of the original 
treaty in 1889. But even supposing 
that the date were required in the war- 
rant of arrest, Mr. Macmaster states 
Positively that once the prisoners are 
brought before a judge of justice, the 
date of the warrant is absolutely im- 
material. In support of that view, he 
quotes several cases decidéd in the 
English courts and several decisions of 
the Canadian courts supporting his 
opinion. The other pretention of Jus- 
tice Caron, that there was an absence 
of date in the demand or order made 
by Justice Lafontaine, Mr. Macmaster 
pronounces equally groundless, and 
quotes a mass of authorities in support 
of his position, all tending to 
that a commitment for safe custody 
may be in general terms.

“As to the offence charged being con- 
spiracy, and not extraditable offense of 
participation in the crimes of embezzle- 
ment, fraud by an agent, and the ob- 
taining of money by false pretences,” 
continues Mr, Macmaster, “anyoue who 
examines the information and com- 
plaint will see that the participation in 
taking the active part of the appropria- 
tion and division of the spoils, to the 
extent of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, is clearly set forth. and these 
great crimes are none the less extradi- 
tion crimes, because they were pre- 
ceded by a criminal design to accom- 
plish them. A Canadian judge would 
be bound to take cognizance that the 
like crimes committed in Canada would 
be in violation of Canadian laws.

He goes on to say that knowing the 
views expressed by Justice Caron in 
the John C. Eno case, he feared the re- 
sult all along.

On the European conti- 
nent it grows extensively from Lap- 
land and the Shetland isles to Italy and 
Greece. It is also found throughout 
western Asia, but is unknown in China 
and Japan. It bas grown abundantly 
on the bleak hills of Iceland for cen- 
turies. It is found in America from 
Labrador and British Columbia to the 
pine- woods of the southern states and 
on the high lands of Mexico and the 
Andes. The hardy plant, with its tiny 
scarlet berry, may be said to girdle the 
earth on the line of the polar circle and 
several hundred miles southward, ex- 
cept that it is not found in the basin of 
the river Amur, in Siberia.

Brougham and Mualled Port. 

Lord Brougham, who as a member 
of the house of commons was a most 
abstemious man, upon his promotion 
to the peerage acquired less commend- 
able habits.

The interest which local pastors take 
in their work is really surprising. 
With twenty-five or more religious so- 
cieties in the city, and all notified that 
announcements of services will be in- 
serted free in the loca) papers,only four 
responded on Saturday. Only two 
three of the churches are closed for the 
month. If the ar- 
rangements should be made to forward 
the notices. Probably there is more 
need of religious work during the sum- 
mer months than during the winter. 


Work on Quincy ayenue should be 
forthwith suspended while the Quincy 
Point bridge is closed to travel, and 
the avenue immediately put in a pass- 
able condition. It is an outrageous 
condition of affairs to have both these 
stfeets closed to travel at the same 
time. The Commissioner of Public 
Works should have had several weeks 
notice when it was proposed to close 
the Quincy Point bridge, and he 
should have given public notice there- 
of in the newspapers and by cloth 
posters. Ifthe contractors or County 
Commissioners were direlect in noti- 
fying Quincy’ officials, said officials 
should have ascertained for themselves. 
It is a serious matter for the teaming 
between the South Shore towns and 
Boston, and greatly to the disadvan- 
tage of Quincy. The city should not 
be caught napping that way.

Miss Bates Not Present at the 


Killing of Rogers 


OFFICERS GATHER EVIDNCE 


Tending to Show That Participants 


In Crime Had Uncomplimentary 
Characters—Perham Points Out Spot 
Where Murder Was Committed 


Bennington, Vt., Aug. 18.—The de- 
tails of the carefully planned murder of 


Marcus Rogers, which were bronght out 
at the inquest when Leon Peraam con- 
fessed that the crime was committed by 
himself and Mrs. Rogers, the wife of the 
victim, have been fruitful topics for 
discussion here.

THREE BOER GENERALS 


Pay Visit to King Edward on 
Board His Yacht 


THEIR GALLANTRY PRAISED 


Plans of Chamberlain Upset by South 
Africans’ Declination to Avail Them- 
selves of Secretary’s Invitation to 


Witness Naval Review and See King 


London, Aug. 18.—The Boer generals, 
Botha, De Wet and Delarey, 
reached here Saturday from South 
Africa, left London at 9:30 yesterday 
morning for Cowes, to see King Edward 
on board the royal yacht Victoria cud 
Albert. 

The hour of the generais’ departure 
from London was Kept secret, 
quently the streets were deserted when 
the three generals, acconpanied by 
their secretaries, but by none of the 
ladies of the?r party, started for Cowes. 
They were stylishly attired in frock 
coats and silk hats. Upon arriving at 
Southampton the Boer generals were 
welcomed on board the commander-in- 
chief’s yacht Wildfire, by Earl Roberts 
and Lord Kitchener. They immediately 
visited King Edward on board the Vic- 
toria and Albert and were then taken 
for a trip around the fleet in the Wild- 
fire. They returned to London last 
evening, accompanied by Earl Roberts 
and Lord Kitchener, who took leave of 
the Boers at Waterloo station. 

The reception by the king lasted a 
quarter of an hour. The king spoke of 
“the gallant and brave manner’ in 
which the generals had fought through 
the long and arduous campaign, and of 
“the consideration and kindness,” with 
which the generals had treated British 
wounded. He expressed bis warm 
wishes for their futures. It was at the 
king’s suggestion that the Boers took 
the trip around the fleet on board the 
Wildfire. 

The refusal of the Boer gencrals to 
witness the review of the fleet at Spit- 
head or see King Edward Saturday 
caused great exultation in the conti- 
nental press and undoubtedly upset the 
plans of Secretary Chamberlain. Mr 
Chamberlain had appeared extremely 
anxious that the generals sould see no 
hewspaper representatives before their 
visit to King Edward and he accord 
ingly caused instructions to be issued 
that no reporters be allowed on board 
the Wildfire or Nigeria, while very un 
usual restrictions were placed on all 
reporters. 

The general impression is that Gen- 
eral Botha and his companions declined 
the invitation to witness the review 
and see King Edward because it exme 
direct from Mr. Chamberlain: but, on 
receiving the king’s personal inviattion 
for Sunday, they readily .ccepted 

During the voyage from South Africa 
General De Wet did not mix much with

YOUNG RAVENS. 


Queer Story of the Changing Color 
of the Newborn Birds. 

I have not learning enough to know 
whether in the earliest times ravens 
were accounted “unlucky.” If so, why 
were they chosen from among al! the 
birds of the air for the merciful er- 
rand of carrying bread to Elijah in the 
wilderness? Did they steal it? They 
are given to theft! Also in the written 
word we are assured that “God hear- 
eth the young ravens when they cry 
out unto him.” And nothing of this 
{s said of doves or of any other white 
or heavenly kind of bird. An expla- 
nation is given in the Egyptian com- 
mentary on St. Luke in the Coptic 
script by Epiphanius, A. D. 368-401. 
The passage is certainly very curious, 
and I am permitted to transcribe it 
here: “Why, then, did the evangelist 
mention no name among the birds ex- 
cept ravens only? Because the hen 
raven, having laid her eggs and 
hatched her young, is wont to fly 
away and leave them on account of 
the hue of their color, for when 
hatched they are red in appearance. 
Then the Nourisher of all creation 
sends to them a little swarm of in- 
sects, putting it by their nest, and 
thus the little ravens are fed until 
the color of their body is, as it were, 
dyed and becomes black. But after 
seven days the old ravens return, and, 
seeing that the bodies of their young 
have become perfectly like their own, 
henceforward they take to them and 
bring them food of their own ac- 
cord.” ; 

It is for naturalists to ascertain 
whether or no this strange account 
of the young ravens holds good in our 
day.—Cornhi!! Magazine.

was shot and killed almost instantly 
by a deputy. The shooting caused con- 
siderable excitement for a time, but 
order was soon restored without any 
other persons being injured and the 
town is now quiet. A deputy named 
Harry McElmoyle was arrested, 
charged with the killing of Sharp. 

The shooting occurred shortly after 
6 o'clock. Five deputies were on their 
way to shaft No. 1 of the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation company, just outside 
of the town. In the centre of the town 
they were met by a number of strikers, 
who began persuading them not to go 
to the colliery. The officers did not 
stop. The strikers, it is said, then be- 
gan to abuse the men and followed 
them nearly up to the colliery. 

There are conflicting stories as to 
what actually brought on the clash, but 
entered the 
place a shot was heard and Sharp 
dropped to the ground. The bullet en- 
tered the body close to his heart and 
he died almost instantly. Witnesses 
say that the shooting was done by 
McElmoyle and that he stood only six 
or seven feet from Sharp when he fired 
his revolver. Only one shot was fired. 

The deputies immediately withdrew 
to the colliery, and a large crowd 
When it 
was learned that Sharp was dead there 
Was great indignation among the strik- 
ers and other townspeople, and fora 
time it looked as though serious trouble 
would follow. Cooler heads among the 
mine workers, however, prevailed upon 
the crowd to disperse. 

After the dead striker had been car- 
ried home, about half the mob sturted 
on a march over the mountainto Nesque- 
honing to wreak vengeance upon the 
deputies. Before they reached there 
the five officers were spirited away and 
taken to Mauch Chunk under a heavy 
guard. 

Last night Baird Snyder, assistant 
superintendent of the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation company, appealed to Gen- 
eral Gobin, in command of the detach- 
ment of the National Guard now on 
duty at Shenandoah, to send troops to 
Lansford to preserve order. He said 
that the entire Panther creek valley, 
from Nesquehoning to Mauch Chunk, 
was in a riotous state and that serious 
trouble was feared, General Gobin 
said that he could not send troops un- 
til an appeal had been made by the 
sheriff. Up to a late hour the sheriff 
had taken no action in the matter.

The greatest danger to the pending 
negotiations comes from possible mis- 
chief makers who might want to see 
the Panama proposal fail in the interest 
either of the Nicaraguan route or of no 
canal at all. Counteracting such in- 
fluences, should they be discovered, 
would doubtless be the activities of the 
French company, which would not 
Want to see its transaction fail :t this 
stage through some perversity of the 
Colombian government.

TROOPS ARE ON GUARD 


In Region Where Striker Was 
Killed by Deputy 


WAS LEADER OF THE UNION 


His Friends Excited Over the Shoot- 
ing and Military Protection Deemed 
Necessary— Prediction That Fall De- 
mands For Coal Will Be Supplied 


Tamaqua, Pa., Aug. 20.—CGeneral 
Gobin, who is in command of the bat- 
talion of the Twelfth regiment National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, opened tempo- 
rary headquarters in the town last 
night. 


The funeral of Patrick Sharp, the 
strike leader who was shotand killed at 


Nesquehoning by a deputy, will take 
place tomorrow. All the miners’ local 
unions in the region are making ar- 
rangements to march to Lansford and 
attend the funeral, and General Gobin 
will probably station troops along the 
route to be taken by the funeral. 

With all lights out, the train bearing 
General Gobin and his staff and. the 
First battalion of the Twelfth. regi- 
ment, under Major Gearhardt, from 
Shenandoah, steamed into Lansford 
about half an heur before daybreak 
yesterday. After a consultation ~ be- 
tween General Gobin and Superin- 
tendent Snyder of the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation company with regard to a 
Suitable locafion for a camp, the bat- 
talion disembarked and in a few min- 
utes were marching to the baseball 
park, situated on the western edge of 
thetown. The strikers were work¢d up 
to such a high pitehb of excitement over 
the shooting of Sharp, who was one of 
their leaders, that {twas feared an out- 
break would occur and it was thought 
better to- have the soldiers near at hand. 
During the day the battalion was trans- 
ferred to Manila park, about midway 
between Lansford and Tamaqua, and 
struck camp. 

The people of Lansford were much 
surprised when they awoke and found 
a battalion of soldiers in their place. 
The troops came at the request of the 
sheriff of Carbon county. Contrary 10 
expectations no attempt was made by 
the strikers to march to Nesquehoning, 
and no demonstration of any kind was 
made either at Lansford or at Nes- 
quehoning. The killing of Sharp is 
discussed on every street corner and, 
while the strikers denounce it as an un- 
provoked and cold-blooded murder, the 
deputies and coal company officials de- 
clare the shooting was done in self- 
defense. 


Will Be Cowl For Fall Demand 

New York, Aug. 20.—The. presidents 
of the anthracite coal roads had their 
usual weekly conference here yester- 
day. Before going to the meeting Presi- 
dent Truesdale of the Lackawanna 
Railroad company said: “There is no 
foundation in fact for the rumor that 
the anthracite coal operators will inake 
concessions in order to end the strike. 
I think work will be resumed in time 
to produce plenty of coal for the fall 
demand. The operators are ready, as 
they always have been ready, to adjust 
with their men any grievances that they 
may have and they have never dis- 
criminated against any of their men 
beeause they have belonged to the 
union. What the operators will not do, 
is to discuss their business affairs with 
outsiders. 


Non-Union Men Shot From Ambush 
Seranton, Pa., Aug. 20—Michael 
Connelly and Forrest Crossman, said 
to be non-union workmen employed 
about the Edgerton colliery, were shot 
from ambush yesterday, presumably by 
strikera Crossman was so baily in- 
jured that it was necessary to anipu- 
tate his right foot. Connelly’s condi- 
tion is regarded as serious. The men 
were working on a water course near 
the breaker when they were shot. 


Strikers Prevented Work 

Hazleton, Pa., Aug. 20.—Strikers 
gathered in force yesterday at the Klon- 
dike’ washery, near Parkview, w? ich 
has been in operation for some weeks, 
and drove back the men who reported 
for work, eausing a suspension of the 
plant. 


* Serious Trolley Wreck 

New York, Aug. 20.—Five persons 
were seriously injured, two of then at 
least fatally injured and a dozen others 
severely so last night, when a heavy 
open street car left the tracks at Jerome 
Park avenue and turned completely 
over in a ditch. The conductor and 
motorman were arrested.

INSANITY 


Will Not Be Accepted by Government 
In Case of Nina Danforth 

Boston, Aug. 20.—The Journal says 
that Miss Nina Danforth, the young 
dwarf who shot and killed Andrew J. 
Emery at South Framingham on May 
17, is no longer accounted insane by the 
state officers. By Attorney General 
Parker and District Attorney Sanderson 
her crime is regarded as a deliberate 
one, though possessing features entitled 
to the consideration of the authorities, 
It was said yesterday that if Miss Dan- 
forth would plead guilty to man- 
slaughter the government will not in- 
sist on an extreme sentence. 

It is the purpose of the government to 
exercise clemency in her case, prin- 
cipally from a humanitarian view of 
the dwarf’s physigal condition, coupled 
with a consideration of Emery’s alleged 
treatment in deceiving the young 
woman into going through a mock mar- 
riage ceremony with him. It was 
learned that in view of what had been 
discovered, and after the examination 
of the girl by medical experts, that sbe 
Would not escape the penalty of her 
act on the plea of insanity. Should 
such a defense be offered the govern- 
ment will be prepared to fight it to 
the end. 


Death Not Result of Fall 

Boston, Aug. 20.—Medical Examiner 
Draper reported yesterday the result 
of his autopsy on the body of Mrs. Alice 
Lipsky, who died Sunday night at the 
city hospital, finding that death resulted 
from pheumonia. Mrs. Lipsky had 
been at the hospital unconscious since 
June 29, on which date, it was alleged, 
she had been injured by being thrown 
from a window by her husband, Karl 
Lipsky. The medical examiner's re- 
port says that Mrs. Lipsky’s death was 
not due to any injuries she may have 
received from her fall. 


Cost $400, 000, § Sold 1 For $5 5,000 

Bethel, Vt., Aug. 20.—R. H. Sawyer, 
receiver of the White Valley railroad, 
running from Bethel to Rochester, a 
distance of 19 miles, sold the property 
at public auction yesterday, by order 
of the United States court, the pur- 
chasers being three Massachusetts men. 
The bidding started at $20,000, finally 
reaching $55,000, the purchasing price. 
The railroad has been built within 
three years and cost nearly $400,000. 


Smalipox Victim In Doorway 

Somerville, Mass., Aug. 20.—Before 
it was learned that a wan who had 
fallen unconscious in a doorway here 
yesterday was ill of smallpox, a score of 
persons had come in contact with him. 
He was walking in Union square 
when he fell in the doorway and many 
kindhearted pedestrians assisted in 
making his position as comfortable as 
possible, until medical assistance  ar- 
rived. 


Depositors Clamoring For Savings 

Boston, Aug. 20.—A mob of infuriated 
Italians raged about the banking house 
of Thomas Tranfaglia on Prince street, 
which closed its doors yesterday. The 
police were called to prevent property 
damage. It is said that Tranfaglia is 
not to be found. Between $15,900 and 
$18,000 is said to be tied up. he sum 
represents smal! savings of numerous 
Italians.

Portland, Me., Aug. 20.—At a meet- 
ing of the Prohibition county co:nmit- 
tee yesterday the advisability of sug- 
gesting to Rev. Mr. Bisbee, the party 
nominee for sheriff in this county, that 
he resign in favor of Rey.

HEAVY GUNS HEARD. 


North Atlantic Squadron Making War Maneu- 
vers off Massachusetts. 


Rockport, Niass., Aug. 20.—There was 
considerable activity yesterday among 
Admiral Higginson and the command- 
ers of the vessels of the north Atlantic 
squadron, and it is generally believed 
that preparations were being perfected 
to carry on fleet maneuvers in this 
vicinity during the next 24 hours. At 
7 o'clock yesterday morning seven 
torpedo boats arrived+from the south- 
ward and anchored near the flagship 
Kearsarge, while the United States tug 
Nina also came in and anchored sbort- 
ly after noon. The stay of the torpedo 
fleet was not long, however, 5 nd the 
vessels got away at 3:30 yesterday after- 
noon, heading toward the south. 

The main squadron, which has been 
at anchor in Sandy Bay Harbor of 
Refuge since Saturday, did not show 
any lights at the usual hour of setting 
them last night. As darkness came on 
the vessels were just visible from this 
port. No lights were displayed during 
the evening with the exception of an 
occasional signal from one ship to an- 
other. It is the general opinion that 
the squadron is preparing to move 
within a few hours. Dense clouds of 
smoke have been pouring from the 
funnels of the battleships. 

The torpedo flotilla executed manan- 
vers late last night which somewhat 
resembled an attack under cover of 
darkness. .

May Be Necessary to Bring 
Moros to Terms 


| CHAFFEE HAS AMPLE FORCE 


To Subdue Hostility Displayed To- 


ward Americans—Captain Ryan 


Thinks Water Cure a Slight Offense 


Compared With Treason 


Washington, Aug. 20.—There ure no 
developments in the Moro situation on 
the island of Mindanao, General Chaf- 
fee was expected to reach Cebu on the 
army transport Ingalls yesterday, but 
the vessel's arrival at that port has not 
yet been re ported. It is possible that 
Genera] Chaffee has decided to shorten 
his trip to the southern islands and re- 
turn to Manila direct. An order at 
Manila from the war department at 
Washington, leaving action “in the 
Moro situation to General Chaffee's 
discretion, has been transmitted to him 
in the south, but probably not 
reached him. 

It is believed here 
Chaffee will increase the American 
forces on Mindanao and issue an ulti- 
matum to the hostile Moros. There 
at present 27,000 American troops 
in the Philippine islands, a goodly por- 
tion of which could be spared for active 
service. 

Manila newspapers received on the 
incoming Philippine mail at the war de- 
partment contain important informa- 
tion concerning the affairs in the islands. 

Captain Pershing recently undertook 
to ascertain the condition of Bacolod, 
and was informed by the sultan of 
Bacayuan that there were three forts, 
all of which were strong. The people 
had been strengthening them by lining 
them inside and out with stone so that 
the projectiles of the Americans could 
not penetrate. THe said that Bacolod 
had 300 men, but if the Americans went 
there the Moros adjacent would assist 
In the defense. Other native ehiefs in- 
formed Captain Pershing that the sul- 
tan of Bacolod would kill them (the 
natives) if he knew they had been on 
friendly terms with the Americans.

The paper of the latest date states 
that many troops were being sent to 
Mindanao and that it was the evidentin- 
tention of the government to oceupy 
the country around Lake Lanao, which 
would require a considerable nuaiber. 
It is said that the health conditivas in 
this region are perfect and that  sol- 
diers could stay in such a climate and 
enjoy the delights of Camp Meade, Pa. 

The papers are full of reports of the 
trial of Captain Ryan, who was 
charged with administering the water 
cure. Ryan was defended by Major 
Glenn, who had been under similar 
charges. Captain Ryan in his own de- 
fense used this language: 

“Did my sticking the heads of these 
treacherous, lying native oftice-holders 
into a pail of water, thereby washing 
away an impediment in their speech, 
constitute a greater crime than treason 
against the flag and the soldiers who 
defend it?’ 

Ryan was criticised by General 
Chaffee on account of a report he made 
regarding Juége Rohde, but General 
Davis, who reviewed the report, agreed 
with the main facts as presented by 
Ryan. He regretted Ryan’s sneers at 
Rohde and his defiant attitude toward 
Chaffee. 

Of the condition in Kisimas province 
General Davis takes the same view as 
Captain Ryan. He said that Rufino, 
whom Ryan disciplined, was as much 
a menace in Mindanao as Lukban in 
Samar or Malvar in Luzon. General 
Sanger, who reviewed the ease of 
Ryan, practically aequitted Ryan of all 
charges. During the testimony Lieu- 
tenant Elliott of the Thirtieth infantry 
said that each town in Mindanao had a 
band of assassins, whose duty it was 
to kill anyone holding communication 
with the Americans. 

The celebrated Gardiner investigation 
had come to an end at the time the last 
mail left Manila, and it {fs stated that 
the record and report on the case will 
be forwarded to Washington for con- 
sideration. 


Police Officers Indicted 

New York, Aug. 20.—The grand jury 
returned three indictments yesterday 
on charges growing out of the riots re- 
cently at the funeral of Chief Rabbi 
Joseph. Twoof the indictments charge 
Roundsman Jacksow with tavo assaults 
in the second degree. The third indict- 
ment is against an unnamed police of- 
ficer, who is away on his vacation. 


Cavalry Galloped to Death 

London, Aug #-—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Express 
says: During the maneuvers near here 
a squadron of cavalPy was ordered sud- 
denly to charge. It galloped imo a 
river and 50 men are reported to l-ave 
been drowned.

[emington’s Mind Was Sound, In the 
Opinion of His Brother 

Newport, R. 1., Aug. 20.—Edward P. 
Remington, brother of Robert R. Rem- 
ington, who killed himself at the New- 
port Reading Room, arrived from 
Pittsburg last evening and two hours 
later left for the former home of the 
family in Williamsport, Pa., where his 
brother’s body will be buried. 

Mr. Remington was seen as he left 
the Wickford boat and his first words 
were an emphatic expression that his 
brother was of perfectly sound mind be- 
fore he shot himself. Mr. Reming- 
ton said he was extremely surprised at 
what he had read in the papers ascrib- 
ing the suicide to mental derangement. 
Mr. Remington said that the last time 
he saw his brother was in April, just 
prior to the announcement of his en- 
gagement to Miss Van Alen. At that 
time he had a long talk with bis 
brother Robert and saw no evidence of 
any mental change whatever. On 
passing through New York yesterday he 
said he stopped at his brother's office 
and closely questioned business 1 sso- 
ciates who all declared that it was im- 
possible that Robert Remington's mind 
was unbalanced. Furthermore, Mr. 

temington said, he could see no reason 
for any change, as the family for many 
generations had never shown any 
symptoms of insanity. He said that he 
knew nothing of his brother's relations 
with Miss May Van Alen except that 
they were to be married in the fall. As 
to his brother's financial condition he 
said that all he knew was that his 
brother had a good income. 


Kidnapping Secrets Out 

Vienna, Aug. 20.—The correspondent 
of the Neus Weiner Tagblatt at Sofia, 
Bulgaria, describes in a dispatch tle 
violent conflicts which occurred during 
the recent congress there of the Mace- 
donian committee. M. Sarafoff, the 
notorious ex-president of the committee, 
was accused of misappropriating $50,- 
000 and of being the chief agent in 
the kidnapping last year of Miss Ellen 
M. Stone, the American missionary. 
He was also aecused, according to the 
correspondent, of paying $10,000 to a 
friend named Deltscheff, who planned 
the kidnapping.

Williams of Denver had become  be- 
trothed while they were students at the 
University of Colorado and Miss Will- 
fams crossed the Pacific to wed the 
teacher. He met her at the landing 
early Monday morning and _ shortly 
thereafter he was taken suddenly ill of 
cholera. His condition being critical, 
the wedding ceremony was performed 
at once. At 1 o'clock Zumstein died. 


Up-to-Date Charity Show 

London, Aug. 20.—Lady Raglan, 
whose husband recently resiened the 
office of under secretary of war, anda 
daughter of the Earl of Besshorough, 
has agreed to place herself on exnhibi- 
tion this afternoon wearing her corona- 
tion robes and coronet for the benetit of 
the local hospital at Beckenham. The 
modest sum of 6 cents is to be charged 
for admission to the hall where her 
ladyship will be en view. 


No New Convents In Switzerland 
“Berne, Aug. 20.—The federal council 
has decreed the active enforcement of 
an article of the constitution forbidding 
the establishment of new convents of 
religious orders or the re-cstablish- 
ment of suppressed congregations. 
Three months’ grace is allowed the or- 
ders who have infringed the constitu- 
tion in which to comply with the decree 
by closing their establishments. 


Charges of Rebellion 

Paris, Aug. 20.—The Gaulois this 
morning declares the report of the sub- 
prefects to the government on the agi- 
tation following the closing of unau- 
thorized Congregationist schools con- 
cludes with saying that the resistance 
is organized, directed and financed by 
Royalists, and advises the prosecution 
of the leaders of the movement on the 
charge of rebellion.

President Said to Favor Him 
For Supreme Bench 


QUESTION OF ACCEPTANCE 


Somewhat In Doubt Because of Mat- 
ters Now Before Him of History 
Making Value—Justice Shiras In- 
tends to Retire Early Next Year . 


Washington, Aug. 20.—Attorney 
General Knox, whose return to Wash- 
ington was predicted in some of the 
morning newspapers, is still at Pitts- 
burg, and is not expected at the de- 
partment this week. No direct con- 
firmation can thus far be obtained of 
the report that he is to succeed Justice 
Shiras on the supreme beuch, whose re- 
tirement before many months has for 
some time been anticipated, and was us- 
serted ina Pittsburg dispatch to be ex- 
pected by his son. 

It is known that the president would 
like to have Mr. Knox on the supreme 
bench. Whether Mr, Knox himself 
would like the place is, however, a 
question much debated among his 
closest friends. They point not only 
to his prominence at the bar and its 
compensations, but to the deep interest 
which he has taken in the great projects 
now before the department of justice. 
Cabinet places as such rise and fall in 
prominence with national conditions, 
just as do the various committees in 
congress. Today the department of 
justice is doing work of perhaps the 
most importance of any of the executive 
bureaus; its work in helping to shape 
a suitable anti-trust policy for the Re 
publican party may prove of history 
making yalue. Its responsibility in 
Panama canal enterprise is very great. 

The number of new questions e rising 
from the constitutional relation to the 
insular policies, now in formative 
shape, fs notably large. Mr. Kaox 
properly estimates the value of the 
work, and it is said, would greatly ¢is- 
like to leave it. Some embarrassment 
might, moreover, be occasioned should 
cases come before the court of whicii he 
were a member, involving an interpre- 
tation of laws which he may lave 
helped to frame. Such a situation is, 
however, still conjectural. 

The Pittsburg dispatch referred to 
above says: George Shiras, 3d, con- 
firms the report that his father, Justice 
Shiras, will retire from the supreme 
court bench early next year. He says: 
“There is no particular reason behind 
the retirement except that my father 
believes that there is wisdom in the 
law passed by congress enabling judges 
to retire when they have reached the 
age of 70 years. The duties of this po- 
sition require all of the physical as well 
as the mental force that an able-bodied 
man has. While mentally a man does 
not deteriorate at that age, he undoubt- 
edly does not have the same physical 
resources as earlier in life. The re- 
quirement law is meant to open the way 
for voluntary retirement.” 

Asked when Justice Shiras would re- 
tire, he said: “I do not know that a 
positive time has been fixed. One re- 
port, I see, says that he will leave the 
benchin April next. My opinion is that 
if he remains there that long he will 
continue In service until May, when 
the adjournment of the court occurs.” 

George Shiras, Jr., was appointed by 
President Harrison associate justice of 
the United States supreme court on 
July 19, 1892, as the successor to Jus- 
tice Bradley, who died Jan. 22, 1892, 
and the nomination was confirmed by 
the senate on July 25, the senate ju- 
diciary committee having reported the 
nomination to the senate without 
recommendation. There was consider- 
able contest over the nomination.

New York, Aug. 20.—Charles L. Fair's 
will was not found in his vault in the 
stock exchange building, which was 
opened and examined by his sister, Mrs. 
Hermann Oelrichs, and her counsel, on 
Monday.

WILL NOT INTERFERE 


Republican Factiona! Divisions 
Annoy the President 


CREDIT FOR GOOD WORK 


Will Fall on Leacers Who Make Best 
Showing at 
Which Exist Only For Office Have 
No Claim Upon Him 


Polls—Organizations 


Oyster Bay, L. L., Aug. 21.— President 
Roosevelt yesterday expressed his dis- 
approval of factional differences in the 
Republican party. Cecil A. Lyon, 
chairman of the Republican state com- 
mittee of Texas, called upon him and 
presented his side of the controversy 
which has arisen among the Republi- 
cans of the Lone Star state. ‘Lhe presi- 
dent stated to him with the utmost em- 
phasis that no man has any authority to 
speak for the president as regards 
Texan matters and that he was tak- 
ing no side for or against any pian or 
any faction among the Texas Ke 
publicans. 

He said he was 
patient with those Republicans who 
went into factional divisions. Mr. 
Roosevelt belleves that in the states in 
which the Republican party is «a wi 
nority the credit for good work should 
fall on those Republican leaders who 
are able to make a good showing at 
the polls, especially for 
candidates, and not to those who spend 
their time plotting how they can get 
delegates or receive offices. He told 
Mr. Lyon that he could explain this to 
all Texas Republicans of every faction. 

The president also told him that if 
ever in any such southern state a Re- 
publican congressman was clected it 
would amount to far more in the presi- 
dent’s mind than anything which 
could be done in the way of fh 
that he felt there was little need of 
recognition for an organization which 
existed only for office and delegites. 

It was learned that the president told 
Chairman Babcock of the Republican 
congressional committee when the lat 
ter visited him a few days avo, that he 
was profoundly discontented with the 
Virginia Republican organization for 
not making a resolute effort to elect Ne 
publican congressmen from the western 
districts of Virginia, and that he felt 
that an organization which did not try 
to develop the fullest party strength at 
the polls had no claim upon him 

Mr, Lyon was the presideut’s gnest 
at luncheon, the other being 
George L. Roberts, director of ther int; 
Frederick W. Nolls of New York, who 
Was secretary of the American em 
bassy at The Hague peace conference, 
and Dr. Albert A. Shaw, editor of the 
Review of Reviews. 

Before leaving for New York, Mr. 
Roberts said that he had discussed 
Iowa politics with the president and 
had informed him that the actions of 
the Republicans of lowa on the tariff 
was not of a revolutionary character. 
The Republicans of his state, he said, 
believed that certain changes in the 
tariff were necessary and thought it 
would be better to make the movement 
now than wait until later and be forced 
into it.

For Over Two Hundred Men by Burn.

Portland, Ne., Aug. 21.—The plant of 
the Portland Iron and Steel company

$100,000. The fire started from an ex- 
plosion in the puddlers’ mill, caused by 
an ingot of iron dropping into a , vol of 
water. The flying metal setthe shed 
on fire in several places and within an 
hour the buildings were in ashes. 
The mills were burned in the fall cf 
1899 and rebuilt by the present cor- 
poration. They were reopened in.une, 
1900, The business has been exceed- 
ingly prosperous and the mills were run- 
ning on double time. It had orders 
enough to keep the present crew busy 
well into 1903. The concern employed 
225 men and its payroll averaged $12,- 
000 a month. It manufactured mer- 
chant bar iron for railroads and ship- 
builders. There was insurance of $63,- 
000 on the plant.

fleets, respectively designated “Blue” 
and “White,” the latter under com- 
mand of Commander Pillsbury, being 
the attacking fleet, were supplied with 
contidential instructions which went in- 


to effect at noon. 

The problem for the “White” fleet, 
which is at sea, is to effect a landing 
between Portland, Me., and Cape Cod 
before Aug. 25. To be successful the 
attacking tleet must seize some unde- 
fended anchorage between the poiuts 
named—Portland harbor being = In- 
eluded, but not Casco Bay—and hold 
it for six hours without being opposed 
by a superior force, The instructions 
define the harbor seized as one that 
must be capable of gun and mine de 
fense, with not less than six fathoms of 
water, anchorage for several large 
ships and in all respects suitable for an 
advance base for an enemy's fleet, in- 
cluding heavy ships. 

Under the instructions defining tle 
character of the harbor he uust seize, 
Commander Pillsbury is considerably 
restricted. The Prairie, which is the 
heaviest draught vessel in his fleet, 
draws slightly under 22 feet, the Prn- 
ther 18 feet, 2 inches, and the Supply 
20 feet. 

Naval officers here generally agree 
that the chances against the white 
squadron are very great, and that prac- 
tically its only chance of success would 
lie in the existence of a heavy fog un- 
der cover of which Commander Pills- 
bury might slip through the cordon of 
scouts and reach an anchorage in an 
undefended port. 


To win the white squadron must be 
in port for six hours without being con 
fronted with a superior force. Within 
that time after the white squadron was 
sighted Admiral Higginson, if he held 
his heavy ships midway between the 
two extremities of the line to be de- 
fended, at Rockport for instance, could 
reach his enemy by steaming 10 or 11 
knots an hour. From Cape Ann, which 
is just outside of Rockport, to Cape Cod, 
is only 4214 miles, and from Cape Ann™o 
Elizabeth light, outside of Portland, is 
only 58 miles. 

Another feature of the situation 
which will militate against the chances 
of the white squadyon is the instruction 
which requires Commander Pillsbury 
to enter “an undefended harbor,” one 
“with deep water-approach, with six 
fathoms of water,” one capable of de- 


which heavy ships could anchor. These

machibes. Butanapparently unexpected 
break in some part of the machine 
rendered his knowledge of no avail. 
Carefalness will do much to prevent 
accidents, it is true, but not everything. 
A defective piece of steel, a nut work- 
ing loose, may upset all the calculations 
of the most expert aatomobilist in an 
instant. In this particular case it ap- 
pears that the automobile was being 
driven at an excessive rate of speed, 
which contributed to the danger. It 
would seem that an expert would un- 
derstand that this magnifies the chances 
of accident greatly, and that famil- 
jarity would suggest the increased 
danger in case of accident. But the 
question properly may be asked: Why 
should an automobilst desire a vehicle 
designed for the purpose of making the 
speed of a mile a minute, unless built 
and owned for purely racing purposes? 
With the prohibition placed upon the 
speed of automobiles in this country, 
what advantage can there be in owning 
a machihe for road travel which is ca- 
pable of exceeding the legal limit of 
speed by several times that limit? Road 
racing with automobiles in this count 
try has already resulted in disaster, 
and unless it is stopped by the owners 
of these vehicles themselves, it will be 
stopped by legislation. People do not 
own racing horses, as a rule, for their 
own pleasure driving. If the owners 
of antomobiles wish the same rights 
upon the road as are granted to drivers 
of horses, it is incumbaut upon them 
to use their automobiles as one would 
use a horse, Yet every day we read of 
efforts to secure more powerful auto- 
mobiles, capable of making the speed 
of a mile a minute, or even more, for 
use in a country where such speed is 
If an automo- 
bile is to be used only on the race track 
it might be understood why it might 
be desirable to own one of these forty- 
five horse-power machines. But for 
the automobile to be used upon the 
road there are limitations which should 
be respected by the most enthusiastic 
automobilists, if not for bis own 
safety, at least for the safety of the 
public. —Transcript.

Northwest Is Dissatisfied With 
Present Schedules 


FEARS A LOSS OF TRADE 


Because Protected Trusts’ Goods Are 
Sold Cheaper In Foreign Markets 
Than at Home—Geographical Issue 
Taken Up by Newspapers 


Washington, Aug. 21.—Siguidicant of 
the northwestern movement for tariff 
revision are the utterances of Repre- 
sentative Joel P. Heatwole of Minne- 
sota, who has declined to be a candi- 
date for re-election, after eight years’ 
service in congress aud has returned to 
his editorial desk doubtless with the in- 
tention of trying for the gubernatorial 
nomination in 1904. Copies of the 
Northfield News, which Mr, Heatwole 
owns, have just been received here in 
which he plants his political future on 
the side of revision. 

“The people of the northwest,” he 
says, “have become fully convinced that 
they are paying excessive prices for 
protected trusts’ goods which are be- 
ing sold cheaper in foreign markets 
than at home. They are beginniag to 
realize that the foreign trade of the 
northwest, especially in its food pro- 
ducts, will be diminished and is liable 
to be destroyed unless some of the tariff 
schedules are modified.” 

Mr. Heatwole does not believe, how- 
ever, that the tariff will be changed 
during the remainder of the present 
administration unless an extra session 
is called this fall for that purpose. The 
regular short session would be too 
short and the next long session begin- 
ning in December, 1903, would be too 
near the presidentiaLcampaign for any 
effective action. 

Nearly every Republican newspaper 
in Minnesota favors tariff revision, 
and a perusal of their columns reveals 
some unfortunate outcropping of the 
geographical issue. They assert that 
the present schedules are made in the 
interest of eastern manufacturers, and 
suggest that the next tariff should be 
more western in its character. While 
believing strongly in protection, they 
want a somewhat different application 
from that now in force, and according 
to all accounts, will begin to make them- 
selves felt in the national councils of 
the party. It will be recalled that 
Representative Tawney of Minnesota 
voted in the Ways and means Committee 
for the Babcock bill, and that Le had 
the support in doing so of his own dele- 
gations, as wellas many Republican 
members from adjoining states. Mr. 
Heatwole’s successor will be nominated 
by the direct primaries which are to be 
held on Sept. 16. 


Higher Licenses to Sell Oleo 

Washington, Aug. 21.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has made a 
ruling to the effect that dealers who sell 
oleomargarine which paid a tax of 2 
cents a pound prior to July 1, 1902, must 
take out a license costing $480 a year 
for wholesalers and $48 a year for re- 
tailers, instead of $200 and $6, repec- 
tively. The only dealers who pay the 
minimum license rate of $6 and $200 a 
year are those who deal exclusively in 
oleomargarine which has paid the tax 
of 1-4 cent a pound.

PULP MILLS WRECKED 
Explosion of Digesters Causes the 

Death of at Least Eight Men 
Wilmington, Del, Aug. 21.--Eight 
wrorkmen are known to have been 
killed, six are missing, and three others 
were badly injured by the explosion of 
two steel digesters in the Delaware 
pulp mills of the Jessup & Moore Paper 
company yesterday. 

The digesters were located in a two- 
story building. There were 10 of them 
in the building, each one reseubling a 
vat and about six feet in diameter. 
They were used for reducing wood 
pulp. Eighteen men were at work in 
the building. There were two terrific 
reports and the next instant the build- 
ing and other mills about the structu-e 
were completely wrecked. One di- 
gester was blown into the air and fell 
to the ground 250 feet away. 

An alarm of fire was sounded and the 
entire fire department of the city anda 
large force of police were soon <n the 
ground and the work of rescue was be- 
gun. Several of the workmen were 
taken out unconscious, only to die «fter 
being removed to hospitals. The wreck- 
age was piled up for more than 30 feet 
and the escaping steam made the work 
of rescue rather difficult. 

Those who were not killed outrigit 
were mangled and burned by *scaping 
acid that flowed over their bodies from 
the broken digesters. To add to the 
horror of the disaster the wrecknge 
took fire, but after some difficulty the 
fire department subdued the flames. 

Steam was used in the digesters. 
The officers of the company think that 
too much steam was generated in them 
and that this was the cause of the ex- 
plosion. The monetary loss is esti- 
mated at $35,000. 
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The Coal Strike Situation 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 21.—The coal 
operators of the Wyoming region took 
a step forward yesterday. The War- 
necke washery at Duryea, under a 
strong guard, was kept in operation all 
day, and the Maltby breaker of the 
Lehigh Valley Coal company prepared 
a lot of coal, which had already been 
mined, for the market. 

At strike headquarters it is claimed 
that the output of coal at the washery 
Was very small and that 50 or 60 special 
officers were required to protect the few 
men employed at the place. 

The strike leaders here think that J. 
Pierpont Morgan will consent to a con- 
ference of some kind with President 
Mitchell and that the strike will be 
over by the first of September. 


Death List From Philippines 

Washington, Aug. 21—Between June 
25 and July 1072 deaths occurred snung 
the enlisted men of the divisions of the 
Philippines. Of the total nuuber of 
deaths, 35 were due to Asiatic cholera. 
The war department yesterday re- 
ceived this information from General 
Chaffee, at Manila, together with a list 
of those soldlers who had died. In»ddi- 
tion to the 35 who died of cholera, 17 
died of dysentery, 6 of malarial fever 
and the remainder of various other cis- 
eases. Of those who died of cholera, 
nine were Philippine scouts and natives.

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BOYACA HEARD FROM 


Rebels Captured Colombian “Gun- 
boat” From Government forces 
Pavama, Aug. 21—The government 

gunboat Boyaca, which left here July 
29 to carry 300 soldiers to Agua Dulce 
and which was captured by the Co- 
lombian revolutionists, is now at sea 
fiying the rebel flag. The rumors that 
the Boyaca had been sunk are therefore 
refuted. 

Before she left here General Salazar, 
governor of Panama, ordered the com- 
mander of the Boyaca not to fire the 
guns on that vessel because he feared 
the bad condition of the Boyaca would 
endanger those op board if her guns 
Were discharged. Revolutionary re- 
ports of the capture of the gunboat are 
that she fought two hours before being 
captured. The Boyaca’s machinery 
and keel were in very bad condition. 
She was built in 1883 at Wilmington, 
Del., for the Colombian government. 

The hopes of the Conservatives of 
Panama are now centered in the steam- 
er which Senor Concha, Colombian 
minister at Washington, is supposed to 
have bought recently at San Francisco. 
Should this vessel sail promptly for the 
isthmus with good gunners on board it 
is believed by government officials that 
with the reinforcements expected here 
from Barranquilla, General Salazar 
need have no fear of an attack from 
the revolutionary forces under General 
Herrera. 

The steamer Palena reached port yes- 
terday from the south and her captain 
reports having met the Boyaca flying 
the flag of the revolutionists off the 
island of Taboguilla, about 15 miles 
from Panama. 


Kruger Clings to Boer Flag 
The Hague, Aug. 21.—The conference 
at Utrecht yesterday between the Beer 
generals and the delegates and Mr. 
Kruger was rather stormy. At the end 
of an hour and a half the delegates 
withdrew, leaving Generals Botha, De 


Wet and Delarey together with Mr. 
Kruger. Little has been allowed to 


traspire as to what took place, but it is 
understood that the generals found Mr. 
Kruger in no way inclined to acq esce 
to British dominion in South Africa. 
Mr. Kruger is even said to have Lit- 
terly upbraided the generals for giv- 
ing up Boer independence. The gen- 
erals returned to The Hague last night. 


Cubans Wax Wroth 

Havana, Aug. 21.—A lively discus- 
sion occurred in the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday over the action of 
Manuel L. Diaz, secretary of public 
works, in granting a concession to Senor 
Castenada to establish an electric 
light plant at Havana. Several mem- 
bers of the house said that unless Prest- 
dent Palma revoked the concession, he 
(Palma) should be impeached by the 
senate. The house was divided on the 
question and no vote has as yet been 
taken. 


Church Authorities Satisfied 
Havana, Aug. 21.—The Cuban gov- 
ernment has recognized the contract 
made by the American military gov- 
ernment of Cuba with Mgr. Sbarretti, 
din settlement of questions of the owner- 
ship of church property, and the pay- 
ments of rentals for buildings returned 
to the church and now occupied by the 
Cuban government under the terms of 
this contract are being made to the sat- 

isfaction of the church authorities. 


Chaffee Receives Instructions 

Manila, Aug. 21.—General Chaffee 
reached the island of Cebu yesterday on 
the transport Ingalls and received from 
Washington instructions regarding the 
course to be pursued in Mindanao jsl- 
and. Subsequently the general left 
Cebu for Manila. No word was re- 
ceived yesterday from Lake Lanao, 
where Captain Pershing Is in command 
of a column of American troops.

Berlin, Aug. 21.—Parties from across 
the Belgian frontier race recklessly with 
automobiles through German villages 
and fatal accidents were reported yes- 
terday from three villages. ‘The in- 
habitants tried to lynch an automobilist 
who ran over an 8-year-old girl at Sin- 
zig; a Belgian count killed an aged man 
at PBruhl, and a child was run over and 
killed at Punderich.

Professor Norton Says That Great 
Forces of Evil Are In the Ascen- 
dant—Louis Ehrich Speaks of Lack 
of Protest From Pulpits

The intense feeling had been steadily 
growing for the past year, and yester- 
day at least one of the trustees, Charles 
liowes, and many of the warm friends 
of the academy declined to attend, be- 
cause of the extreme criticisms by the 
speakers of the past, notably ex-Gov- 
ernor Chaneberlain of South Carolina, 
When they severely scored President 
McKinley. 

Dr. Hall did not hesitate to say that 
he thought some of the addresses were 
in exceedingly bad taste, and that if 
he thought the words spoken by some of 
the speakers were literally true that 
be should blush with shame when he 
entered Faneuil Hall and he should 
not dare to stand in the shadow of 
Bunker Hill monument. He said: 
“Let us have here no more vitupera- 
tion or extreme criticism of public men, 
whom the committee respect. Let the 
methods of antagonism and partisan- 
ship find no place at these tables.” 
Professor Norton of Harvard uni- 
versity, who has presided for 25 out of 
24 years in which the dinners have 
been held, lectured his audience on the 
alleged decadence of the, Republican 
party. He held that the voters of Ash- 
field and surrounding towns, a great ma- 
jority of whom vote the Republican 
ticket, were voting for a party name 
only and a party that had deserted its 
principles. He said in part: 

“Among wars Which, even in the 
warlike days of the 17th century Bacon 
ranked unjustifiable, were ‘wars 
made by foreigners under pretence of 
justice or protection to deliver the sub- 
jects of others from tyranny and op- 
pression.” If under pretence of hu- 
manity it engage in a war of aggres 
slon for the sake of acquisition of ter- 
ritery or other gain, it adds bypocrisy 
to the crime of unjustifiable war. And 
what else but this is to be said of our 
war with Spain?) What credit have we 
won by that war, save such as comes 
to a robust man when he knocks down 
a weakling who has begged for merey? 
What credit do we get from our pitiless 
fightings but the credit of the bully and 
the ruffian? What service can Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, with every good inten- 
tion and with every good fortune at- 
tending him—what service can he ren- 
der that will ever compensate for the 
evil which he renders by his exultation 
of war? The lovers of peace and jus- 
tice, of thefr country’s honor, are 
powerless against the madness and 
folly of the rampant materialism and 
militarism of the day. The great forces 
of evil are in the ascendant. But, how- 
ever dark the skies, the lover of peace 
and justice knows that the stars are 
with him.” 

Louis R. Ehrich of Colorado took 
strong anti-imperialistic ground. He 
began with a comparison between 
George III and the late President Me- 
Kinley. both extolled by contemporaries 
for purity of domestic life, and the ob- 
ject of universal esteem, yet both doing 
great mischief to their countries. “Let 
us not dwell on the horrors of the last 
three years,” he said. “The saddest 
fact is that while our national ideals 
were being desecrated, while from 50,- 
000 to 100 000 lives were being sacri- 
ficed, the pulpits of Christ applauded 
and conventions professing to repre 
sent the patriotic spirit were not heard 
in protest.

WAIVED EXAMINATION _ 


Defendants In Rogers Murder Case 
Will Be Heard In October 

Bennington, Vt., Aug. 22.—The state 
had made preparations for a lengtay 
hearing of the case against Mrs. Mary 
Rogers, Laon Perham and Miss Stella 
Bates, who are charged with causing 
the death of Mrs. Rogers’ husband, 
Marcus Rogers, on Aug, 11, but when 
the defendants were brought before 
Justice Shurtleff yesterday they waived 
an examination and the case went over 
to be considered by the grand jury at 
the October term of the court for Ben- 
nington county. 

But little evidence was introduced, 
the most important being the testi- 
mony of Levi Perham, brother of Leon 
Perham. He said that Mrs. Rogers of- 
fered him $500 to go to Hoosick, N. Y., 
with her and assist her in killing her 
husband. He said she made the offer 
to him a few days before Rogers was 
murdered, and while the latter was en- 
gaged at his labors in Hoosick. He 
said her plan was to pretend to show 
her husband a rope trick and get him 
to jump a rope until he was tired out, 
then bind him with the rope and ad- 
minister the chloroform. The witness 
said he refused to have anything to do 
with this plan. 

Another important witness was 
Charles Mallory, through whose testi- 
mony Mrs. Rogers endavored to estab- 
lish an alibi. He testified that he was 
with Mrs, Rogers on the night of the 
alleged murder from 7:30 to 1 o'clock 
the next morning and that they did not 
go near the place where Rogers Is sup- 
posed to have been murdered. 


Maine Woman Murdered 

Cornish, Me., Aug. 22.—After a hard 
day’s work the authorities are at sea 
as to the identity of the murderer of 
Olive Broad, whose body was found in 
a pasture here yesterday. A partially 
completed autopsy shows her to have 
been brutally beaten with a sharp 
stone and shot with a small calibre re- 
volver. Miss Olive Broad was 55 years 
old and resided in the outskirts of the 
town. That the motive of the murder 
was robbery seems evident from the 
fact that no valuables were found on 
the body.

HAS SPIES ASHORE. 


A Perfect Signal Seiden: Enabies Defenders 
to Learn of Presence of the Enemy. 


Rockport, Muss., Aug. 22.—At mid- 


night 36 hours had passed of the pos- 
sible 12U for the naval conflict be 
tween the attacking squadron, in 
charge of Conunander Pillsbury, andthe 
Gumanded by 
Rear Adimiral Higginson; the coming 
of another day was recorded, but the 
anticipated meeting between the hostile 
fleets had not come to pass. After a 
day which had been on the whole de- 
void of any sensations, the night, thick 
and cloudy, with the moon quite ob 
scured, developed so many confusing 
situations-and so many extraordinary 
reports that the Higginson squadron 
bad just cause for uneasiness. Some- 
how the feeling grew that it would not 
be such a difficult attainment after all 
for the three auxiliary cruisers of the 
white squadron to slip in and anchor ip 
some harbor, protected as they would 
be by the inviting darkness which pre- 
Vailed. 

Perhaps the greatest danger which 
came to Admiral Higginson was that 
of yielding to the temptation to with- 
draw the Kearsarge, and leave only the 
Alabama and the Massachusetts, to go 
in search of the enemy, reported on ap- 
parently reliable authority to have 
been sighted at either this point or that 
point along the coast. Such reports 
Were in fact made. In the early part 
of the night the station on the Isles of 
Shoals notified the nearest mainland 
point by the use of torches and the

secret code of the navy that a large, 
Strange two-masted craft had been 


sighted outside the shoals, 

Admiral Higginson’s wonderful sys- 
tem of signals worked to perfection. 
Almost in a moment, it seemed, the de- 
stroyer Decatur was rocketted from 
Portsmouth to pursue the mysterious 
comer, and in another moment the De- 
eatur was ploughing furiously through 
the heavy seas. The stranger turned 
and fled at full speed, and this fact led 
to the decision that she may have been 
one of the attacking fleet passing in- 
ward on secret duty. Ata late hour the 
Deeatur had made no report. 

At 11 o'clock came another report of 
a strange ship sighted south of eastern 
Point light, Gloucester. Admiral Hig- 
ginson at once ordered the torpedo boat 
Bagiey to investigate, but the Bagley 
found to her surprise that it was the 
cruiser Brooklyns which had come 
‘down from her northern station pur- 
suant to the privilege extended by Ad- 
miral Higginson. 

The reason that the admiral stead 
fastly refused to leave his anchorage in 
the harbor here, central point as it is 
between Portsmouth and Cape Cod, was 
that he dared not leave Rockport ex- 
posed to the enemy, which, taking ad- 
vantage of the needless passage of the 
defending battleships to another port, 
might easily creep in.and drop anchor 
at the very heart of the operations of 
the blue squadron. It was all those 
considerations that forced Admiral 
Higginson to the couclusion that on 
none but the surest authority would he 
leave the Rockport station to join other 
members of his squadron in the work 
of putting the enemy out of action. 

The complications which developed 
in the shape of undoubted news that 
Commander Pillsbury had secretly 
landed some of his officers ashore to 
spy upon the movements of the blue 
squadron served only to inerease the 
perplexity of Admiral Higginson’s po- 
sition, and this reported shore system 
of gpying was one of the things that 
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led the admiral to establish the new 
signal station off Straightsmouth 
Point aral also to ramove his ships as 
he did early in the evening to a point 
just inside Thatcher's island. In the 
early morning the position of these 
boats had not been changed The 
Kearsarge held the outer berth, and 


the Massachusetts was innermost.

NO SUOH PAGEANT SINCE 1804, 


General Wheeler Says Effect of the 
Display Will Be of Great Benefit to 
England—Justice Brown Thought 
Spectacle Worthy of Historic Tra- 
ditions—Music Impressed Holis. 


The New York Herald’s European 
edition publishes the following from 
its London correspondent: 

General Joseph Wheeler, who, with 
his three daughters, saw King Ed- 
ward's coronation procession passing 
both ways from his stand, was much 
impressed by the spectacle. 

“It was certainly one of the most 
brilliant pageants ever witnessed since 
the coronation of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
in 1804,” said Ge neral Wheeler. “The 
soldiers were selected men from the 
Horse guards and the best military or- 
ganizations in all parts of the empire. 
I think the effect of the display will 
be of great benefit to England. 

“The colonial troops will go home 
filled with gratification at the atten- 
tion and applause they received. The 
effect must be to cement the feeling of 
good will toward England throughout 
the colonies. 

“The Indian chiefs and troops were 
especially applauded. I was rather 
surprised to learn of the extent of the 
independent attitude of the princes of 
India, who are almost absolutely inde- 
pendent sovereigns, the exactions by 
Great Britain resting upon them in as 
light a manner as possible. 
my almost three months’ stay 
rope I have accumulated evidence 
the unfaltering loyalty of the ae 
princes and people to the British goy- 
ernment. It was interesting to see 
their devotion to Earl Roberts. I have 
seen a great deal in the army admin- 
istration of Great Britain and France 
which highly commends itself ,to me. 
[ hope commissions of able officers 
may be sent from America through 
Europe to study European systems in 
order that our own may be brought to 
a higher state of perfection. 

“Of course the pageantry

“The most striking thing to me about 
the whole event,” sald General Wheel- 
er in conclusion, “was the great ap- 
plause given to Lord Roberts and Lord 
Kitchener.”

In Conuection With Northern 
Pacific Merger Suit 


LAMB AND POWER TESTIFY 


As to the Names of the Men Who 
Acted as Sponsor For Plaintiff, and 
Who, It Is Alleged, Advised and 
Urged His Flight From New York 


New York, Aug. 22.—Lawyer George 
A. Lamb, attorney for Peter Power, 
went on the stand yesterday and named 
the men who, with Power as plaintiff 
and Captain Henry Stern as go-be- 
tween, he said, had hoped to conceal 
their connection with the Northern Pa- 
cific merger suit, and keep their iden- 
tity hidden. Those he named were: 
W. Bourke Cockran, Camille Weiden- 
feld, H. Content & Co., and Edwin R. 
Thomas of the firm of Thomas & Post, 
Wall street bankers and brokers. 

The story of Power's wandering 
came out; a plan to send him to Europe 
was revealed; his quasi-connection 
with the suit at issue, and, in short, a 
story of the most remarkable action 
ever begun to prevent a combination 
of capital. Lamb said that he was 
practically forced by the people back 
of him to send Power away, and that 
they paid the expenses of his trip to 
West Hurley and Montreal. 

Weidenfeld, Cockran and other spon- 
sors of the Power suit, Lamb declared, 
feared that Power would be broken 
down as a witness and would “give 
away the people behind it.” Cockran 
was telephoned to for advice, Lamb de- 
clared, and was one of the persons for 
whom, he (Lamb) was given to believe, 
he was acting in pushing the suit. 
Lamb said Cockran was one of those 
who advised Power to stay out of the 
court’s jurisdiction and was ready to 
supply him with funds to enable him to 
do so. 

Peter Power himself was on the 
stand at the afternoon session. lle 
said to the best of his belief he had 
received 100 shares of stock in pay- 
ment forthe useof hisname. That was 
his sole interest in the suit. He had 
been instructed that the subpoena ser- 
vice was bad and had left New York 
city with that understanding. Ina 
measure his testimony was corrobora- 
tive of that given by Lawyer Lamb re- 
garding the connection of Messrs. 
Cockran and Weidenfeld with‘he suit. 

Power began his testimony by saying 
that he was 24 years old; that he first 
met Mr. Lamb in November, 1900, and 
that he began the study of law in 
Lamb's office in April of the next year. 
He was to receive $30 a week salary. 

“Did you ever own any stock in the 
Northern Pacific Railroad company?’ 
asked Mr. Kellogg, who conducted the 
examination. 

“Mr. Lamb told me Mr, Weidenfeld 
would carry 100 shares of the stock for 
any one who would bring suit. The 
stock was assigned to me.” 

Power said he never saw Mr. Weiden- 
feld. All he knew of him was that Mr. 
Lamb told him the stock was his. This 
was in May of last year. He under- 
stood he was to pose as plaintiff, but 
he did not know until six months later 
what was the object of the suit. He 
understood Mr. Weidenfeld was to 
bring the suit and pay the expenses. 
All the information he had was from 
Mr. Lamb. Power said he understood 
the stock was given to him because the 
real parties to the suit wished to re- 
main under cover. 

Power first saw the certificate at the 
Auditorium Hotel in Chicago. That 
Was the only time he saw the certifi- 
cate. 

Power said, replying to questions, 
that he saw in the newspapers that he 
was wanted as a witness before the ex- 
aminer. The first subpoena was served 
upon him July 24 and an attempt to 
serve a second Was made next day. A 


third was served upon him a few days | 


later. Lamb told him that counsel bad 
decided that the service was not good. 
The witness declared that he had said 
he would appear before the examiner 
if Lamb advised him to do so. 

“Did anyone else tell you the service 
of the subpoena was no good?” Kellogg 
asked. “Mr. Chandler and Captain 
Stern were talking about it in Mr. 
Lamb's office and Mr. Chandler told me 
in their presence that I need not worry, 
as the service was not good.” 

Chandler and Lamb met at the Calu- 
met club, Power said, and he called up 
Weidenfeld at Oyster Bay on the tele- 
phone. After their conversation Lamb 
told him Weidenfeld wanted iim to go 
to Europe. He said he refused to go. 


Replying to questions by Lamb, 
Power said he remembered Lawb tell- 
ing him he would have to testify in the 
present proceeding, althouzh Weiden- 
feld and the others did not want him 
to do so. He was willing then to tes- 
tify and has always been willing. He 
went away because he understood the 
lawyers were satisfied that the services 
of the subpoena-was not good and ihe 
people back of him desired his absence. 


To a direct question Power said he 


had called Bourke Cockran on the 
telephone 40 or 50 times during the dif- 
feren® times Chandler was in consulta- 
tion with Lamb.

FINANCIAL? RUIN 


Will Follow Continued Trade Com- 
binations, Says Russell Sage 

New York, Aug. 22—Russell Sage 
in an interview yesterday referred toa 
published statement quoting J. Pierpont 
Morgan as saying that the era of great 
trusts had just begun, and that sore 
gigantic corporations are stored in the 
near future, some of which may over- 
shadow the steel trust. Mr. Sage said: 

“Whether Mr. Morgan said that or 
not, combinations of all industries are 
amenacetotrue government. Notonly 
so, but they are the oppressors of the 
people.” 

“What will be the result of such an 
era?’ asked a reporter. 

“In such an event the American peo- 
ple will revolt against them, and there 
will be financial ruin the like of which 


this country has never seen—or any 
other.” 
It was suggested to Mr. Sage that 


there was a general opinion that com- 
binations at certain times were goo¢ 
things for the country. ‘Yes,” Mr. 
Sage replied, “when several industries 
are starting out in business it is well 
for individuals to combine for mutual 
protection until the business is firmly es- 
tablished. When the business is so es- 
tablished the combination should be 
disrupted and conducted on individual 
lines. Then if one individual became 
embarrassed it would not mean the 
wrecking of the industry. I believe it 
is best to have such industries divided 
among several individuals than com- 
bined into one great combination, the 
embarrassment of which would mean 
the ruin of all.” 


Death of General Sigel 

New York, Aug. 22.—Generai Franz 
Sigel died at his home in this city yes- 
terday of old age. He was in his 78th 
year. General Sigel fought with the 
revolutionists in the German insurrec- 
tion of 1849, became commander-in- 
chief of the revolutionists and was 
made their minister of war. He came 
to this country in 1852, making bis home 
in St. Louis, where he organized a 
regiment of infantry at the outbreak 
of the Civil war. He came to New 
York in 1867 and was twice a candidate 
for secretary of state on the Republican 
ticket. He was appointed pension 
agent in 1886 by President Cleveland.

hiMiC WAR IS ENDED 


White Fleet Captured Off 
Massachusetts Coast 


HEADED FOR SALEM HARBOR 


When It Was Surrounded by the De- 
fending Squadron—Failure to Enter 


and Holi a Port on Seaboard Be- 


tween Portland and Provincetown 
Rockport, Mass., Aug. 25.—The naval 
search problem on the New England 
coast was terminated at 5:40 Sunday 
morning by the signal “Surrender; De- 
tuand aud Unconditional’ from Rear 
Admiral Higginson's flagship, and the 
reply “Accept Surrender,” the 
truck of the Com- 
nmander Pillsbury’s flagship.

The battle between the blue, or de- 
fending squadron, and the white, or at- 
thus quietly 
ended eight miles south of ‘Lhatcher's 
i nd. The enemy had most signally 
failed to make a harbor, having Salem 
for its objective. A preponderance of 
fighting strength, relatively ¢4 points, 
represented by the battleships Inear- 
surge, Alabuma and Muassacusetts, 
Scorpion and a torpedo boat had over- 
Whelmed the 45 points represented by 
Panther 


tacking squadron, was 


the auxiliary cruiser Prairie, 
and Supply. 

To speak from a_ theoretie stand- 
point the white squadron was entirely 
destroyed by the guns of the defending 
battleships. ‘Thus on the fourth night 
the game of naval strategy was brc ught 
to an end, it having covered a period of 
unceasing toil, nights of 
anxious and wearying vizsil, and cf 
grave uncertainty to its participants. 
The destruction of Pillsbury's squad- 
ron occurred at a point just within the 
outer limit of Gloucester harbor, not 
over eight southerly from 
Thatcher's island, off which had been 
anchored since Wednesday, when the 
war game was declared opened, the 
three powerful battleships wf the blue 
squadron. 

The surrounding and “putting out of 
action” of the squadron in charge of 
Commander Pillsbury was the culmi- 
nating incident in one of the most in- 
teresting chapters in the peace history 
of the American navy. For the plac- 
ing in operation of the naneuvers of 
the warships of the coast of New Eng- 
land the navy had prepared itself and 
had long looked forward to them with 
keen antici This wimic war 
come of the belief that the 
rapidly growing navy should bave 
some opportunity of engaging in prac- 
tice, in tactics and in strategy, in Lrief 
with all conditions of a state of war. 
As planned by the naval suthorities at 
Washington two squadrons were to be 
put into the game, one the blue, the 
fieet; and the cther the 
White, to be a hostile tleet Lent upon 
effecting an anchorage /ato scme un- 
protected harbor on the coast from 
Cape Elizabeth to Cape Cod, opposed all 
the time by the first named fleet. This 
anchorage had to be maintained against 
the defenders for a period of six hours. 

To win in the mimic war the blue 
squadron had to bring against the at- 
tacking vessely warships, superior in

their combined assumed fighting power. 
Each side had the right ‘o ea)-ture in 
dividual craft of the other ficet by over- 
coming them in point of strength and 
under the rules of the “game” tne cap- 
tured vessels were to retive nttogether 
from the field ef action. tn the defeat 
of Pillsbury the defense, w'th three 
battleships, with the Scorpion, and 
with a single torpedo boat was valued 
at 64 points, so that the halance was 
against the attacking squadron. 
Throughout the mimie war there was 
placed in operation a system of coast 
defense which was admittedly of credit 
to those who engaged init. Eveninits 
partial unfairness toward the attacking 
fleet the problem was most profound. 
The final event of these war moves 
was the sequence of many complicat- 
ing developments. The defent of Pills- 
bury came at the end of 2 night fi!l'd 
with rumors as to the location of the at- 
tacking squadron. At 9:30 o’clock the 
three battleships of Higginson got un- 
der way in a hurry and sailed to the 
eastward. The intention was to move 
on to Portland and if this “ad been 
carried out, Admiral Higginson, as it 
later developed, would Lave uneon- 
sciously swung the balance of Lis ficht- 
ing force to that end of the coast line. 
as Pillsbury had intended he skould, 
but which was not done »n account of 
the heavy seas running outside Cape 


Elizabeth. 
Higginson, however, ‘letlected his 
course back to Gloucester after a 


swing seaward, in response to% repert 
that the enemy had not been sighted 
when it was believed she had been, but 
in the last hours of the night Pills- 
bury sailed towards Cape Ann from: the 
outside, and as it proved, right under 
the very guns of the defendivg squad- 
ron. Commander Pillsbury kad stood

well out to sea, Msappoiutea meacu ar 
the failure of the long )!anned rnse to 
draw the blockading ships away from 
the destined seat of enga cement, and 
then after maneuvering, headed 
straight for Salem harbor, Lut tke de- 
sired vantage was never reached. 

When Pillsbury’s boats had arrived 
off Magnolia they were sighted ty the 
signal station on Baker's island. <A 
message was sent to the +tation bere, 
and the torpedo boat Barney was sent 
out to notify the blue squiudron. it 
was real war then. Geucral quarters 
were sounded. There was? quick rush 
of many feet, the manning of a hundred 
posts, the clank of the -nehor chain, 
the ringing of bells, the giving of orders, 
and a general clearing for action. 
Not many moments passed before the 
flagship was under way, steaming at 
14 knots, with the Alabama and the 
Massachusetts many boats’ length in 
the rear. Some distance back was the 
Barney, rapidly overhauling the ships 
ahead. 

The naval experts are discussing the 
reason for Commander  Pillsbury’s 
maneuver in steaming finally to the 
northward and coming to anchor as he 
did at a point off Magnolia end near to 
Gloucester harbor, especially in’ the 
light of the announcement that Pills- 
bury had determined to anchor in 
Salem harbor; and the theory was ad- 
vanced that the acting admiral of the 
white squadron either had observed 
that-he had been sighted and decided 
to surrender hopelessly, or try at the 
last moment to run in unseen by Ad- 
miral Higginson, astern of Norman's 
Woe, in Gloucester harbor. 

Something of the realization of his 
prodigious problem came to Ccm- 
mander Pillsbury, so he himnself con- 
fesses, as he sailed at an 11-icnot speed 
into the final place of engagement. 
For four days and nights Le had been 
wandering up and down the New Eng- 
land coast 100 miles out from shore 
waiting for the moment of his move- 
ment upon Salem. The truth came 
home to him that the odds were vastly 
against the attacking squadron when 
one considered that the coast held to 
be in peril from the enemy extended 
only from Portland to the tip of Cape 
Cod, and that for purposes of defense 
a score of war vessels were employed 
by the defending admiral, 

At 5:40 o'clock the three betileships, 
aided by the converted yacht Scorpion, 
which had chased in froin the south in 
time to be in at the finish, and the 
Barney, which had overtaken the fleet, 
formed a horseshoe about the white 
squadron. The elation among the men 
on board the blue squadron ships ran 
high. 

Commander Pillsbury, after he had 
signalled his surrender, passed in his 
barge from the Prairie, walked up the 
starboard gangway of the Kearsarge 
and offered his sword to Admiral Hig- 
ginson. “Keep your sword, sir,” said 
the senior officer. “I would not accept 
the sword from sogallanta foe.” “And 
I, sir,” responded Pillsbury, “could not 
surrender to a nobler or better officer.” 

This exchange of gvords ended the 
actual surrender, and at the invitation 
of Admiral Higginson, “ommander 
Pillsbury stepped down to the cabin of 
the Kearsarge and here the two officers 
discussed in privacy the incidents of 
the days since the “declaration of hos- 
tilities’ on Wednesday. At the con- 
clusion of the conference Commander 
Pillsbury was returned to his flagship 


and it was not long after that the 
Prairie headed down the coast. 
The main theme of discussion in 


Rockport among the seafaring people, 
who know the Massachusetts const as 
well as they know their own houses, 
was the apparent rejection of all 
strategetic movements by ommander 
Pillsbury. He had not tried to land 
officers or marines ashore to learn of 
the enemy’s movements, and Le had 
sailed almost to the base of the defense 
just before daylight, wh2n capture 
seemed inevitable. 

In an interview on board his flag- 
ship, Admital Higginson expressed his 
pleasure at the real work which bad 
been done during the week. He com- 
mended Staehle, the apprentice boy, 
who was the first to report ihe presence 
of Commander Pillsbury’s squadron.

A more quiet day could not have been 
Spent by the president. He arose 
early and after eating a light breakfast, 
left the Chanler house ebout 9 o'clock 
and went out to meet M°s. Roosevelt, 
who had come up on the Sylph during 
the night. The president was aboard 
the ship for about two hours, and Mrs. 
Roosevelt left for home suortly after 
his return to the Chanler yilla, where 
the ceremony of christening the baby 
was perfogined. He wasLtamed ‘The- 
odore Ward Chanler. ‘The president 
acted as godfather and Mrs. Lodge as 
godmother. 

Travelling on Sunday was something 
new for the president, but in this in- 
stance he was obliged to depart from 
his usual custom, as he went to New- 
port for no other purpose than to at- 
tend the christening, and it was neces- 
Sa:y to make the short journey to Na- 
hant in order to maintain his schedule. 

That the enthusiasm attending the 
president’s journey shows no abate- 
ment was evident by the crowd which 
gathered about the depot at Newport, 
which cheered his arrival and continued 
it unti§ the train departed and was lost 
to view. 

Stonebridge, R. L., and Fall liver, 
Taunton and Mansfield, Mass., turned 
out in force to greet the president and 
as each place was reached the train 
was slowed down, the president ap- 
pearing on the rear platform and bow- 
ing his acknowledgements. 

At Boston the party discinbarked and 
entered the special which wes standing 
on another track, the crowd in the 
meantime keeping up a_ continuons 
cheering. Upon arriving .t Lynn cer- 
riages were in waiting to take the party 
to Nahant. Stretched from the depet. 
through the city and «across the 
peninsular to Nahant, a distance of four 
miles, were fully 60,000 people, who 
cheered as the president passed. There 
were two miles of carriages on either 
side of the road. The president rode 
with Mrs. Lodge and was escor’ed frem 
Lynn to Nahant by a troop of cavalry. 

The arrival at Nahant was a signal 
for another outbreak of applause and 
the two places seemed to vie with each 
other as to which should be the more 
cordial in the greeting. Flags snd 
bunting were displayed everywhere, 
and Nahant took on a geuuine holiday 
appearance. 

The most extraordinary precautions 
were taken by Senator Lodge for the 
president's safety.

A Move to Change the Rules 
and Restrict Sails. 


H. M. Faxon will not challenge for 
the Quincy cup next year says the 
Boston Advertiser. This was vouched 
for yesterday by a yachting man who 
is close to him, and who sailed on the 
Flashlight this year. 

However, there will be a challenge 
for the cup in two years, which was 
the interval elapsing between the 
Quincy cup race this season and the 
race preceding. It was in 1900 that the 
Quincy cup was taken from its home 
at Quincy to Manchester in the famous 
race between Mr. Faxon’s Hostess and 
the Manchester boat, the Lookout, and 
it was in 1902 that the Quincy club 
made its first effort to restore the cup. 

Between now and the next cup race, 
two years hence, one great change will 
be wrought in the conditions surround- 
ing the Quincy cup—and that is the 
deed of gift will be radically modified. 

This sentiment is now expressed 
openly by memabers of both the Man- 
chester and the Quincy Yacht clubs, 
and probably this winter a conference 
of Quincy and Manchester yachtsmen 
will be held to alter the deed, The 
extreme criticism which the freak 
boats have received this year has made 
an impression upon yachting men, and 
the move to modify the deed of gift is 
receiving strength continually.

THE TRUST QUESTION 


Illegal Combinations Are Diffi- 
cult to Deal With 


SUGGESTIONS BY ROOSEVELT 


Enactment by Congress of Laws Simi- 
lar to Those on Statue Books of 
Massachusetts Would Help the Peo- 
ple—Knox Comes In For Praise 


Boston, Aug. 26.—The week’s work 
for President Roosevelt in his trip 
through New England began in earnest 
yesterday afternoon when he departed 
from the summer home of Senater 
Lodge at Nahant, and amid the eu- 
thusiasm of the greatest number of 
people he has ever faced since the 
Pittsburg visit on July 4, rode into 
Lynn under cavalry escort and spoke 
from a platform at city hall. ‘Then 
he was taken to Boston by special 
train and on arrival went toSymphony 
hall, there addressing a great gather- 


ing of Boston business men. His 
speech here was devoted almost en- 
tirely to consideration of the trust 


question. He said: 

I am glad to have the chance of say- 
ing a few words to you this evening. 
There are several maters that I should 
like to discuss, and I can say in all 
sincerity that when I come here to New 
England, when I come to Boston, I like 
to go over as many subjects as possible 


so that I can get lightonthem. Ihave 
great faith in your judgment. I want 


to take up this evening the general 
question of our economic and social 
relations with specific reference to that 
problem with which I think our peo- 
ple are now greutly concerning them- 
selyes—the problem of our complex 
social condition as intensified by the 
existence of the great corporations 
which we rather loosely designate as 
trusts. 

But I wish to say. one or two things 
as preliminary. In the first place I 
have not come here to say that I have 
discovered a patent cureall for the 
trusts. When people's minds are great- 
ly agitated on any subject, and es- 
pecially when they feel deeply, but 
rather vaguely, that conditions are not 
right it is far pleasanter in addressing 
them to be indifferent as to what you 
promise, but it is much less pleasant 
afterwards. 

Of course the worth of a promise 
consists purely in the way in which 
the performance squares with it. That 
has got two sides to it. In the first 
place if a man is honest he will try just 
as hard to keep a promise made on the 
stump as one made off the stump. In 
the second place, if the people kee 
their heads they won’t wish promises 
to be made which are impossible of 
performance. Now you see that one 
side of that question is my duty and 
the other side is yours. Mankind goes 
ahead but slowly and it goes ahead 
mostly through each of the majority of 
us trying to do the best that fs in him 
and doing it in the most inteligent and 
sanest way. 

When we come to the question of 
good citzenship the first requisite {s 
that the man shall do the homely, every- 
day, humdrum duties well. But he 
must do more than that. In this coun- 
try of ours the average citizen has got 
to devote a good deal of thought and 
time to the affairs of the state as a 
whole or those affairs are going to go 
backwards. It is of no possible use to 
decline to go through all the ordinary 
duties of citizenship for a long space 
of time and then suddenly get up and 
feel angry about something or some- 
body not clearly defined in one's mind, 
and demand reform as if it was a con- 
crete substance and could be handed 
out forthwith. 

Now this is a preliminary to what I 
want to say to you about the whole 
question of corporations as affecting the 
public. There are very many and 
very difficult problems with which we 
are faced as one of the results of the 
forces which, taken all together, we 
speak of as progress. It is worse than 
useless for any of us to rail at or regret 
the great growth in industrial civiliza- 
tion of the last half-century. Boston 
and the thriving cities of Masachu- 
setts have been built up as a result of 
those forces. There is but little use 
in regretting that things have not 
shaped themselves differently. The 
practical thing to do is to face the con- 
ditions as they are and see if we can- 
not get the best there is in them out of 
them. 

We are not going to get any com- 
plete or perfect solution for all of the 
evils which come to our minds when 
we think of the trust by any single ac- 
tion on our part. A good many ac- 
tions in a good many different ways 
will be required before we get many 
of those evils even partially remedied. 
We have got to first of all think clear- 
ly. We have got to probably experi- 
ment somewhat. We must above all 
abpg by. eur acgiions that our interest 
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Ig pern“inent 2nd not spasmoaic, and 
We have got to sce that all the steps 
are taken toward the solution. 

1 am inclined to think that much the 
greatest trouble in any immediate 
handling of the question of the trusts 
comes from our system of govern- 
ment. Let me go back one moment. I 
want you to understand that my words 
are being taken at their exact face 
value. Remember, I am not saying 
that even if we had all the power we 
could completely solve the trust ques- 
tion. Gentlemen, if what we read in 
the papers is true they are speaking of 
a number of international trusts now. 
It would be very difficult for any set 
of laws on our part to deal completely 


with a problem which becomes inter- 
national in its bearings, but a great deal 
can be done in yarious ways now. 

When this government was founded 
there were no great individual or cor- 
porate fortunes, and commerce and in- 
dustry were being carried on very 
much as they had been from the days 
when Nineveh and Babylon stood in 
the Mesopotamian valley. They were 
easy to control. Now, however, the 
exact reverse is the case, and remember 
I say “corparations.” I do not say 
merely trusts, merely combinations of 
corporations or corporations under 
certain peculiar conditions 

-——e 

For instance, some time ago the at- 
torney general took action against a 
certain trust. There has been con- 
siderable discussion as to whether the 
trust aimed at would not seek to get 
out from under the law by becoming 
a single corporation. Now I want 
laws to enable us to deal with it no 
matter what shape it takes. I want to 
see the government able to get at it 
definitely, so that the action of the gov- 
ernment cannot be evaded by any 
turning withiu or without federal or 
state statutes. At present we have 
really no efficient control over a big 
corporation which does business in 
more than one state. Frequently the 
corporation has nothing whatever to 
do with the state in which it fs ineor- 
porated except to get incorporated, and 
its actions inay be taken in entirely 
different communities 
which may object very much to the 
methods of incorporation in the state 
named. 

At present if we pass laws nobody 
ean tell whether they will amount to 
anything. Now that has two bad ef- 
fects. In the first place the corporation 
becomes indifferent to the law-making 
body, and, in the next place, the law- 
making body gets into that most per- 
nicious custom of passing a law not 
with reference to what will be done nn- 
der it, but with reference to its effiecis 
upon the opinions of the. voters. Now 
thatisa bad thing. WhatI hopetosce 
is power given to the national legis 
lature which shall make the control 
real. 

Here in Massachusetts you have what 
I regard as, on the whole, excellent 
corporation laws. I think that most of 
our difficulties would be in a fair way 
of solution if we had the power to put 
upon the national statute books and 
did put on them laws for the nation 
much like those you have here on the 
subject of corporations In) Massachn- 
setts. If we can get adequate control 
by the nation of these great corpora- 
tions then we can pass legislation 
which will give us the power of regula 
tion and supervision over them. The 
first thing we want is the publicity and 
I don’t mean publicity as a favor by 
some corporations. I mean it as a 
right from al! corporations affected by 
the law. I want publicity as to the 
essential facts in which the publie hes 
an interest. IT want the knowledge 
given to the accredited representatives 
of the people of facts upon which those 
representatives can, if they see fit, 
base their actions later. The publicity 
itself would cure many evils. The 
light of day is a great deterrent to 
wrong doing. 

Some of these things T have’sald ean 
be done now. A good deal fs being 
done now. As far as the anti-trust 
laws go they will be enforced. Every 
suit that is undertaken will be begun 
because the great lawyer and npright 
man whom we are so fortunate as to 
have as attorney general. Mr. Knovy. he- 
Heves that there ts a violation of the 
law which we can get at, and when the 
suit is undertaken it won't be compro 
mised excepting on the basis that the 
government wins. Of course. 
men, no laws amount to anything nn 
less they are administered honestly and 
fearlessly. You have got to have the 
administration before the laws amecunt 
to that. (snapping his finger.) Then 1 
believe it is possible to frame national 
legislation which shall give us more 
power than we now have, at any_ra‘e 
over corporations doing an interstate 
business. 

I think we have got to make up our 
minds to the fact that if it proves on 
effort that we cannot under the con 
stitution as it is give the national »d- 
ministration sufficient power in dealing 
with these great corporations, then no 
matter what our reverence to the past 
may be our duty to the present and to 
the future will force us to see that more 
power is conferred upon the national 
administration. And when the power 
has been conferred then it will rest 
with the national government to ex- 
ercise it. 

And finally, men and women of New 
England, I ask you to remember that 
after all that has been done that can 
be done by government action it will 
still mean that what has been done is 
not to make everything smooth for 
each man, but simply to give a better 
opportunity for each man to work out 
his own future on good terms for him- 
self. After those laws have been en- 
acted after they-hare heen enforgea

This state cannot carry anyone. The 
state cannot do as much for you as 
you can do for it. Under no elreun- 
stances will it be possible by law to 
shape convictions so that each man 
shall succee®. 1f the man has not got 
fin him the stuff out of which he ean 
work success, the state cannot supply 
it. What can be done by the state, by 
the nation, is to make the conditions 
such that each man shalbbe able under 
the best circumstances, with every- 
thing most favorable to him, to work 
out his fate for himself. If under 
those circumstances he fails, 1 am 
sorry for him. 1 will help him as far 
as possible. I will lift him up if he 
stumbles, but I won't try to carry him, 
for that is neither helping him nor help- 
ing me.

FALSE FIGURES. |GROWING WEALTHY. 


The City of Quincy Roasted by 


Brookline Chronicle. 


The Brookline Chronicle of Aug. 16 
published the following editorial which 
is a gross libel on the City of Quincy 
under the caption—‘*‘A City Living Be- 
yond Its Means.’’ The roast is repub- 
lished in full that Quincy people may 
not be in ignorance of the bouquets that 
are being thrown at them, and that we 
may comment thereon. 

**One of the public-spirited citizens 
of Quincy, Mr. Henry H. Faxon, has 
revealed an astonishing condition of 
affairs in that city. From 1885 to 1901 
the population of Quincy bas merely 
doubled, but the expenditures have in- 
creased six-fold, and last year they 
were about six percent of the assessed 
valuation. Quincy, in fact, is involved 
in an indebtedness out of all proportion 
to its resources, and is oa the verge of 
insolvency. As an illustration of the 
advantages of the city over the town 
form of government, the example of 
Quincy is certainly not edifying. 

‘‘Nothing could be clearer, as Mr. 
Faxon observes, than that the affairs of 
Quincy have too much been managed by 
men of the sort ‘who are not capable of 
running @ peanut stand without getting 
financially involved.’ The City Council 
of Quincy has diligently fostered ex- 
travagance, with an which in 
more populous cities might excite awe 
The limits of the re- 
sources of the city have 
cently ignored, and the 
strictious on municipal indebtedness 
have been wantonly distegarded.

Certainly the 
example of neighboring municipalities 
may de partly responsible for an ex pen- 
diture of $1,097,710.59, in 1901, 
city of an assessed valuation of about 
$20,000,000. But the true cause is to 
found in the city form of guvernment, 
which has brought misfortune to the 
only town in Norfolk county that bas 
adopted it. If Quincy bad not turned 
a deaf ear to wise counsels, and had 
retained our venerable New England 
town meeting, the town would be weal- 
thier and more prosperous to lay.

QUARTER OF A MILLION 


People Honored the President 
During Yesterday’s Journey 


REED RULE IN CONGRESS 


Comes In For High Praise In a Speech 
at Portland— Work of Everyday Cit- 
izenship Essential to the Progress 


and Greatness of Our Nation 


Augusta, Me., Aug. 27.—President 
Roosevelt yesterday passed through 
three states, delivered eight speeches 
and received the plaudits of 259,000 
people. The greeting which has 
marked his progress through New 
England has been flattering in the ex- 
treme, and yesterday's experience 
demonstrated his popularity perhaps 
more than ever before. Everywhere 


at the regular stops and the smaller 
stations along the road the people were 
frantic in their efforts to catch a 
glimpse of him or to hear him speak 
and at Haverhill, Mass., this desire as- 
sumed such a form that the crowds 
completely overrode the police aud sur- 
rounded the president’s carriage, mak- 
ing it difficult for it to advance. 

The day’s journey was not without 
its incidents. As the president was 
about to board his car at South Law- 
rence, Mass., after delivering his 2d- 
dress, the leader of the band stepped 
up and made himself known to him. 
He said his name was Banan, a former 
cow-puncher and barber at Medora, N, 
D., where the president’s ranch 1s lo- 
cated. The president immediately 
recognized him and greeted him as an 
old friend. 

While on his way through the streets 
of Portland his carriage was stopped 
and he was presented withan album 
containing views of the city. Hestood 
up in his carriage and briefly thanked 
the donor. He has been the receipient 
of many floral gifts, and where the 
admirers were unable to get near 
enough personally to hand them to 
him, they threw them over the heads 
of the crowd into his carriage. 

Among those who boarded the train 
at Old Orchard to extend a welcome 
to the president was Congress an 
Littlefield. His visit was brief, and the 
conversation turned on other subjects 
than trusts. When Danville Junction 
was reached the president was greeted 
by Postmaster General and Mrs. Payne, 
Mrs. Garret A. Hobart and Mrs. 
Charles Emory Smith. Mr. Payne ac- 
companied the president to Lewiston. 

Some stops were made which were 
not on the itinerary. At Lisbon, Lis- 
bon Falls and Brunswick, Me., im- 
mense crowds gathered and the presi- 
dent, in response to their clamorous 
calls, was obliged to appear on the rear 
platform and say a few words. 

Although the day had been a _par- 
ticularly hard one on him, the president 
gave but slight signs of fatigue. Last 
night he was the guest of Governor 
Hill, who met him at the depot and es- 
corted him to his residence, where the 
president made a short address. 

Although the train did not arrive at 
Augusta until 8:55, after the most ex- 
baustive day of the trip, the president 
spoke from a platform erected near the 
front of the Blaine residence, a place 
historically associated with speeches 
made there by Blaine, a fact evidently 
appreciated by the president, who paid 
efoquent and touching tribute to Mr. 
Blaine’s grand and far-seeing Amer- 
icanism. 

At Portland President Roosevelt wes 
met by Mayor Boothby and was in- 
troduced to a delegation of citizens 
including Thomas B. Reed, Judge Pct- 
nam, Judge Hale, ex-Governor 
Cleayes, General Chamberiain, ex- 
Governor Robie and others, The 
president was escorted to a raised piat- 
form just outside the train shed and 
spoke to a crowd that filled the great 
square. He said: 

I wish to say a word to you in recog- 
nition of a great service rendered not 
only to all our country but to the entire 
principle of Democratic government 
throughout the world by one of your 
citizens. The best institutions are no 
good if they won't work. I do not care 
how beautiful a theory is. If it won’t 
fit in with the facts it isno good. If 
you build the handsomest engine and it 
Won't go, its usefulness would be 
limited. Well, that is just about the 
way that congress had become at the 
time when Thomas Reed was elected 
speaker. 

We had all the machinery but it did 
not work. That was the trouble and 
you had to find some powerful man 
who would disregard the storm of 
obloguy sure to be aroused by what 
he did to get it to work. Such a man 
was found when Tom Reed was made 
speaker. We may differ among our- 
selves as to what course government 
should follow, but if we possess any 
intelligence we must be a unit. If gov- 
ernment cannot go on it is no govern- 
ment. If the legislature cannot enact

it a legisiative body, and Ir, as it ‘s aec- 
cording to our principle, the majority 
is to rule, some method by which it can 
rule must be provided. 

Government by the majority in con- 
gress had practically come to a stop 
when Mr. Reed became speaker. Mr. 
Reed, at the cost of infinite labor, at 
the cost of fiercest attack, succeeded in 
restoring that old principle, and now 
through congress we can do as well or 
ill according as the people demand, but 
at aby rate We can do something. We 
will be that much ahead and we owe it 
more tha: to any other one man to your 
fellow citizen, Mr. Reed, and it is a 
great thing for the city, a great thing 
for any man to be able to fee! that in 
some one crisis he jeft his mark deeply 
scored for good iu the history of his 
country, and ‘om Keed has the right 
to that feeling. 

I was greeted here not only by your 
mayor, not only by other men standing 
high, but by you, general, (turning to 
General Chamberlain) to whom it was 
given, at the supreme moment of the 
war, to win the supreme reward of a 
soldier. All honor to the man, and 
Iaay we keep ourselves from envylng 
because to him came the supreme good 
fortune of winning the medal of honor 
for mighty deeds done in the mightiest 
battle that the 19th century saw— 
Gettysburg. 

I see everywhere | stop-—in Maine, as 
in Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Connecticut, men who in the times 
that tried the nation’s worth, rose level 
to the nation’s need and offered up life 
gladly to the nation’s altar—the men 
who fought in the creat Civil war from 
61 to "65. Now, general, and you and 
you (pointing) who wear the button, 
when you came down to the root of 
things in war time you had to depend 
upon the qualities of manhood which 
had made good soldiers from the days 
when the children of Israel marched 
out of Egypt down. Rifles now in- 
stead of bows then, but the man be- 
hind the rife is more important than 
the rifle itself. 

So with our laws. We need good 
laws. We need a wise administration 
of the law, an upright and fearless ad- 
ministration of the law. But the best 
constitution that was ever devised by 
the wit of man and the best laws that 
were vere put upon the statute books 
will not avail to save us if the average 
citizen has not in him the root of right 
living. The army of the Potomac 
could never have seen Appomatox if 
it had not been for the spirit that drove 
you from the office and the factory 
and the farm to take up the burden 
of war, and when you went to war to 
stay there until you saw it through. 
They did not conquer in war by hys- 
terics. Doubtless you will remember 
that after Bull Run there were some 
excellent people that thought the war 
Was over, and over the wrong way. It 
was not over. Three years and nine 
months had to elapse and then it got 
Over the other way. 

About the worst quality you can have 
in a soldier is hysteries or anything 
approaching it. and it is pretty nearly 
the worst quality in civillife. Weneed 
in civil life the plain, practical, every- 
day virtues which all of us admit in 
theory to be necessary when we all 
practice which will come mighty near 
nuaking a state perfect. 

There are two kinds of greatness that 
can be achieved. There is the great- 
ness that comes to the man who can 
do what bo one else can do. That iaa 
mighty rare kind, and of course it can 
only be achieved by the man of spe- 
cial and unusual Then 
there is the other kind that comes to 
the man who does the things that 
everyone could do but that everyone 
does not do; who goes ahead and does 
them himself. To do that you first of 
all have got to school yourself to do 
the ordinary commonplace things. 

Now, general, I was a very little time 
In my war: you were a long time in 
yours. I did not see much fighting, 
but I,saw a lot of humgn nature. I

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recollect one young fellow wao came 
down to join a cavalry regiment. He 
Was filled with enthusiasm, After 
three days the young man came down 
to mé and said: “Colonel, I wish to 
make a complaint, sir. I came doWn 
here to fight for my country and the 
captain has put me to work digging 
kitchen sinks.” I asked the captain 
about it and he said: “Yes.” The cap- 
tain Was a large man from New Mexice 
and he explained to that excellent youth 
that he would go on digging sinks and 
that when the fighting came he should 
have all the fighting there was, but 
that at present his duty was to dig 
kitchen sinks. In other words, he had 
to do the small duties that were done 
and thereby best tit himself to do the 
big duties that might loom in the fu- 
ture. 

So it is with us in the work of every- 
day citizenship. I believe that this na- 
tion will rise level to any great emer- 
gency that may meet it, but it will 
only be because we now in our ordlmary 
work-day life, in the times of peace. 
in the times when no great crishs {9 
upon us, we school ourselves by con- 
stant pracice in the commoaplace, 
everyday, indispensable duties, so that 
when the time arrives we shal] show 
that we have learned aright the primary 
lessons of good citizenship.

MAINE FOLKS TURN OUT 


Greet President Roosevelt 


With Great Enthusiasm 


BILL SEWALL’S DISTINCTION 


Old Guide and Hunter Dines With 
President and Governor— Farmers 
at Bangor Hear Address on What 


Makes a Good Citizeu 


Ellsworth, Me., Aug. 28.—The presi- 
dent’s second day in the Pine Tree State 
was full of interest. Starting fromthe 
governor’s residence at Augusta atan 
early hour, he was taken for a short 
drive about the city and at 9:30 left for 
Bangor, where the principal speech of 
the duy was delivered at the-~ fair 
grounds in the presence of an immense 
audience. Close attention was given 
him at Waterville, where hundreds 
Saw and heard the first president who 
has visited Maine in many years. In 
anticipation of his coming a general 
holiday was declared and all business 
Was suspended. 

Just before leaving Augusta the 
president heard that his old guide, 
“Bill” Sewall, of Island Falls, Me., 
who had accompanied him on many 
hunting expeditions and who had for 
a time been employed on his ranch in 
Dakota, was at Bangor, He wired 
Congressman Powers at Bangor to 
corrall him and hold on to him unti} he 
reached that city. That the congress- 
man carried out these instructions was 
fully proven when he produced the tall, 
raw-boned, red-whiskered hunter upon 
the president's arrival. 

“I am glad to see you, Bill,” said the 
president, whereupon Bill replied: 
“You ain’t no gladder than I be.” 

Then it was that the president told 
the story of his friendship of many 
years with the old guide and hunter, 
and how, many years ago, while on » 
hunting trip through Maine, owing to 
the shortage in the meat supply, they 
had eaten muskrat together, which the 
president said was the last meal he had 
eaten in Maine before this trip. The 
president seemed to delight in the rural 
simplicity of the man and insisted 
that he should sit down to dinner with 
him. Bill therefore had the distine- 
tion that comes to but few of dining 
with the chief executive of the nation 
and the governor of his state at. the 
Same time. While at the fair grounds 
some one suggested to Sewall, who 
Was seated on the platform with the 
president, that he should goto W ashlug 
ton and secure an appointment as post 
master, but Bill had already received 
this honor and said to his. inquisitor: 
“I be postmaster already.” 

The platform from which the presi- 
dent spoke was directly in front of 
the grand stand, which was packed 
with humanity. Upon leaving the plat- 
form the president drove around the 
race track in response to cries from the 
audience that he do so. 

Last night the president dined here 
at the home of Senator Hale, who ac- 
companied the party from Bangor. At 
the depot when the train pulled in the 
president was escorted to a platform 
nearby and delivered a short address. 
He left at 10 o’clock for Nashua, N. H., 
and other points in that state, where 
he will speak today. 

In his address at Bangor the presi- 
dent said: 

I am glad to greet the farmers of 
Maine. During the century that has 
closed the growth of industrialism has 
necessarily meant that citiesand towns 
have increased in population more 
rapidly than the country districts. 
And yet, it remains true as it has al- 
ways been, that in the last resort the 
country districts are those in which we 
are surest to find the old American 
spirit, the old American habits of 
thought and ways of living. Self-help 
and individual initiative remain to a 
peculiar degree typical of life in the 
country, life on a farm, in a lumber- 
ing camp, on a ranch. 

There bas been much change, much 
progress, in farming and farm life. 
The granges and similar organizations, 
the farmers’ institutes and all the 
agencies which promote intelligent eo- 
operation and give opportunity for so- 
cial and mental! intellectual intercourse 
among the farmers, have played a 
large part in raising the level of life 
and work in the country districts. In 
the domain of government, the de- 
partment of agriculture since its 
foundation has accomplished resulis as 
striking as those obtained under any 
other branch of the national adminis- 
tration. 

But after all this has been said, it re- 
mains true that the countryman—the 
man on the farm, more than any other 
of our citizens today—is called upon 
continually to exercise the qualities 
which we like to think of as typical of 
the United States throughout its his- 
tory, the qualities of rugged Inde- 
pendence, masterful resolution and in- 
dividual energy and resourcefulness. 
He weeks hard and often be lives baré

but hfs life is passed in healthy sur- 
roundings, surroundings which tend to 
develop a fine type of citizens: p. 

The aim to set before ourselves in 
trying to aid one another is to give that 
aid under conditions which will barin 
no man’s self respect, and which will 
teach the less fortunate how to help 
themselves, as their stronger brothers 
do. 

The true line of cleavage lies between 
the good citizen and the bad citizen: 
and the line of cleavage may, and often 
does, run at right angles to that which 
divides the rich and the poor. The 
signs of virtue lie in man’s capacity to 
care for what is outside himself. The 
man who lives simply, and justly and 


hororably, whether rich or poor, Isa 
good citizen. Those who dream only 
of idleness and pleasure, who hate 
others and fail to recognize the duty of 
each man to his brother, these, be they 
rich or poor, are the enemies of the 
state, 

The misuse of property is one man- 
ifestation of the same evil spirit which 
under changed circumstances denies 
the right of property because this right 
is in the hands of others. In a purely 
material civilization the bitterness of 
attack on another's possession is only 
additional proof of the extraordinary 
Importance of being regarded as a 
valuable foundation on which happi- 
ness may with wisdom be built and 
this is mistaken for happiness itself, so 
that material prosperity becomes the 
one standard, then, alike by those who 
enjoy such prosperity in slothful or 
criminal ease and by those who in no 
less evil manner rail at envy, and long 
for it, poverty is held to be shameful 
and money, whether well, or illgotten. 
to stand for merit. 

Now all this does not mean condemna- 
tion of progress. It is mere folly to 
try to dig up the dead past, and seant 
is the good that comes from asceticisin 
and retirement from the world. But 
let us make sure that our progress 1s 
In the essentials as well as in the in- 
cidentals. Material prosperity without 
the moral lift toward righteousness 
means a diminished capacity for hap- 
piness and a debased character. The 
worth of a civilization is the worth of 
the man at its centre. When this man 
lacks moral rectitude, material prog- 
ress only makes bad worse and social 
problems still darker and more com 
plex.

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CUT TO WATER’S EDGE 


Steamer Barely Escapes What Might 
Have Been Fearful Calamity 

New York, Aug. 28.—In vroad day- 
light and bright sunshine q collisie: 
occurred in New York barbor yester- 
day between an incoming passenger 
liner and an out-bound frej ght steamer. 

Steamship Liguria, with over 1100 
souls on board, was run down [pn the 
Narrows by the British steamer Pe 
conio, bound out for ports in the Medi- 
terranean. A succession of whistie 
blasts was followed by a tremendous 
crash and the Peconio’s bow smasbed 
into the hull of the Liguria just forward 
of the foremast. 

The Liguria’s hull was cut to the 
water's edge and water poured Ipto the 
aperture. The Peconio, as she drifted 
away, scraped the hull of the Ligurta 
and carried away the companion lad- 
der. The bow of the Peconio on the 
port side was stove in and the stew 
turned to starboard. 

On board the liner all was confusion 
fora few minutes, but Captain Montane 
restored order promptly, and forced the 
steerage passengers over to the stur- 
board side in order to bring the hole 
cut by the Peconio above the water. 
This effort was so successful that very 
little water entered the liner. 

Pilot Kramer, who brought the 
Liguria into port, said that the fault 
was all with the Peconio. The Pe- 
conio was so damaged that she re 
turned for repairs. The Liguria, efter 
the inspection of passengers at quar- 
antine, proceeded to her dock. 

On board the Italian liner were 21 
saloon, 29 second cabin, and 965 steer- 
age passengers. There were no cas 
ualties on board the Ligurie nor on the 
Peconio.

Child Labor. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

For a year I have been much in- 
terested in the Child Labor question in 
the south and have read all the articles 
on the subject to be found in the papers 
and magazines. It seems from the trend 
of the papers, we haye an evil] in the 
south almost as great as the slavery 
question, which was settled at so great 
a cost nearly forty years ago. 

At that time it was the north which 
realized the evil and finally freed the 
slave, but now to our shame it is the 
north which is condemning to something 
worse than slavery thousands of little 
children and women. All through the 
south northern men and northern capi- 
tal are operating cotton factories and 
employing child labor. Do the people 
of the north realize what this means? 
If you have a little boy or girl ten to 
twelve years old can you imagine what 
his life would be if put into a factory 
at half-past six in the morning’ and 
worked like a machine until half-past 
six at night and more often until balf- 
past nine with only a half hour for 
meals? You fathers and mothers can 
you sit comfortably at home and real- 
ize the misery and suffering of these 
little children and not say a word to 
arouse the country to make proper laws 
for the protection of its own? Why is 
it allowed? Why should a wealthy man 
grow more weulthy, have every luxury, 
give to church and charity and be pat- 
ted on the back and called a good fel- 
low, when this same money is made by 
the human suffering of little children, 
even to causing their death in a few 
years? 

People who have visited these facto- 
ries say the children are puny, with 
hands like bird’s claws and with little 
old faces in which there is not a spark 
of animation. Even when spoken to, 
if they answer at all, itis in a dazed 
kind of way, they are nothing bat hu- 
man machines doing their work me- 
chanically. No schooling, no whole- 
some food, just to drudge from day- 
light until dark that some one else may 
enjoy the luxuries. 

What a life, and it is 
painted. Instead of degrading the 
south, northern capital should do mis- 
sionary work, help the poor white 
trash to help itself in the way of school- 
ing and honest labor, making it impos- 
sible for a father to hire out his wife 
and children to factories while he loafs 
about and spends theirearnings. When 
the mother is forced to work there can 
be no home, no good food, and all for 
what, that the father may pocket 
haps ten dollars a week, the combined 


worse than 


per- 


earnings of his wife and children if its 
family is large, while ten times that 
amount goes’ into the pockets of the 
capitalists. 

Every day we hear of factories in the 
north closing and moving to the south 
because here they are restricted to 
hours of labor and rate of wages. In 
every case that means several huodred 
more children condemned to slavery. 

This is a subject on which I feel 
keenly and if this letter will cause a 
few of its readers to think and perhaps 
study into the matter it will not be 
many years before the condition in the 
south is bettered. When people begin 
to think, a thing is half accomplished. 

I know of several Quincy men who 
are interested in southern factories 
where exists just the conditions above 
mentioned and they know they exist, 
so I cannot hope to change their ideas 
by this letter, but a little seed some- 
times takes root.

“We are not ina complete condition 
of preparedness,” said General Greely,

defenses in as efficient a state as possi 
ble with the means at our disposal. We 
are greatly handicapped by lack of 
men. The signal corps is short of 1ts 
legal quota, and it has been necessary 
to ‘corde ‘r to the New London and Narra- 
gansett districts men whose stations are 
in the middle west.” 

General Gillespie was asked whether 
the engineers were ready to combat the 
“enemy.” “There they are,” he suid, 
pointing to a camp on Fisher's island 
within the military reservation of Fort 
Wright, “three companies strong, The 
engineers are ready to do their share of 
the work.” 

At the moment General Crozier was 
explaining some technical details in 
connection with the construction of a 
disappearing gun-catriage, which was

Some of the credit of the reform to 
take place at the Foxboro asylum is 
due%to the work of Senator Sprague, 
chairman this year of the joint commit- 
tee of the Legislature on Public Char- 
itable Institutions. The Boston Ad- 
vertiser says editorially: It is with 
some satisfaction that we are able to 
state this morning that at last there is 
a good prospect for reform ia the man- 
agement in the state asylum for hard 
drinkers—an institution which is lo- 
cated at Foxboro in Norfolk County. 
The goings on atthis institution have 
disgusted many people who have 
known of the farce for years. The 
state’s money ha: been wasted ina 
good many cases. A element of 
business men has jus! been put on the 
board of trustees by Goy. Crane, and 
wecan say if huif the charges made 
agaiust the Foxboro asylum by those 
who ought to know are anything more 
ie mere spite talk, there is going to 
a very welcome reform in the way 
of running that institution.

They threw 
all the blame on the courts, and while 
they admitted that the system was 
wrong, they would take none of the 
blame themselves.

PLANS WERE MIXED UP 


Governor’s Staff as Waiters 
For President 


REVIEWS WAR VETERANS 


Says Soidiers In the Philippines Have 
Been Cruelly Maligned—Speaks of 
the Problems Before the Nation and 


Touch 5 on Trust Question 


Newbury, N. H., Aug. 29.—President 
Roosevelt arrived here at 6:30 o'clock 
last evening and spent the night as the 
guest of Secretary of State Hay, whose 
home is located a few miles from here 
along the shores of Lake Sunapee. The 
secretary and his daughters met the 
president upon his arrival and joined 
with the assemblage in extending him 
a hearty welcome. The president de- 
livered a brief address in which he 
thanked the people for their greeting. 
He then entered Secretary Hay’s 
launch and steamed away to the Hay 
home. 

New Hampshire’s arms were open 
yesterday in readiness to receive the 
president. Long before he was awake 
a committee representing the governor 
boarded the train. The welcome they 
extended to him on behalf of the state 
was magnified later in the day in the 
smaller towns through which the train 
passed, and at Nashua, Manchester, 
The Weir and Concord, although the 
day was replete with the miscarriage 
of arrangements. 

At the Weirs, where the Grand Army 
reunion was held, the people in the ex- 
cess of their desire to accord the presi- 
dent a fitting reception came near to 
causing a crush which might have re- 
sulted disastrously. As it was the 
president was for a time in the midst 
of a howling, surging mass, and was 
all but carried off his feet. So in- 
adequate were the police arrange- 
ments that the crowd had entire con- 
trol of the situation, and much relief 
was experienced when the president, 
after reviewing the veterans, was es- 
corted into the hotel forluncheon. And 
here again the carefully laid plans for 
his entertainment wentastray. Lunch: 
eon was finally served through the 
gallantry of the governor's staff, who 
turned in and acted as waiters. ‘The 
president’s speech at the park, where 
the veterans were gathered, was most 
favorably received. He stood on a 
table at the extreme end of the plat- 
form and his athletic figure made him 
strikingly conspicuous. 

A small riot was created at Concord 
as the train was pulling out. A number 
of the militian.en and citizens became 
involved in a mix-up and several of the 
latter were severely beaten with the 
butt end of rifles. 

In crossing a bridge on the’ drive 
through Manchester the two lead 
horses to the presidential carriage be- 
came unmanageable, and they had to 
be taken out. A little farther on the 
whole procession was held up for a 
long time by a shifting freight train. 
The special train, however, finally 
started and reached The Weirs nearly 
on schedule time, and the president 
addressed the veterans at the G. A. R. 
encampment. 

He spoke of the nation’s great debt to 
those who fought in the Civil war and 
declared that the issues which sepa- 
rated usaredead. Continuing, hesaid: 

Standing on the threshold of the 
20th century and looking into the mists 
of the future, we see dark problems 
looming before us, for the successful 
settlement of which we shall need all 
our courage, all our kindness, al! our 
Sane common-sense. We can soly2 
these problems aright only if we keep 
constantly in mind that each must work 
for all and all for each; that while 
there cannot with safety be any de- 
struction ef the’power of the individual 
initiative, yet that each individual 
must have implanted in his being the 
sense of the common interest of all in 
the common good of all. In other 
words, we need to feelin our being 
the sense of brotherhood. 

We have just brought to a conclu- 
sion a war in the far east which sprang 
up as a sequel to our short struggle 
with Spain. The army which has done 
its work so well in the Philippine isl- 
ands has had a task which was small 
indeed compared with yours, but which 
nevertheless was fraught with hard- 
ship and difficulty peculiarly its own. 
The men have been cruelly maligned, 
even by some who should have known 
better. In any army, in the best arny, 
and especially in an army doing its 
work under such wellnigh infolerable 
conditions as those which confronted 
our troops in the Philippines, there are 
bound to be instances of occasional 
wrongdoing. The temptation to re- 
taliate for the fearful cruelties of a 
savage foe is very great, and now 
and then it has been yielded to. 

There have been a few, and only a 
few, such instances in the Philip- 
pines, and punishment has been meted 
eut with unflaching iustise to the af-

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fenders. But the real marvel fs that 
under such conditions there should 
have been so little wrongdcing. As 
time goes by and we get our sense of 
the proper proportion of things, these 
instances will be forgotten, but there 
will remain for all time new pages on 
the honor roll of our history because 
of what has been done for the nation 
in the Philippines. Our officers and 
men on the march and in battle showed 
themselves, not unworthy of you, the 
men of the great war. 

In discussing the industrial system 
at Concord the president said: The 
great problem that we should set before 
us is to keep prosperity, to render its 
advantages less unequal. to try te se- 
sure a greater equality of its benefits; 
but above all never under any circum- 
stances to lend ourselves to the leader- 
ship of any who appeal to the baser 
passions of mankind, and who, because 
there is inequality in prosperity, would 
seek to substitute for that unequal 
prosperity community in disaster. In 
your state, in your great manufacturing 
centres—the reaseg that they are 
built up is because of the capital that 
has come there, mainly in corporate 
form. If you had never had the big 
captains of industry who worked as 
individuals or Who worked in combina- 
tion as corporations, you would nevet 
had that prosperity, you would not have 
had the material upbuilding in this 
community. 

Evils have come through our very 
prosperity, but in warning against the 
evil let us be exceedingly careful not 
to war against the prosperity. It 
would be perfectly possible at any time 
to make it unpleasant for the trusts— 
perfectly possible to prevent big cor- 
porations from making money. They 
did not make any money in 1893--and 
neither did any one else. 

Let us face the fact that there are 
evils. It is foolish to blink at those 
evils. Let us set ourselves, but tem- 
perately and with sanity, to strive to 
find out what the eviis are and to 
remedy them. But above all let us 
resolutely refuse to use the knife in a 
way which will be less dangerous for 
the disease than for the sufferer. 

There is not any more possibility of 
remedying all the ills, social, economic, 
political, of the body politic by some 
patent device now than there was 
such possibility in 1776 or in 1861. Vie: 
tory then came to the men who showed 
the good, ordinary, sturdy common 
sense qualities. The men who won in 
the revolution and made this country 
take its place among the nations of the 
earth did it because they had in them 
courage, resolution, integrity, unbend- 
ing will and common sense. Great. 
sad, patient Lincoln led us to victory~ 
from '61 to ’65 because he did not trust 
to any mere trick or deviee, 
because he drove deep down to the 
heart of thousands and based his re 
liance on the fundamental virtues of 
mankind. That is the spirit we have 
to show in facing the problems of to- 
day. If we approach those problems 
in a spirit of hysteria we will fail: if 
We approach them in a spirit of envy 
and rancor and malice toward our 
fellows we will not only fail, but we 
will drag them and us in a common 
ruin. Shame to us if we blink the 
evils. Shame to us if we fear to face 
the problem. It is well to remember 
that im the long run the most unpleas- 
ant truth is a safer companion than the 
pleasantest falsehood. 

Face the problem; realize its gravity 
and then approach it in a spirit, not 
merely of determination to solve it, but 
of hearty desire to solve it with justice 
to all, with malice to none; to solve it in 
a spirit of broad kindliness and charity: 
in a spirit that will keep us ever in 
mind that if we are to suceed at all it 
must be by each doing to the best of 
his capacity his own business, and yet 
by each remembering that in a sense he 
{is also his brother's keeper.

A Fruit Trade Monopoly 

Kingston, Ja., Aug. 29.—By a con- 
clusion affected in London the United 
Fruit company of New Orleans and 
Boston has obtained a monopoly of the 
Jamaican fruit trade, and controls the 
British as well as the American fruit 
markets, The conclusion of this com- 
bination was announced here yester- 
day and the plan is creating the utmost 
dissatisfaction throughout the island.

Shumate was armed with 
a Winchester and opened fire on the 
miners, who, after their first volley, 
ran. 

The non-union men who took the 
strikers’ places are terrorized and a 
good many of them are leaving.

Cemetery Without M Monuments Like 
a City Without Houses. 


To Editor of the Quincy Ledger: 


In a recent issue of your paper, as 
well as one of the Boston dailies, I 
noticed a statement made by President 
Frank Eurich of the Association of 
American Cemetery Superintendents, 
to the effect that resting places of the 
dead would be better without menu- 
ments of marble and stone. That is to 
Say, DO memorials, no tablets of record, 
should be kept of the inhabitants in 
the cities of the dead; nothing tbat 
would preserve the memories of the 
dead to the living. 

This statement is radical and a great 
surprise, as it comes from a man who 
must be educated, and is certainly a 
new idea, and will very likely be ap- 
proved only by those who are unfortu- 
nately so poor that they can not erect a 
monument to their deceased relatives. 

1 never heard or read of a nation who 
had any degree of civilization, and had 
any love for science and art, who did 
not build some kind of monuments. A 
burying ground without monuments 
would be something like a city without 
houses, if such could exist. 

A cemetery may have a fine land- 
scape, but without the monuments it 
would appear more like a park or pub- 
lic garden. I have seen one of the 
finest cemeteries in the country both in 
landscape and artistic memorials, but 
take the monuments out and a stranger 
would think he was in a zoological 
garden, and a hunter or fisherman could 
there find a great sporting place. 

We generally judge the civilization of 
the ancient people from the monuments 
and buildings they have erected, and 
from the inscriptions on the same. We 
have got the history of these people. 
What would we know about Egyptians, 
Babylonians and the highly civilized 
people of South America, to say noth- 
ing of the Grecians and Romans? Some 
of these nations which flourished 7000 
or 8000 years ago, when our progene- 
tors wept half naked and lived in tents 
and huts of mud in the mountains of 
Persia and the valleys of India. 

These people lived in palaces of- stone 
of an architecture that would compare 
favorably with that of the modern 
time. Upon their monuments they 
engraved the history of their deeds and 
customs, and some of them stand to- 
day, after thousands of years have 
passed over them, while the people 
who erected them have been extermi- 
nated and the very lands on which they 
lived have for centuries been wilder- 
ness. Who woald know that in these 
wildernesses had been civilization, but 
for the monuments which tell the 
history of their glorious past. 

Monuments play a great part in 
ancient history. .They have in some 
degree laid the foundations to nearly 
all branches of learning of the modern 
world, and who knows but what those 
erected in our days will play the same 
part in some future ages.

‘THE FERMOYLE MURDER 


Arrest of a Man Who Is Expacted to 


Throw Light Upon It 

Boston, Aug. 29.—In Edward Mc 
Donald, arrested on Staniford street 
yesterday afternoon, the police believe 
they have the man who can solve the 
mystery of the murder of James H. 
Fermoyle of Ariidgton the night of 
Aug. 10. 

Fermoyle was found in a vacant lot 
on Third street, Cambridge, dying 
from terrible kicks and blows on the 
head. He had left Green street, where 
he had been drinking heavily all the 
afternoon, about 6:30 o'clock on the 
evening of Aug. 10, in company with 
several friends. After that all trace 
of him was lost until his bleeding body 
was found in East Cambridge. 

For nearly three weeks the police of 
Boston and Cambridge have been 
searching tirelessly for Edward Mc- 
Donald, a tramp painter, who, accord- 
ing to several accounts, was with Fer- 
moyle on the fatal evening and who 
mysteriously dropped opt of sight im- 
mediately after the tragedy. 

Although the police are much elated 
over McDonald's arrest they are un- 
willing to talk of it, saying that they 
prefer to wait and see whether they 
can make out a case. 

Last evening McDonald was given a 
severe cross-examinatiom but the re- 
Sults are said to have been meagre. 
Today the Cambridge police will bring 
to station 3 several of McDonald's 
friends to identify him. 

The police last night refused to give 
even the name of the man under ar- 
rest. 


Bold Daylight Theft 
Boston, Aug. 29.—On Wednesday of 
last week a gang of men with a two- 
horse caravan and tackle enough to 
move a steam engine went to the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford freight 
yards in South Boston and unloaded 
from the cars three sheet iron oil tanks, 
each with a capacity of 600 gallons.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


AN UNWELCOME GUEST 


1 Strike the Only Drawback to|Carrie Nation Ejected From Hotel 


Prosperous Conditions| 

New York, Aug. 30.—R. G. Dun & 
Ca’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Gradual resumption of anthracite coal 
mining is encouraging, although the 
output is not yet sufficient to haveany 
commercial value. Business condi- 
tions are unsatisfactory at the strike 
centre, but reports from all other see- 
tions indicate unusually prompt revival 
after the summer vacation season, with 
exceptionally large operations among 
dealers in the agricultural regions. 

Iron furnaces are suspending oro- 
duction because coke cannot be secured 
and it is evident that the rate of out- 
put at the opening of the new month 
will show a serious loss. Anthracite 
coal is being produced at about 30 dif- 
ferent places, 15,000 tons being mar- 
keted daily, but the bulk is of steam 
sizes from the washeries, as few col- 
lieries are operated as yet. 

The dry goods jobbing trade reports 
a liberal distribution and supplies are 
only moerate in the primary market. 
Changed conditions in the raw material 
have accelerated inquiries for cotton 
goods. 

Slightly less activity is seen In men’s 
wear woolen and worsted fabrics, but 
fancy worsteds are in better request. 
New lines have been opened at prices 
ranging from 5 to 7% percent above the 
last season’s figures. 

At last footwear makers have been 
able to secure a moderate advance in 
prices in response to the recent sharp 
risein materials. Jobbers are no longer 


disposed to wait, but place orders 
freely and the situation is more satis- 
factory thanat any recent date. Shops 


are running full time on fall business 
and have a fair amount of spring trade 
in sight.

Former Royal Residence Is Situatea ™0Fe than met the expectations of his 


on the Isle of Wight and Was Built 
In 1840—One of the Most Beautiful 
Palaces In Great Britain—Greatly 
Revered by Englishmen. 


Osborne House, which has been pre- 
sented by King Edward to the British 
nation, is revered by Englishmen be- 
cause of its association with the mem- 
ory of Queen Victoria, says the New 
York World. It was there she liked 
best to sojourn with the prince con- 
sort, and it was there she died. Per- 
haps no choice of a gift by King EKd- 
ward would be more gratifying to the 
kingdom than Osborne House. 

In comparison with other royal resi- 
dences Osborne House is new. It was 
built in 1840 on the Isle of Wight, over- 
looking the Solent. The name is an 
ancient one and is properly “Auster- 
burne,” the “Easter Brook.” The es- 
tate was held for many years by an 
old island family, the Bowermans, 
from whom it was purchased by 
Eustace Mann during the reign of 
Charles I. 

Tradition has it that during the civil 
war Mann buried his wealth in a wood 
on the estate and afterward could not 
find it. The place is known to this day 
as “Money Coppice.” 

His granddaughter married a man 
named Blackford, who built the first 
Osborne House. Lady Isabella Black- 
ford, a descendant, sold the estate to 
Queen Victoria in 1540. It has since 
been enlarged until at the present time 
{t comprises 5,000 acres extending from 
Medina on the west to Brooks Copse 
on the east. 

Osborne House was the private prop- 
erty of the sovereign. It is known as 
one of the most beautiful palaces in 
Great Britain. The structure is in the 
style of Palladio. It embodies, more- 
over, many of the ideas of the prince 
consort and reflects‘ in a measure 
Queen Victoria's tastes. A bell tower 
ninety feet high rises above the palace, 
and behind 
by Queen Victoria is a flag tower 107 
feet high. The rooms are filled with 
rare pictures, statues and costly fur- 
nishings. 

In the council room, one of the most 
magnificent in the palace and located 
in the pavilion, hangs Landseer’s fa- 
mous painting, “The Deer Drive.” 


The gardens are arranged in terraces, | 


sloping to the water's edge, where is 


located a little jetty built for the queen. | 


The prince consort established a mod- 
el farm to which the 
queen and he gave much attention. 

It was at Osborne House that the 
queen chose to rest during the illness 
which resulted in her death. 2 

Princess Henry of Battenberg, the 
queen's youngest daughter, was ap- 
pointed governor of the Isle of Wight 
by her royal parent and ruled from Os- 
borne House. 

Soon after the queen's death King 
Edward, it was said, wished to dis- 
continue Osborne House as a royal 
residence owing to the expense of keep- 
ing it up and the distance from Lon- 
don. Lord Rothschild was named as 
a probable tenant at an annual rental 
of $100,000. William Waldorf Astor 
was also said to be negotiating to buy 
the palace as a wedding present for 
his daughter Pauline. Then it was an- 
nounced that under a clause of Queen 
Victoria’s wil! Osborne House could 
not thus be disposed of.

29. The following interesting sketch 
is from the Globe:< 

“Capt. Hunt was born ia Scituate, 
Aug. 29, 1522, and was the son of Na- 
than and Catherine Hunt. His father 
was lost atsea when Capt. Hunt was 
two years old, his ship, the schooner 
Ocean of Hingham, foundering on the 
Frying Pan shoals off the North Caro- 
lina coast. Her entire crew was lost. 
Two years after the death of her hus- 
band, Mrs Hunt moved to Quincy and 
in the public schools of this place, then 
a town, Capt. Hunt received his educa- 
tion. 

On leaving school Capt. Hunt learned 
the granite cutters’ trade, and worked 
at it for many years. Later in life he 
learned the masons’ trade, and 
was afterward engaged in building many 
of the sea walls along the New England 
coast and in Boston harbor. 

When fort Sumter was fired on, Capt. 
Hunt enlisted as a private in Co. H 4th 
Mass, infantry, commanded by Col. Ab- 
ner B. Packard, at present one the 
leading residents of this city. The 4th 
regt. was the first body of volunteer 
troops to reach fort Monroe, which was 
threatened by the confederates, and 
they received a warm welcome from the 
garrison. With his regiment Capt. 
Hunt participated in the battle of Big 
Bethel, the tirst pitched battle of the 
civil war.

After serving his term of enlistment, 
Capt. Hunt was honorably discharged. 
On arriving home he entered the em- 
ploy of the government, and was en- 
gaged in strengthening the fortification 
on Fort Warren in Boston 
Later op, when a call for three years’ 
men was issued by President Lincoln, 
Capt. Hunt enlisted in Co. H, 3th 
Mass. infantry, and was commissioned 
first sergeant.

army. For the past 18 years he has 


held the office of deputy fish and game 
warden, and has proved a very efficient 
officer. 

Capt. Hunt was married twice, the 
first time in 1848 to Miss Caroline Wil- 
liams, the daughterof Lyman Williams. 


Four children were born to them. His 
first wife died in 1858. He married 
Miss Mary Hume io 1860, and two 


children were born to them. 

Capt. Hunt is a member of Paul Re- 
vere post 88, G. A. R., and he is also a 
mason. Capt. Hunt is still vigorous and 
in good health, with the exception of 
intermittent attacks of rheumatism.

Bought For a Sixpence 


(Copyright, 1902, by C. B. Lewis.] 

While in hospital at Sydney, Austra- 
lia, a sailor named Kane died. His ef- 
fects were sold, and I bought them for 
a sixpence. Among them was a rude 
chart or drawing, and the writing was 
in pencil and displayed a very poor 
band. It ran: 

“North of Timor Laut about seventy- 
three. Enter north bay. 

“Bring up line with three tall trees 
on highest point and in five fathoms. 

“Spring of fresh water to left of big 
rock on port bow.” 

I found the chart when aboard ship. 

I was mate of the schooner, and I at 
once laid the paper before the captain. 
We got out a chart of the Banda sea, 
found the island of Timor Laut and 
then measured off seventy-three miles 
to the north. This brought us to Pope's 
island. Neither of us had ever landed 
there, but understood that the island 
was not inhabited. The instructions 
were to enter the north bay and bring 
up at a certain spot. What for? The 
existence of a spring was mentioned, 
but why shorfid we go ashore? Unless 
there was something of value on or 
about the island why had it been noted 
and the writing carried around by a 
sailor? 

The captain and I talked the matter 
over and over, but could make it no 
plainer. It was natural under the cir- 
cumstances that our minds should run 
to buried treasure, Indeed we couldn't 
get rid of the feeling that the sailor 
who had died in the hospital had 
planted something of value on Pope's 
island, and that being the case we de- 
cided to have a try for it. What has- 
tened our decision was a conversation 
overheard between two who 
had been at the hospital inquiring 
about Kane and his effects 

I think it was on the twenty-third 
day out of Sydney that we entered the 
bay on the north side of Pope's island.

After having reached the shore we 
found the spring, but us we stood be- 
side it we looked at each other and 
asked what should be the next move. 
The island was thi kly wooded, and 
we soon realized that we had better

The chart mentioned three tall trees 
in a group and the spring. We found 
the trees standing back a quarter of a 
mile from the never a

nish us a hint. The spring was about 
200 feet above high t ut nothing 
around it furnished the clew we were 
after. 

For a week after our arrival we had 
every man ashore on the hunt We 
paced off so many paces from the 
spring in every direction and then dug 
into the earth, We dug about the 
roots of the three tall trees and then 
at ten, twenty and thirty paces. When 
the tide was out, we dug up the beach 
in a dozen piaces. The island was 


finally explored in every direction, but 
we had our toilsome work as a reward, 
On the afternoon of the eighth day we 
gave it up. We did not doubt the ex- 
istence of a treasure there, but we 
were satisfied that we couldn't lay our 
hands on it.

Article 111.—Of the Eternal Purpose. 
We believe that the eternal, wise, holy 
and loving purpose of God embraces all 
events, so that while the freedom of man 
is not taken away nor is God the author 
of sin, yet in His providence He makes 
all things work together in the fulfil- 
ment of His sovereign design and the 
manifestation of His glory; wherefore, 
humbly acknowledging the mystery of 
this truth, we trust in His protecting 
care and set our hearts to do His will. 

{This surely is a wise statement 
which it would be difficult to improve 
upon.] 

Article 1V.—Of the Creation. 

We believe that God is the Creator, 
Upholder, and Governor of all things; 
that He is above all His works ,and@ in 
them all; and that He made man in His 
own image, meet for fellowship with 
Him, free and able to choose between 
good and evil, and forever responsible to 
his Maker and Lord. 

[We can endorse this statement 
too; but wonder how the large and 
growing number of evolutionists in the 
Presbyterian denomination can en- 
dorse it without mental reservations 
and twinges of conscience. If Adam 
was created in God’s image, was meet 
for companionship with him, and free, 
and capable of deciding his destiny by 
his actions, he surely was far re- 
moved from being a monkey-man;— 
and surely, too, far superior to his 
posterity today, all of whom are sadly 
deficient in the divine image and 
qualifications for companionship with 
their Creator. Even the saints, with 
their much advantage every way, are 
still lacking in these respects, and are 
accepted of God only on a basis of 
faith in their Redeemer.] 

Article V.—Of the Sin of Man.

with a sinful nature, that we have broken 
God's law, and that no man can be saved 
but by His grace ) 

{This important truth is also well 
expressed. Eternal death [cessation 
of life], not eternal dying, nor eternal 
life in torment, is “the wages of sin.” 
(Rom. 6:23.) Hence Jesus Christ “by 


the grace of God tasted death for 
} every man”’—“poured out his soul 
unto death” for us—Heb. 2:9; Isa. 
§3:12. 


Article Vi.—Of the Grace of God. 


We belie. that God, out of his great 
love for t world, has given His only 
begotten Son to be the Saviour of sin- 
ners, 1 in the gospel freely offers His 
all-sufficient Salvation to all men. Andé 
we praise Him for the unspeakable grace 
wherein He has provided a way of eter- 


nal life for all mankind

Article Vil.—Of Election. 

We believe that God, from the begin- 
ning, in His own good pleasure, gave to 
His Son a people, an innumerable multi- 
tude, chosen in Christ unto holiness, 
service and salvation; we believe that all 
who come to years of discretion can re- 
ceive this salvation only through faith 
and repentance; and we believe that all 
who die in infancy, and all others given 
by the Father to the Son, who are 
beyond the reach of the outward means 
of grace, are regenerated and saved by 
Christ through the Spirit, who works 
when and where and how He pleases. 

{This statement is the blindest and 
least satisfactory of all the Articles. 
It is God’s election, not man’s that is 
discussed; hence the word “innumer- 
able” here must be understood to 
mean that to God the “elect” are 
either not numbered or beyond nu- 
meration or both. Surely this is in- 
consistent with divine fore-knowledge 


and predestination—without which 
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The Apostle Paul clearly shows tnat 
the “elect” are the “seed of Abraham 
—Christ the head; his church the 
body. He declares also what is most 
obvious; namely, that the fulfilment 
of the promise to Abraham of which 
his “‘seed” “the elect” are heirs, is 
still future; and that promise is, “In 
thy seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed.” The “elect” are 
“the holy nation, the peculiar people, 
the royal priesthood,” called now to 
offer sacrifices that thereby they may 
specially attest their loyalty to God 
|and his righteousness and crystalize 
| their character-likeness to their Re 
deemer, and thus be qualified to be the 
kings, priests and judges of the world 
; during the Millennium—the world’s 
| judgment day or trial day. Speak-

ity and thus to glorify their Father in 
heaven—are all to come together by 
and by, are all to be changed from 
human to spirit beings, like the Re- 
deemer, and then they with him shall 
constitute the great Sun of Righteous- 
ness whose shining is to bring so 
great blessings to the world. See the 
Lord’s own statement of this: The 
wheat are the children of God—“chil- 
dren of the Kingdom;” During 
this Gospel age wheat and tares—true 
saints, the “elect, and mere profes- 
sors, the tares—are to grow together 
until the end, or harvest of the age....

3ne Tact is wat all this absuraity 
belongs to a misunderstanding of the 
grand doctrine of resurrection taught 
in the Bible. The Bible does not teach 
4 resurrection of the body, but of the 
soul. It declares, “The soul. [being] 
that sinneth it shall die.” (Hzek. 18:4, 
20.) It declares that because of sin 
all souls die, and that to redeem our 
souls our Lord became a man, a hu- 
man soul, or being, and “poured out 
his soul unto death,” “made his soul 
an offering of sin.” (Isa. 53:10, 12.) 
The Bible further shows that it was 
our Lord's soul that was resurrected 
on the third day. “His soul was not 
left in hades”—the death-state. (Acts 
2:27.) So, also the Apostle treats 
the subject, declaring, “It [the soul or 
being} is sown [in death] in weak- 
ness; it [the soul] is raised in power.” 
In the resurrection God giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him.—1 Cor. 
15: 43,38. 

Our word soul signifies “sentient 
being,” a cessation of which we call 
death. The Adamic sentence was 
death, which would have been the 
final end of us all but for the re- 
demptive work of Christ. That re-

Do the Re- 
visers wish us to understand that the 
holy dead dream or that they are 
somnambulists? 

The Scripture proposition is clearly 
stated, “The dead know not any- 
thing.” “His sons come to honor and 
they know it not, to dishonor and they 
perceive it not of them;” “for there

less. On the contrary, the Scriptures | 


represent the elect as being, not only 
numerable, but, numbered and lim- 
ited;—in all a “little flock,” the very 
reverse of innumerable. In Revela- 
tions (14:1-5) the number of these 


“very elect” “over-comers” jg given | 


as 144,000; and in chap. 7:1-4 the 
Same ones are shown as filling up the 
special election first opened to 
Fleshy Israel (Rom. 11:7, 17-19), and 
the same number is given. It is an- 
other class altogether, not the “elect” 
“little flock” who shall 
Kingdom, that 
scribed as “a great multitude which 
no man could number,” or whose 
number is known to no man. (Rev. 
7:9.) These latter never sit with the 
Lord in his throne as “joint-heirs,” 
but are “before the throne;” neither 
are they the Temple of “living stones,” 
but are honored in permission to 
serve God in his temple.—Rev. 7:9-15. 

The difficulty with the theory of our 
dear Presbyterian friends is that they 
misapply the election to salvation. 
True, the elect will all be saved, but 
they are not elected to salvation. 


There is but one ground, or condition | 


on which any can now be saved; 
namely, by faith attested by obe- 
dience to the extent of ability, God 
is not unjust that he should make 
some short cut, or easier condition for 
the “elect.” Rather, indeed, though 
the standard of salvation now and for- 
ever must be the same—perfect love— 
the holy spirit or disposition of the 
Redeemer—the non-elect, the world 
in general, will in their time of trial 
(the Millennium) have easier condi- 
tions of attaining to the divine stand- 
ard than have the elect during this 
Gospel age. 

Nur dear friends need to seethat the 
divine plan has heights and depths, 
lengths and breadths which Brother 
Calvin and his associates never 
dreamed of; namely, that 
God which they obscurely refer to by 
saying that those “beyond the reach 
of outward means of grace, are re- 
generated and saved by Christ through 
the Spirit who works when and where 
and how he pleases.” The world as 2 


whole is now “beyond the reach of 
outward means of grace” and there are 
no other; “for there is none other 


name under heaven given among men 
tvhereby we must be saved.” But 
when we begin to seek for “when” 
and “where” and “how” the spirit of 
God will work for the yprld’s recla- 
mation we find it all clearly stated in 
the Scriptures. 

The Apostle says that God’s grace 
in Christ for all shall be “testified in 
due time.” (1 Tim. 2:6.) The 


Prophet points us to the Millennium | 


as that due time, and assures us that 
then the knowledge of the Lord shall 
fill the whole earth as the waters 
cover the great deep;—and then there 
shall be no longer need to “teach 
every man his neighbor and every 
man his brother, saying Know thou 
the Lord! for all shall know me from 
the least of them unto the greatest of 
them saith the Lord.” (Isa. 11:9; 
Jer. 31:34.) The Apostle Peter de- 
clares that this grand and universal 
“refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord,” shall come at our Lord’s sec- 
ond advent which shall be followed 
by “times of restitution of all things 
which God hath spoken by the mouth 
of all his holy prophets since the 
world began.” St. Peter tells us just 
“how” humanity is then to be blessed; 


saying, “For Moses truly said unto 
the fathers [not fulfilled in Peter’s 
day nor since, but as sure as God’s 
Word], ‘A prophet shall the Lord 


your God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, like unto me; him shall ye 
hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
say unto you. And it shall come to 
pass that every soul which will not 
hear [heed, obey] that Prophet, shall 
be destroyed from among the people” 
—Second Death—Acts 3:19-23. 
Our Lord himself tells “how” 


at his second advent. His words are, 
“All that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice and shall come forth; they 
that have done good [the faithful, the 


“elect”] unto the resurrection of life | 


[the First Resurrection—“they shall 
be priests of God and of Christ and 
shall reign on the earth’—Rey. 20:6]; 
and they that have done evil [shall 
come forth] unto resurrection by 
judgments.” (See Revised Version.) 
Jno. 2:28, 29. This resurrection then 
is the hope of all except the saints, 
the elect. When they come forth 
from the tomb during the Millennium 
they will not be fully alive, for full 
life means perfection. None will live 
again in that proper sense of perfect 
life, complete freedom from death, un- 
til the Millennium is finished. It wiil 
be an age of uplifting, or restitution, 
in which the revivifying influences of 
the “trees of life’ and the “river of 
the water of life clear as crystal, pro- 
ceeding out of the throne,” shall be 
for the non-elect; for the world of 
mankind in general—all of these who 
will may take of the water of life 
freely and live forever; while those 
who refuse those life opportunities 
will, as the Apostle declares, “be de- 
stroyed from among the people.” 


The “how” of this great work of | 


God for the whole world is further ex- 
plained by our Lord; saying, of that 
future invitation to the symbolical 
trees of life, and the water of life 
which will flow from the glorified Mil- 
lennial Kingdom, “The Spirit and the 
Bride say, Come, and let him that 
heareth say, Come! And let him that 
is athirst came. And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life freely. 
The election will be over and past 
then and the elect will be the glori- 
fied “Bride” whose work it shall be, 
in unison with the Spirit of God, to 
invite the whole world to share God’s 
ace. 
erThe “elect” are not the “Bride” yet, 
but only the chaste virgin espoused to 
Christ and waiting on the Heavenly 
Bridegroom to make her, at his sec- 
ond coming, his bride and joint-heir. 
Neither is there a “river of water of 
life” ‘now flowing; but merely “wells 


of water springing up” in the “elect.” |

Article XII1.—Of the Law of God. 

: Ve believe that the law of God re- 
vealed in the Ten Commandments, and 
more Clearly disclosed in the words of 
Christ,.is forever established in truth and 
equity, so that no human work shall 
abide except it be built on this founda- 
tion. We believe that God requires of 
every man to do justly, to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with his God; and 
that only through this harmony with the 
will of God shall be fulfilled that broth- 
erhood of man wherein the kingdom of 
God is to be made manifest. 

[An excellent statement; but it 
might have been improved, in our 
judgment, by a declaration showing 
Covenant made with 
Israel of which the Ten Command- 
ments was the basis, has given place 
to the New Covenant, mediated by 
Christ and based upon an ability-obe- 
dience to its basic law of love.] 
Article XIV.—Of the Church and the 

: Sacraments. 

We believe in the holy catholic church 
of which Christ is the only head. We 
believe that the church invisible consists 
of all the redeemed, and that the church 
visible embraces all who profess the true 
religion together with their children. We 
receive to our communion all who con- 
fess and obey Christ, as their divine 
Lord and Saviour, ana we hold fellow- 
ship with all believers in Him. 

We believe the sacraments of baptism 
and the Lord’s supper, alone divinely es- 
tablisuc. and committed to the church, 
together with the Word as means of 
grace; made effectual only by the Holy 
Spirit, and always to be used by Chris- 
tians with prayer and praise to God. 

{Here we have another excellent 
statement seemingly full of breadth 
and liberty in Christ; but it can be in- 
terpreted narrowly enough; and past 
experiences and our general knowl- 
edge of human nature lead us to fear 
that it will generally be given this 
narrow interpretation; viz., to make 
the words “our communion,’ i. e. our 
fellowship, to mean those only who 
will heartily and honestly accept the 
Westminster Confession of Faith and 
accept these articles, foregoing, as a 
later statement of the same meaning. 
Any who by thus joining our Church 
and who by thus coming behind our 
creedal fence separates himself from 
all other Christians we will fellowship. 

We agree that there is but one 
Church, invisible, and one Church 
visible; but why then have different 
brands, different “communions;’’—pro- 
fessedly different ‘‘bodies” of Christ? 


| Were our Lord or his Apostles Pres- 


byterian or other sectarians? And 
if not, have we any Scriptural au- 
thority for such divisions which sepa- 
rate the members of the body of 
Christ? Why not come out of all 
sects and creeds and stand together 
as at first on the one foundation, that 
Christ died for our sins and rose again 
for our justification, and that all so 
accepting his work and fully conse- 
crating themselves to him to do his 
will constitute his elect Church? 

Article XV.—Of the Last Judgment. 

We believe that the Lord Jesus Christ 
will come again in glorious majesty to 
judge the world and to make a final sep- 
aration between the righteous and the 
wicked. The wicked shall receive the 
eternal award of their stns and the Lord 
will manifest the glory of His mercy in 
the salvation of His people and their 
entrance upon the full enjoyment of eter- 
nal life. 

(We are glad to note this acknowl. 
edgement of faith in our Lord’s sec- 
ond coming, so prominently taught 
throughout the Bible. Could these 
dear friends get a more correct view 
of the resurrection they would see 
that .our Lord’s coming is as the 
Life-giver; and that none of his re- 
deemed can enter into life eternal un- 
til he comes to receive them unto 
himself, from the _ prison-house of 
death in which they sleep. “Your life 
is hid with Christ in God [in divine 
power and promise]; when Christ, 
who is our life, shall appear, then 
shall we also appear with him in 
glory.”—Col. 3:3, 4. 

The glad welcome of the Lord’s 
second advent, so noticeable in the 
New Testament, is not found gener- 
ally among Christians of today for 
two reasons; one, we have just men- 
tioned; the other is because of false 
views respecting the judgment our 
Lord comes to perform. When father 
Adam was in Eden he experienced his 
first trial or judgment, and for diso- 
bedience he was condemned to death 
—a sentence which his posterity has 
shared, dying mentally, morally and 
physically—a groaning creation under 
divine sentence or curse. What would 
Adam and all of his children specially 
desire of the Lord? 

Their prayer would surely be: Lord, 
that we might have another trial, an- 
other judgment;—peradventure our 
experiences with sin may have taught 
us such lessons that we would be 
fully obedient hereafter and abide for- 
But the Lord’s 
Word assures that we could not suc- 
ceed if granted another trial under 
similar conditions; because we, al- 
though experienced now, are fallen 
and imperfect, and cannot do the 
things which we would wish to do. 
Furthermore, he shows us that Justice 
is the foundation of his throne, and 
that having declared us sentenced to 
death he cannot justly revoke his own 
sentence. 

Then, while we wonder and despair, 
the Lord reveals to us his plan for our 
salvation, wonderful in its complete- 
ness. (1) He. provided for our re- 
demption by the death of his Son who 
took Adam’s place, and by redeem- 
ing him redeemed all of his race who 
lost in his failure. Thus God shows us 
his law and justice inviolate. Nor was 
this effected by an injustice to his 
Son, whose full consent was first se- 
cured by “the joy that was set before 
him.” (Heb. 12:2.) The obedient 
Son has been abundantly rewarded— 
“God also hath highly exalted and 
given him a name above every name.” 
—Phil. 2:9. 

ae why this redemption of Adam 
and race? What is its ultimate 
obiect? We answer that it is God’s 
response to the 6000 years’ prayer of 
our race:—Lord that we might have 
another trial or judgment. God pro 
poses to answer that prayer in a bet- 
ter way than any except himself 
could have devised,—as he declares: 
“My thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways, saith 
the Lord; for as the heavens are 
higher than the earth so are my ways

regulate the world, and bring or- 
der out of present confusion and 
darkness and sin, and by corrections 
in righteousness gradually to raise 
men up, up, up, to perfection and the 
divine likeness in heart. This time of 
resurrection, also called the “times of 
restitution,” is to be the world’s “day 
of judgment,” in which each member 
of Adam's fallen race, redeemed by 
the precious blood, shall taste of di- 
vine mercy and have the fullest op- 
portunity that could be reasonably 
asked for re-attaining al! that was lost 
in Adam; and meantime for develop- 
ipg such characters as would be fully 
a} oroved by God as fit for the gift of 
God—everlasting life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord;—all others, failing 
under those -favorable conditons be- 
ing re-condemned,—judged worthy of 
the Second Death from which there 
will be no recovery. 

This is the Lord’s declaration: 
“God hath appointed a day [“One day 
with the Lord is as a 1000 years.”— 
11 Pet. 3:8) in the which he will 
judge [grant trial to] the world in 
righteousness [equity] by that man 
whom he hath [afore] ordained [the 
Christ]; whereof he hath given assur- 
ance [ground for hope] unto all men, 
in that he hath raised him from the 
dead.” (Acts 17:31.) This is the “‘res- 
urrection by judgment” to which our 
Lord refers. (John 5:29.) No won- 
der then that the prophet David re- 
joiced so in the prospect of the 
world’s coming judgment day; saying 
(1 Chron. 16:31-34):—

We answer, that God hath appointed 
a day—the seventh or last @éay of the 
week for this judgment—the world’s 
great Sabbath of rest after the 6000 
years of sin and death, and that is 
suficient. But we are glad to see just 
why our Father so “appointed”; viz., 
because in the interim he designed the 
calling and perfecting of the Church, 
the saints, the “elect,” to be joint- 
heirs with the Redeemer and share his 
glory and work—his ruling, judging 
and blessing of all the families of the 
earth.

[We are specially glad that the two 
Scripture citations we have quoted 
have been made prominent in the Re- 
vised Confession. These may assist 
some to see that the election of the 
Church is for the purpose of bringing 
the whole world to a knowledge of the 
truth in order to their everlasting sal- 
vation. If it was the thought of the 
Revisers that the Church in her pres- 
ent condition can accomplish this, let 
them reflect that nineteen centuries 
have accomplished little for the world 
in general in the matter of knowledge 
of the Lord. Let them reflect, too, that 
even in the day cf missionary effort, 
statistics show that the whole annual 
Church increase, including all even 
nominally Christians, is less propor- 
tionately than the natural increase of 
the human family; so that if the hope 
expressed, that the kingdoms of this 
world will become the kingdoms of 
our Lord, means a hope of convert- 
ing the world, it is a blind and base- 
less one. The Scriptural thought, as 
shown by old MSS. is quite a differ- 
ent one; namely, that the dominion of 
this world [is to] become the domin- 
ion of God and of his Christ. If the 
entire world were brought into the 
condition of earth's best kingdoms it 
would still leave much, oh! so much, 
to be desired and prayed for—‘Thy 
Kingdom come; thy will be done on 
earth as it is done in heaven.” Hence 
we pray this prayer, and expect and 
patiently wait for that Kingdom 
which will now speedily be intro- 
duced by “a time of trouble such as 
was not since there was a nation.”

Issues In the British Empire. 

Many celebrated stamp collectors 
are just now concentrating their ener- 
gies on collections of the Victorian era, 
says a correspondent of a London ex- 
change. Such a collection possesses 
singular interest, for it will not only 
illustrate the artistic progress that has 
been made in desigas since the inaugu- 
ration of the postage stamp, but it will 
also demonstrate in a fascinating fash- 
fon the expansion of the British em- 
pire. 

“I take it there were about 20,000) 
distinct and representative issues 
throughout the British empire during | 
the reign of Queen Victoria,” says F. 
R. Grinn, the well known stamp deal- 
er of London. “This number,” he add- | 
ed, “does not, of course, include vari- 
ations of type or other trivial peculiar- 
ities. Already there is a run on Victo-)} 
rian stamps of a high value. For in- 
stance, a canceled one pound stamp! 
selling a few weeks ago for 25 shil- 
lings is now worth 35 shillings. An 
elaborately perfect collection of the, 
Victorian era would have to include a 
British Guiana pink circular stamp, 
which it is practically impossible to 
purchase in the open market, and the 
Mauritius postoffice stamp, which is 
worth several hundred pounds.

“Why, do you know that I believe Si- 
beria will be the great food producing 
center of the world in the future? It 
is a great agricultural country. It re- 
minds me of the vast stretches of ag- 
ricultural lands I have seen in the 
United States. 

“There are plenty of evidences of 
American craft in Siberia, in Baldwin 
locomotives and in farming implements 
that the Russian government sells to 
the peasants at cost price. Americans 
do not sell as much agricultural ma- 
chinery as they might. That little 
countervailing duty that the United 
States imposes on Russian sugar oper- 
ates against them. The Russians — 
retaliated by imposing a duty of 2: 
per cent on all American machinery. 

“Germany is rushing in to take ad- 
vantage of this, and great quantities 
of machinery that could have been 
sold in Russia by United States manu- 
facturers are now being sold by the 
Germans. Thus Germany is indirectly 
reaping the benefit of the American | 
duty on Russian sugar. 

“I have been all through Siberia 
from end to end and from side to side. 

“I was arrested once in Manchuria 
by the Russians, who were at first 
very fierce and ended by inviting me 
to dinner. The Russians will give up 
Manchuria about the same time that 
the English forsake Egypt—that is, 
when they are driven out.”
